Key year for labor, industry

WASHINGTON - Next year 


will be a hectic one for labor 
negotiations, with bargaining 
scheduled in several major 
industries that have been hard 
hit by the recession. 


Contracts for 4.5 million 


workers are involved, and the 
bargaining is expected to be 
difficult because the business 
climate is poor, unemployment 
is high and inflation continues. 
Strikes in a major industry 
such as autombiles could blunt 
economic recovery. 


Union leaders indicate they'll 


be pressing for substantial 
wage" increases to catch up with 
inflation, but fears of another 


recession and continued high 
unemployment also will influ- 
ence their demands. 


The heaviest calendar of bar- 


gaming talks is scheduled from 
March to September. They cen- 
ter on eight key industries — 
automobiles, trucking, rubber, 
electrical equipment, construc- 
tion, food, apparel and farm 
equipment. 


At the same time, there is 


concern within the Ford admin- 
istration that internal union 
pressures and competition be- 
tween unions to outpace one 
another could ignite a new 
wage spiral and a return of 
runaway inflation. 


Michael Moscow, director of 


the Council on Wage and Price 


Stability, says wages are an 
area that will have to be watch- 
ed "very closely." 


Inflation tapered off some- 


what in 1975, but was still run- 
ning far above 
traditional 


levels. Its rate in 1976 will be 
the biggest influence in labor 
negotiations. 


Most of the contracts expir- 


ing in 1976 were negotiated in 
1973 during a period of wage 
controls. Since then, workers' 
average gross weekly pay, 
measured in 1973 dollars, have 
dropped 5.3 per cent. 


Their purchasing power — 


take-home pay adjusted for 
inflation and taxes — in Octo- 
ber was 4 per cent below its 
average for 1973. 


Teamsters President Frank 


Fitzsimmons says inflation has 
cost his members 63 cents an 
hour because of the ceiling on 
the cost of living clause in his 
union's contract with the truck- 
ing industry. 


In negotiations that began 


Dec. 11 against a March 31 
strike deadline, the Teamsters 
demanded an unlimited cost-of- 
living escalator, an issue that 
will be prominent in most 1976 
contract talks. 


High on the list of demands 


along with wages and inflation 
protection clauses will be job 
security. 


Unemployment may have lit- 


tle effect on the size of wage 
settlements, but it is likely to 


prompt unions to push for early 
retirements, longer vacations, 
job transfer rights and restric- 
tions on overtime and manage- 
ments' right to contract out 
work. 


Management is likely to 


counter with demands to loosen 
work rules and manning proce- 
dures to increase productivity. 


W. J. Usery Jr., director of 


the Federal Mediation Service, 
says with the economy rebound- 
ing from the recession, compa- 
nies will be in a better financial 
position to meet union demands 
than in 1975. 


The most likely battleground 


is in the rubber industry, where 
unions already are threatening 
a strike when their contracts 


runout in April. 


Unlike wage settlements in 


the auto industry and many 
others, the 1973 rubber agree- 
ment made no provision for 
cost-of-living 
adjustments. 


Since then, rubber industry 
wages, formerly about on a par 
with (hose in the auto industry, 
have fallen behind. 


In autos, workers are less 


troubled by inflation because 
they already have one of the 
best inflation insurance clauses. 
Their main worry is job securi- 
ty. 


Auto talks generally are 


unpredictable, but the early 
prebargaining publicity indi- 
cates labor and management on 
a collision course.

"We know we need the money," 


said Long Beach Mayor Thomas J.

money.

The council members Tuesday 


face the unwelcome task of raising 
$1.5 million through one tax or 
another. 


Major alternatives 
considered 


in the running are: 


—The real property transfer 


tax, which has already won unani- 
mous tentative approval of the 
council. 


—A sewer tax of approximately 


$15 per household per year. 


—A property-tax increase of 15 


cents per $100 of assessed valua- 
tion.

Moslem leader 
slain in Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 


Sheik Kassem Imad, 53-year-old 
Moslem governor of north Lebanon, 
was assassinated in a hail of 
machine-gun fire outside his Tripoli 
home Saturday, raising fears of 
fierce new battles in Lebanon's 
civil war. His wife was wounded in 
the attack. 


"I am afraid his assassination 


confirms classified information I 
have been receiving the last two 
days that a wave of political assas- 
sinations will be staged to escalate 
the civil war," said Interior Minis- 
ter Camille Chamoun. 


In Beirut, rightist Christian and 


leftist Moslem gunmen were re- 
ported pulling out of some street 
positions under a five-day-old 
truce. Police said 12 persons were 
killed in scattered clashes. 


Security forces reported the 


northern region quiet after Imad's 
assassination, but said streets in 
Tripoli, about 60 miles north of Bei- 
rut, remained unsafe because of 
marauding gunmen. 


There was no official word on 


the identity of Imad's killers. The 
governor belonged to the Moslem 
Druze sect, whose political chief 
Kamal Junblatt is the most promi- 
nent spokesman for Lebanon's left- 
wing parties. 


Tripoli, the country's second- 


largest city after Beirut, is control- 
led by left-wing Moslem leader 
Farouk Mokaddem. The national 
government of Premier Rashid 
Karami has only limited authority 
in the area. 


Imad, as Karami's representa- 


tive, had been playing a neutral 
role in fierce fighting between 
Mokaddem's militia and Christian 
gunmen from the nearby town of 
Zagharta — home base of Presi- 
dent Suleiman Franjieh. 


The fighting, raging since 


April, is over Moslem demands for 
political and economic reforms and 
Christian insistence they can come 
only after the government clamps 
down on the Palestinian guerrillas.

Soviet interference in Angola 
"doesn't help the continuation of 
detente" and Cuba's infiltration of 
some 6,000 troops "ends any efforts 
at all to have friendly relations"

half-hour news conference at the 
White House, said that the Senate's 
action in cutting off funds for cov- 
ert U.S. military aid for two anti- 
Soviet factions hi Angola has "seri- 
ously undercut" U.S. efforts to try 
to get diplomatic moves under way 
to end foreign intervention and help 
settle the civil war in that African 
nation.

Ford said another meeting with his 
advisers today will conclude "final

ing ceiling and to propose a $28- 
billion tax cut. 


Ford said he wQl sign the com- 


promise tax-cut bill passed Friday 
when it comes to him Monday. And 
he proposes to add another $10- 
billion tax cut to the almost $18 
billion that the Congress measure 
included. 


On Cuba's sending of what he 


estimated was four to six thousand 
troops to Angola, Ford said, "The 
action of the Cuban government in 
sending combat troops to Angola 
has destroyed any opportunity for 
improvement of relations with the 
United States." 


Ford said the issue is to make 


sure that the people of Angola can 
"decide their own fate" and estab- 
lish their own government. 


He declared it was "unwise and 


very harmful for any power such 
as the Soviet Union and Cuba to try 
to dominate any government in 
that country." 


He charged that the Soviet 


Union had been spending $100 mil- 
lion or more in Angola and this 
"certainly doesn't help the continu- 
ation of detente." The intervention 
of the Soviets and Cubans was "a 
setback for the people in Angola." 


Ford maintained that congres- 


sional action "has tied our hands" 
and called it a "serious mistake" 
for the United States, which he said 
"should have flexibility" in helping 
people of other nations decide their 
own fate. 


Ford repeated what he said in 


an earlier statement after the Sen- 
ate voted Friday to cut off funds 
for U.S. aid in Angola, that coun- 


tries that, depend on the United 
Stales would lose faith in this na- 
tion to help them under similar 
circumstances. 


He declined to discuss what ac- 


tions the United States has been 
taking in Angola, except to empha- 
size that the United States has 
never had any intention of sending 
American military personnel to 
Angola and that the United States 


has been conducting a "legitimate 
covert operation" there. 


When asked why his adminis- 


tration had not previously spelled 
out the situation in Angola and its 
own activities there, Ford said, 
"the President just shouldn't dis- 
cuss it publicly" in detail. 


He also pointed out that it was

attack rebel base

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 


(AP) — Government jets bombed 
and strafed Moron air base Satur- 
day. One report said rebel officers 
holding the base appeared ready to 
negotiate an end to the three-day 
uprising against the government of 
President Isabel Peron. 


The official Telam news agen- 


cy, quoting what it said was a Gov- 
ernment House communique, said 
early today the revolt at the base 
had ended but a rebel spokesman 
denied it. A loyal air force spokes- 
man did not confirm the report and 
no Government House official could 
be reached for comment. 


The rebel spokesman neither 


confirmed nor denied an earlier air 
force statement that a solution was 
likely Sunday. 


Hours after the jet attacks, 


military sources said three rebel 
envoys left the Moron base to meet 
with air force commanders. 


Mrs. Peron left Government 


House near midnight and was 
driven to the suburban presidential 


residence. She had been at her of- 
fice for almost 14 hours. 


The attack on the air base last- 


ed two hours. Reporters who wit- 
nessed the raid said two propeller- 
driven training planes were de- 
stroyed on the ground and a power 
plant was blown up. Machine guns 
were fired at the attacking planes, 
which swooped as low as 60 feet 
over the installations, but there 
was no antiaircraft fire. 


No injuries were reported, and 


the reporters said the loyal pilots 
appeared to avoid firing near their 
fellow airmen. 


"We will die in these battle 


positions," said Cmdr. Julio Cesar 
Caceres, a rebel air force officer. 
"We will not negotiate." 


Mrs. Peron, in a radio state- 


ment broadcast from Government 
House in downtown Buenos Aires, 
said "the problem raised by a 
small group of insurgents ... is on 
the road to solution." She appealed 
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in mystery

But many presidents, from 


George Washington to Gerald Ford, 
have enjoyed frequently active sex 
lives — sometimes so active some 
of them have sought female com- 
panionship outside the marital bed- 


room. 


Warren G. Harding, who'father- 


ed an illegitimate child during the 
course of a 15-year affair, in and 
out of the White House, was once 
told by his father: "If you were a 
girl, Warren, you'd be in a family 
way all the time. You can't say 
no." 


Mysterious Judith Campbell 


Exner, who surfaced last week to 
'say she had a ''close, personal" 
relationship with John F. Kennedy, 
revived memories of a vigorous, 
virile president who constantly 


sparked stories of secret trysts, 
White House dalliances and skinny- 
dipping with secretaries in the 
presidential swimming pool. 


Because of the protective shield 


of loyal cronies, aides and guards 
that surrounds a president, stories 
of extramarital play can rarely be 
verified. 


Sorting out fact from gossip in 


such situations is often impossible. 
As one reporter who covered sever- 
al recent presidents said: "We 
thought we knew what was going 
on insidq while we were waiting 


outside, but we never could really 
be sure." 


It is also possible that some 


tales may be made up, or exagger- 
ated, by enemies of the president 
or people out for gain. 


Mrs. Exner refused to answer a 


point-blank question about whether 
she had sexual relations with 
Kennedy. She indicated she would 
tell all someday. But even then, 
whatever she says may be difficult 
to substantiate independently. 


Close Kennedy friends and as- 


sociates, including some 'who say 


they have no recollection of Mrs. 
Exner, acknowledge that the late 
president had a roving eye. 


The most persistent stories 


about him involve his penchant for 
nude swims in the White House 
pool with unclad young women 
staffers. 


A secretary in the president's 


office and one in Press Secretary 
Pierre Salinger's office — known 
informally as "Fiddle and Faddle" 
— were frequent swimming pool 
guests, according to White House 
insiders <jf the day. 


"Fiddle" was occasionally seen 


after lunch walking through the 
White House lobby with her hair 
dripping wet. 


Kennedy's private secretary, 


Evelyn Lincoln, kept moving "Fid- 
dle's" desk further away from the 
president's Oval Office. He kept 
ordering that it be moved back 
again.

MOSCOW (AP) - Soviet 


dissident Andrei Sakharov 
had a tearful reunion with 
his wife Saturday at Mos- 
cow's Sheremetyevo Air- 
port. She brought him the 
Nobel Peace Prize medal 
and diploma that Soviet 
officials wouldn't let him 
go to Norway to collect in 
person. 


Sakharov, members of 


the family and about 30 
friends waited 2& hours 
after the plane landed for 
Mrs. Sakharov to go 
through airport formal- 
ities. 


Customs officials seized 


copies of Sakharov's books 
published in the West and 
four copies of a book of 
Osip 
Mandelshtam's 


poems that Mrs. Sakharov 
said was published in the 
Soviet Union. 


Asked about the • gold 


Nobel Peace Prize and the 
diploma, Mrs. Sakharov 
said, "The medal they did- 
n't take and the diploma 
they didn't take." 


Mrs. Sakharov left Mos- 


cow for Italy in August to 
undergo a successful eye 
operation. She was abroad 
when 
Sakharov 
was 


awarded the peace prize 
and, when Soviet officials 
denied him a visa to go to 
Oslo for the Dec. 10 cere- 
mony, Mrs. Sakharov 
went in his place. 


She arrived in Moscow 


on an Air France flight. 
The reunion was delayed 


by the formalities at the 
busy airport and a thor- 
ough check of Mrs. Sak- 
harov's luggage by cus- 
toms officials. 


Sakharov arrived at the 


waiting room with a bunch 
of carnations wrapped in a 
newspaper. 


"I got them on the 


street, they are frozen," 
he said. The nuclear 
physicist and spokesman 
for human rights in the 
Soviet Union stood on a 
bench to peer over the 
partition that separates 
the waiting room from the 
area where the passengers 
disembark. 


"Aha, there she is," 


Sakharov shouted. He 
waved and blew her a 
kiss. A blue uniformed air- 
port official called to him 
not to stand on the bench. 


For more than two 


hours Sakharov paced in 
the waiting room. When 
she had finally cleared 
customs, Mrs. Sakharov 
went out another exit and 
Sakharov, the family and 
friends rushed outside and 
to the other exit.

I crooked bank examiner!

Pif-you get a phone call from a 


man who says he is a bank official 
checking on an error in your ac- 
count.'tell him no dice and hang up 


•J.He/s not a bank official. He's a 


con" man setting you up for the 
"ijank'examiner scam," an old but 
highly successful bunco scheme 
th|t bilks a fortune out of trusting 
victims throughout the Southland 
and the nation every year. 


;;Unusually active in the Long 


Beach area in the past year, the 
"Bank examiners" are believed to 
b&[members of one ring that makes 
annual swings around the country. 
It'is-a big, well-organized opera- 
tion, and it's virtually foolproof as 
faras the chance of any members 
evihvlanding in jail is concerned. 


EVEN IF he or she is aware of 


the scheme when first" contacted, 
there is no way the potential victim 
can. trap the bunco men for the 
police. The operators have built-in 
safeguards against every such 
possibility. 


' "The only thing we can do is to 


try 'to make everyone aware of the 
racket and save their money," said 
Sgt. Deo L. Gemignani, of the Long 
Beach police bunco-fraud detail. 
"When it's no longer lucrative for 
the ring to operate in Long Beach, 
then it will skip Long Beach." 


"'Before examining the immunity 


to-'jail enjoyed by the operators, 
here's how the typical bank-exam- 
iner seam goes: 


£ The "mark," or victim, — al- 


mqst' always an elderly woman — 
gets a telephone call from a man 
who says he is a bank examiner 
calling about her account at the so- 
aiid-sp bank branch. In the back- 
ground can be heard the clatter of 
typewriters, the whir of adding ma- 
chines and' other such official- 
sounding noises. 


"SINCE your last deposit, the 


bank shows your balance at $X1,- 
000.- Does this agree with your 
records, or is it in error?" 


,,.-The victim excitedly asserts iii- 


deed there is an error; her records 
show a balance of $X4,000. 


..'"Then the caller sorrowfully 


says, this is just what .he feared, 
"Sfeh'ave reason to fear some of 
your funds are being siphoned off 
by a dishonest bank employe," he 
confides. 
" "The victim, naturally, wants to 
know what's going to be done about 
it, 


'• ~At this point, the "bank exam- 
iner" asks her if she will help 
investigators trap the .thief through 
a highly secret operation. 


• 
(SGT. GEMIGNANI said it used 


to be the victim was offered a sub- 
stantial reward for her cooperation, 
but the ring has learned the bunco 
operates just as well or even better 
tvithout it. The victim usually is 
eager-to help and thrilled with the 


. intrigue of being part of a super- 


spy aoVenture.) 
'•'. ":-th'e "bank examiner" then tells 
hereto wait at home for "Mr. 
Brady, our top investigator," to 
call on her and explain the part she 
is'to play hi bringing the bank thief 
to'justice. In the meantime, she is 
w.arned not to tell anyone — not 
e'v^n closest friends or even rela- 
tions, and above all, no one at the 
bank ^ about the matter. 
. 
"Mr. Brady" shows up soon, 


armed with impressive credentials 
and usually an official-appearing 
badge. 


He tells the victim she is to go 


to her bank and draw out $XO,000 in 
cash — no travelers' checks or 
bank certificates, but cash. She is 
to return to her home with the 
money, where the serial numbers 
will be recorded by Mr. Brady. 


• 
AFTER the bills have been se- 


£retly marked, she is to redeposit 
them" and the trap will be set for 
the bank thief. 


• 
(The con man puts a lot of lace 


on the flimrflam at this point, tell- 
ing the mark there will be secret 
cameras recording both transac- 
tions and secret recordings of her 
voice-and the bank teller's voice, 
which later will be used in court.) 


The victim follows directions 


and returns home with the money. 
''Mr. Brady," and usually the bank 
examiner also, are awaiting her 
there. 


• 
The two men start recording 


the serial numbers. Then comes the 
telephone call (again against im- 
pressive background noises) for 
;'Mr. Brady." 
' HE IS jubilant when he hangs 
up 'the phone. The trap already has 
sprung; the thief made a false 
entry regarding the withdrawal 
that was caught by the secret cam- 
eras. The two men are to take the 
fecorded bills back to the bank 
right .away to confront the suspect 
with the irrevocable evidence of 
guilt. 
• 
Mr. Brady and the bank exam- 


iner say they will either return'the 
bills after the thief is in handcuffs 
or-redeposit them for her, which- 
a&r. she prefers. 
t.CWhichevcrvshe prefers, exit Mr. 


THE BANK VICTIM AS 'SECRET SPY' 


Bank Examiner and Mr. Brady, 
exit the money, score another hit 
for the bank examiner bunco. By 
the time the victim begins to get 
suspicious and calls the bank, the 
con men are long gone. 


The scope of the entire opera- 


tion is indicated by two factors. 
One is the quantity of information 
the con men have about the vie- 
tim's bank status before she is con- 
tacted and the other by the fact 
that the operation is scrubbed the 
moment the victim tries to leave 
the house or telephone out between 
the first telephone contact and the 
arrival of, "Mr. Brady" to set the 
hook. 
. 
' 


;. 
"THIS indicates research 


teams, visual surveillance teams 
both at the house and at the bank 
and telephone surveillance teams," 
Gemignani said. "They take no 
chances. The scam has to go bang, 
bang, bang, without a hitch, or they 
drop it like a hot potato. If there is 
a minute's delay at the bank, or if 
the teller appears to be stalling, 
they are gone. 


"If, after the first telephone 


contact, the victim attempts to stall 
and asks that 'Mr. Brady' come at 
a later time, or if she makes a call 
out, or tries to leave the house, 
they're gone." 


Those realistic office or bank 


noises in the background of the 
bank examiner's telephone conver- 
sation, 
incidentally,, are tape 


recordings surreptitiously made 
earlier inside actual banks by ring 
members. 


It is impossible to estimate the 


gross take of the bank-examiner 
ring, the officer said, because 
many victims never report the 
fraud. They are ashamed of having 
been "taken" and sometimes fear 
it will convince their relatives (and 
heirs) they are incapable of han- 
dling their money. 


WHILE arrests of the bunco- 


ring members are extremely rare 
— Gemignani knew of only one 
such case, happening in Los An- 
geles last May — convictions are 
even rarer. In. the Los Angeles 
case, the alleged con man had a 
record of arrests three pages long 
for other types of bunco and fraud, 
but he walked out of court a free 
man. • 


"The victims make poor wit- 


nesses," Gemignani said. "They're 


what you might call 'defense law- 
yers' delights,' being old and easily 
confused." 


The research teams gain infor- 


mation in various ways about their 
victims. Some of it is obtained by 
advance teams posing as "free sen- 
ior citizens' Social Security 
advisers, sent from Washington by 
the government to assist senior citi- 
zens in planning their affairs." 


Other sources might include 


credit reporting firms, or dishonest 
bank employes offering such infor- 
mation at a price, it was indicated. • 


ADDITIONAL help was pro- 


vided the bank-examiner bunco 
men by the recently enacted 
"privacy in banking" laws, Gemig- 
nani said. 


Under these laws, even if a 


teller feels the request for large 
withdrawals of cash are indications 
that the bank customer is being 
defrauded, the teller is forbidden to 
call police or discuss the transac- 
tion with anyone. The best a teller 
in this case can do is try to stall 
and hope the bunco men run true to 
form and vanish before getting 
their hands on the money. 


A variation on the bank-exam- 


iner bunco has cropped up lately in 
\yhich the victims are made unwit- 
ting accomplices and the bank is 
the intended victim. 


In this case,' the mark is given 


a realistic looking treasury check 
made out to her, along with the 
"bank thief" story, and asked to 
deposit it, taking half the face 
value in cash, which is turned over 
to the con men. The rest of the 
story is the same as that of the 
standard bank examiner bunco. 


THE ISSUE of just who is the 


victim in the new twist is clouded. 
The banks claim they won't be vic- 
tims; they'll treat the matter just 
like any instance hi which a deposi- 
tor deposits a bum check — which 
is to recover from the depositor. 


This is under challenge by at 


least one attorney representing a 
woman unwittingly involved in 
such a fraud, however, and prob- 
ably the question will be resolved 
by the courts. 


Whatever variation is used, 


Gemignani said, the only defense is 
public awareness of the scheme. 


"It's hard to cheat anyone who 


can see it coming," the sergeant 
said.

up 150 per cent for the 
first increase in 14 years. 
"Further hamstringing 
efforts to raise cash is that 
fact that most of the 
money in the $218-million 
City budget, about 55 per 
cent, is from local, state 
or federal sources that the 
council cannot control. 
1 Only the following taxes 
can be set by the city 
council: property, gas, 
electric, telephone, trash, 
oil production, building

The money is used in 


the general fund, or the 
portion of the budget that 
can be used for general 
city expenses.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


The foreclosure rate on 
home-mortgage loans has 
dropped to the lowest level 
in four years, despite the 
financial pinch of contin- 
ued high unemployment, 
banking industry figures 
show. 


The development is seen 


by analysts for lenders 
and organized labor as an 
encouraging sign that 
home-buyers are exerting 


extra effort to maintain 
the equity in their invest- 
ment — even though many 
are forced to make their 
mortgage payments late. 


The foreclosure rate 


drop also diminishes the 
likelihood that the govern- 
ment will provide loans to 
financially strapped home- 
owners under special 
legislation approved in 
July. 


The latest survey by the 


Mortgage Bankers Associ- 
ation oi America showed 


that the proportion of 
single-family and four- 
family homes where lend- 
ers were moving to fore- 
close on the mortgage was 
4.2 per 1,000 mortgages 
outstanding in the three- 
month period ended hi 
September. 


That was off from 4.6 


per 1,000 in the previous 
three-month period and 
was the lowest since the 
4.1 rate hi the third quar- 
ter of 1971. 


The unemployment rate 


is currently at 8.3 per 
cent, compared with just 
under 6 per cent through- 
out most of 1971. 


At the same time, the 


bankers found that the 
percentage of loans where 
buyers are behind on their 
payments is currently 4.3 
per cent, compared to 4.33 
per cent the previous 
quarter and 4,16 per cent 
the same quarter one year 
ago. 


Historically, it has been 


the months just after a 


recession which is crucial 
for home buyers trying to 
hold onto their homes, be- 
cause that's when foreclo- 
sure rates have risen the 
most in the past 


AFL-CIO 
President 


George Meany said prior 
to passage of the federal 
assistance program that 
he feared ail avalanche of 
foreclosures as a result of 
the recent recession, the 
worst since World War II. 


"I'm glad to see foreclo- 


sures are lower, but I'd 


not say the problem is 
over yet," said Henry B. 
Schnechter, housing spe- 
cialist for the AFL-CIO. 


He said the gradual ex- 


haustion of unemployment 
benefits for the jobless 
could still cause trouble. 


John M. Wetmore, chief 


economist for the mort- 
gage bankers, said, "The 
continued decline to fore- 
closure rates as the econo- 
my is just beginning to 
recover from a serious 
recession reflects in large 


part the continuing higS- 
level inflation in bousing 
prices. 
1 
"Owners have an added 


incentive to avoid foreclo- 
sure because of the equity 
they 
have 
acquired 


through inflation," Wet- 
more said. 


Thus, a family which 


bought a $35,000 home five 
years ago for $5,000 down 
and now owns a house val- 
ued at $40,000 has more 
than $10,000 of equity to 
protpot.

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State fund proposed for malpractice claims 


VINCENT THOMAS

Creation of a stale fund 


to help pay medical mal- 
practice lawsuit claims 
was proposed Saturday to 
nine legislators investigat- 
ing the malpractice insur- 
ance crisis. 


Dr. Dan Lang, repre- 


senting the Concerned 
Physicians for Malprac- 
tice Reform, said such a 
fund could help avert 
threatened slowdowns and 
walkouts by doctors pro- 
testing rising costs of mal- 


practice insurance. 


Such a fund could be 


based on revenues from 
taxes on health care, 
hospital care or health 
insurance 
policies, he 


said. 


Lang said patients as 


well as doctors would have 
to take a part in payment 
of the insurance premi- 
ums. He said insurance 
rates were going up Jan. 1 
because 
malpractice 


claims exceeded 
the 


amount of the premiums. 


The fund would be used 


to pay the portion of mal- 
practice claims not cover- 
ed by the doctors' 1975 
insurance premium rates. 
At the current premium 
level, he said physicians 
would be covered for 
claims up to $50,000 and 
anything above that would 
be covered by the fund. 


Dr. 
Joseph 
Boyle, 


speaker of the House of 
Delegates of the California 
Medical Association, told 
the legislators he favored 


such a fund, but said his 
group still is working on 
its official proposal for 
malpractice reform. 


Boyle said such a fund 


would increase public 
awareness of the size of 
settlements. 


Dr. Robert LeSage, 


president of the harbor 
area delegation of the Los 
Angeles County Medical 
Association, said, "This is 
no longer a doctor's prob- 
lem, no longer a doctor- 
lawyer problem. It's a so- 


cial problem." 


The hearing was called 


by Democratic Assembly- 
man Vincent Thomas of 
San Pedro at the state of- 
fice building. 


Last week the state 


insurance 
commissioner 


approved a plan to create 
a physician-owned insur- 
ance company under the 
aegis of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Council of Physi- 
cians. 


In Northern California, 


physician-owned compa- 


nies recently have been 
formed and lower premi- 
ums have resulted. 


But the SOCAP plan has 


been heavily criticized by 
many doctors, particularly 
those leading the threat- 
ened Jan. 1 walkout. 


Their main complaint is 


that the plan would cover 
only malpractice claims 
made during the year of 
the policy. Claims made at 
a later time-^and many 
malpractice suits are not

But now the committee 


is zeroing-in on the other 
side of the bureau's opera- 
tions and asking whether 
there has been financial 
corruption within the bu- 
reau — and whether it 
exists today. 


While the FBI's mis- 


deeds in the area of intelli- 
gence and investigations 
have largely involved men 
who are retired or dead, 
the new investigation 
reaches into an area of the 
bureau's operations that 
has supplied all of the top 
officials who, working di- 
rectly under FBI Director 
Clarence M. Kelley, now 
run the bureau. 


The House committee's 


interest in the business 
and financial side of the 
FBI began this fall when 
Martin Kaiser, who makes 
480 different kinds of 
"electronic widgets," as 
he calls them, at a plant in 
Cockeysville, Mo., and 
sells them to a variety of 
American and foreign po- 
lice and intelligence agen- 
cies, told the committee 
about an obscure Washing- 
ton firm known as U.S. 
Recording Co. 


Kaiser told the commit- 


tee he had signed up the 
bureau as a customer in 
the late 1960s by writing to 
J. Edgar Hoover and de- 
scribing some devices he 
has invented to detect tele- 
phone taps and other kinds 


of electronic surveillance 
bugs. The late FBI chief 
was so impressed, Kaiser 
said, that he invited him 
in for a personal meeting. 


Shortly afterward, Kais- 


er said in an interview, he 
began getting orders 
through U.S. Recording 
Co. He said he dropped by 
the firm's warehouse-like 
building at 1347 south 
Capitol St. and met Joseph 
X. Tait, the president, but 
never did get past the 
frontdoor. 


Kaiser said it quickly 


became apparent to him 
that U.S. Recording was 
simply serving as a front 
for the FBI. Committee 
investigators have now 
found that U.S. Recording 
also has served as a simi- 


jLast of refugees leave camp 


FT. CHAFFEE, Ark. (AP) - The government's 


role in resettling more than 140,000 Indochina refu- 
gees ended formally Saturday as the last 26 of them 
loaded belongings on a military bus and departed for 
new homes across America. 


"Never before have so many refugees been 


resettled in such a short time with so little prepara- 
tion," said State Department spokesman Phyllis 
Young. 


"This was a tougher^job than the Hungarian or 


Cuban resettlements, "she said. 


The program is not over and won't be until the 


refugees were settled with American sponsors, Miss 
Young said. But the refugees were no longer the 
wards of the U.S. government and any sponsorship 
breakdowns would have to be handled by the 10 
volunteer agencies that organized the sponsorship 
program. 


In all, 140,730 refugees found homes in America 


after the fall last April of South Vietnam. 


Chaffee handled 50,809, Camp Pendleton, Calif., 


50,436, Indiantown Gap, Pa., 22,034, and Eglin Air 
Force Base, Fla., 10,085. 


Officials said more than 7,000 refugees settled in 


the United States before the resettlement program 
began. 


Last summer when Chaffee's refugee population 


swelled to more than 25,000, the streets between rows 
of white wood-frame barracks swarmed with people 
hunting for sponsors, clothes, food and friends. 


On Friday, when the refugee population dropped 


to 68, only a few children played in the streets as 
parents packed possessions in make-shift luggage to 
load on buses leaving Chaffee. 


California residents sponsored 26,850 refugees, 


more than any other state. Texas was second with 
8,780, and Florida was third with 5,274, according to 
government estimates. 


U.S. ^nutrition ignorance' hit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


The United States is a na- 
tion that is "eating blind," 
wasting food and the re- 
sources needed to produce 
it and 
maintaining its 


"ignorance about nutri- 
tion," the chairman of the 
Senate Select Committee 
on Nutrition said Satur- 
day. 


Sen. George McGovern, 


D-S.D., 
accused 
the 


administrations of Presi- 
dent Ford and his pre- 
decessor, Richard M. 
Nixon, of "permitting and' 
even perpetuating nutri- 
tional ignorance." McGov- 
ern was defeated by Nixon 
for the presidency in 1972. 


The public "does have a 


right to proper nutrition 
evaluation and counsel- 
ing" and needs constant 
"monitoring of its nutri- 
tional health," he said in 
releasing a 258-page com- 
mittee staff study of 
"nutritional 
surveillance 


in the United States." 


McGovern said the re- 


port "documents beyond a 
doubt and in detail that 
the Nixon-Ford adminis- 
tration has kept the 


American public in the 
dark 
about nutritional 


health and has frustrated 
the effort to apply nutri- 
tional health standards to 
the nation's food and eco- 
nomic policies." 


At various points in the 


document, the staff refers 
to sometimes-total cuts in 
the budgets of small agen- 
cies 
dealing 
with 


nutritional issues, changes 
in governmental surveys 
when the results would 
lend support to advocates 
of expanded federal feed- 
ing programs and what it 
called the inadequacies of 
the surveys in producing 
the information desired. 


McGovern, endorsing 


some 18 recommendations 
for governmental coordi- 


nation, funding and sur- 
veying, said the remedies 
to the problems the staff 
analysis found "demand 
the rethinking of establish- 
ed economic patterns and 
assumptions." 


For example, he said, 


"the reason for this inac- 
tion" by the White House 
leadership may be related 
to traditional concepts of 
and support for the "free 
marketplace." 


But, he said, it is "an 


anarchic marketplace 
where consumers may be 
uninformed of other vari- 
ables more important than 
price or taste or color." 


The report said the 


most significant influence 
on the American diet has 
been a 43 per cent rise in 


retail food prices between 
September 1972 and Sep- 
tember 1975. 


McGovern said that "we 


have reached the point 
where nutrition, or the 
lack or the excess or the 
quality of it, may be the 
nation's No. 1 health prob- 
lem. The threat is not 
beriberi, 
pellagra or 


scurvy. 


"Rather," he said, "we 


face the more subtle, but 
also more deadly, reality 
of millions of Americans 
loading their stomachs 
with food which is likely to 
make them obsese, to give 
them high blood pressure, 
to induce heart disease, 
diabetes and cancer — in 
short, to kill them over the 
long term."

NEW YORK (NYTS)- 


The rich are getting rich- 
er, and the poor are get- 
ting poorer—or at least 
standing still, according to 
the forthcoming 1975 edi- 
tion of the World Bank 
Atlas, which summarizes 
population growth, nation- 
al output and output per 
capita for 130 countries for 
the years 1960 through 
1974. 


Annual output per per- 


son in the industrialized 


nations in 1974 averaged 
$4,550, compared with $116 
for each of the one billion 
persons living in the very 
poorest countries, mainly 
in Africa and Southern 
Asia. In 1960, average out- 
put per capita was $2,768 
in the rich countries, but 
for those in poor nations it 
was about what it was in 
1974. 


According to the Atlas, 


the United States had next 
to the lowest increase in 


average output per capita 
among all industrial coun- 
tries between 1968 and 
1974. Only South Africa, 
with an average annual 
growth rate per capita of 
1.82 per cent, stood lower 
than the U.S. with 2.15 per 
cent. 


The 
failure of many 


poor nations to improve 
living standards was more 
a result of rapid popula- 
tion growth than of eco- 
nomic 
stagnation, the 


Atlas said.

a front. 


So, Kaiser said, he 


began making deliveries 
directly to the 
bureau, 


even though the paper- 
work and payments went 
through U.S. Recording. 


TECHNICALLY, the 


deal with U.S. Recording 
was illegal even though 
the equipment was being 
delivered directly to the 
bureau. 


The law permits agen- 


cies such as the FBI to 
buy without competitive 
bids through front compa- 
nies so it will be more 
difficult for foreign, intelli- 
gence agents to find out 
what kind of equipment 
U.S. agencies are using, 
but that still leaves a 
problem with the law 
limiting sales of bugs. 


Kaiser said he became 


more suspicious once 
when he was visiting an 
FBI office and saw an in- 
voice from U.S. Recording 
for 
equipment he had 


delivered to the bureau 
showing a 30 per cent 
markup. 


Although attorneys for 


the company have report- 
edly told the committee 
that the markup averaged 
only about 12 per cent to 
cover handling of the 
paperwork, GAO auditors 
have found the markup 
ran about 35 to 30 per 
cent, according to commit- 
tee sources. 


WHEN Kaiser 
first 


came to the committee, 
what he had to say seem- 
ed to involve a relatively 
minor problem. Even a 25 
per cent markup on the 
$50,000 worth of business 
he did with the bureau 
would have produced only 
$37,500 — a relatively 
small 
amount 
when 


spread over a period of 
half a dozen years. 


But the GAO auditors 


have now determined, ac- 
cording to committee 
sources, that U.S. Record- 
ing's business with the bu- 
reau ran about $750,000 a 
year. A 25 per cent mark- 
up on that amount would 
come to $187,500 a year. 


Where did all that 


money go? 


Internal Revenue agents 


are running "net worth" 
checks on Tait, the presi- 
dent of U.S. Recording, 
and some past and present 
bureau officials who have 
been involved in the 
administrative side of the 
bureau, according to com- 
mittee sources. 


IN A "net worth" 


check, the agents establish 
a person's net worth at 
one time, then determine 
it at a later time and then 
ask the person to account 
for the difference in the 
two figures. 


The dominant figure in 


the administrative area of 
the bureau's operations 
for a decade and a half 
was John P. Mohr, who 
retired three years ago as 
the lop administrative offi- 
cial in the bureau. Last 
week, according to com- 
mittee sources, Mohr re- 
fused to give a statement 
to committee investigators 
under oath.

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N.Y. corporate taxes boosted 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) - Gov. Hugh Carey signed 


into Jaw' Saturday bills boosting corporation and bank 
taxes in New York State by $600 million. 


The legislation has no direct impact on citizens hi 


general, but it does confront thousands of businesses 
with unexpected end-of-the-year tax bills. Opponents 
said that it would force businesses from the state and 
drive up consumer prices. 


There is also a possibility that the Legislature will 


decide on further tax increases that would affect taxpay- 
ers in genera! after the 1976 session begins Jan. 7. 


LEGISLATIVE approval of the tax bill came about 


4 a.m. after Senate Majority Leader Warren Anderson 
broke a last-minute rank-and-file revolt by his Republi- 
can colleagues. Anderson got 10 of his 33 fellow Republi- 
cans to support the tax bill, which passed the Senate on 
a 31-24 ballot with heavy Democratic support. 


The legislature's tax package, to produce $600 mil- 


lion over 15 months, will raise the basic income tax rate 
on corporations from 9 per cent to 10 per cent, retroac- 
tive to Jan. 1, 1975, and put a retroactive 20 per cent 
surcharge on the corporate franchise tax for the current 
calendar year. 


Income taxes on banks will be raised from the 


current 8 per cent to 12 per cent retroactive to Jan. 1, 
1975, with an additional 30 per cent surcharge for this 
calendar year and next. 


Also approved was a companion bill to raise $80 


million more in the current fiscal year by switching 


from a quarterly to a monthly system of collecting sales 
tax receipts from merchants. 


The Republicans pledged to resist further tax in- 


creases. But without more taxes, the legislature's com- 
promise tax plan would require $300 million more in 
budget cuts above the $600 million Carey has said he is 
already planning. 


The governor says there is a $1.6-billion budget gap 


over this fiscal year and next, and he has already begun 
firing state workers. 


Approval even of the $600 million plan represented 


a major victory for Carey, a Democrat, whose calls for 
tax hikes had been resisted all year by the Republicans, 
who control the Senate. 


Senate Majority Leader Anderson, R-Binghamton, 


had said only last week that tax increases were "not a 
subject for negotiation." But he was forced to give in 
after warnings from bankers that the state's credit — 
already shaken by the New York City fiscal crisis — 
could be destroyed if the state's budget remained unbal- 
anced. 


Still potentially on the table for the coming session 


are Carey's proposals for tax hikes on gasoline, liquor, 
cigarettes, motor vehicles and such services as message 
parlors. 


The bank and corporate tax measures will raise 


about $280 million in the current fiscal year, which ends 
March 31, and $320 million in the next, according to 
fiscal planners.

Pay cuts 


Action Line recently stated that, 


under the Economy Act of 1932, 
"certain high-level government 
officials" were required to take a 
10 per cent pay cut and, although 
President Hoover was exempt from 
this law, he voluntarily returned a 
portion of his salary. The law didn't 
decrease the salaries of just a few 
officials; all government employes 
took a cut. I was working for the 
U.S. Forestry Service at the time 
and my salary of $120 a month was 
decreased to $99, which is about an 
18 per cent cut. When President 
Roosevelt took office, he got rid of 
the pay cut law and gave us a 
raise. F.S., Long Beach. 


The Economy Act of 1932 did 


order pay cuts for most govern- 
ment employes, but the law did not 
require an 18 per cent decrease for 
persons at your income level, ac- 
cording to a spokesman for the U.S. 
Treasury Department. Under the 
law, federal employes with annual 
incomes of $10,000 or less took an 
8% per cent cut. If the person's 
salary was between $10,000 and 
$12,000, the cut was 10 per cent; 
between $12,000 and $15,000,12 per 
cent; between $15,000 and $20,000, 
15 per cent; and more than $20,000, 
20 per cent. The Treasury Depart- 
ment spokesman said he did not 
know why you took an 18 per cent 
cut. Certain federal agencies may 
have demoted some of their em- 
ployes to lower pay scales to trim 
their budgets. The Economy Act 
expired shortly after President 
Roosevelt took office.

Volcano rips 
milewide gash 
in mountain 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP) - 


A volcanic eruption tore a mile- 
wide gash hi a northeast Iceland 
mountain Saturday and poured red- 
hot lava down its snow-clad flanks, 
increasing in intensity as the day 
wore on. 


There were no reports of in- 


juries or damage in the forbidding, 
sparsely populated area 180 miles 
from Reykjavik, but civil defense 
officials debated evacuating hun- 
dreds of persons living nearby. 


Geologists said the eruption and 


tremors on 2,000-foot Mt. Leirhnu- 
kur, 55 miles south of the Arctic 
Circle, threatened to turn into a 
full-scale volcanic explosion that 
could endanger an estimated 300 


• persons living at Lake Myvatn six 


miles away. 


California Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
Ford said, "The final answer 
comes in the ballot box." Ford said 
he was making great progress in 
solving economic problems and hi 
foreign policy, and his record hi 
office "will be the test, not any 
poll." 


On primaries, Ford said he has 


"a lot of open dates" in the months 
ahead and "I'll do what I can" on 
campaigning. But he added .that he 
feels it is his primary responsibility 
to concentrate on presidential 
duties. 


When asked his view of Rea- 


gan's proposal to cut $90 billion 
from the federal budget by turning 
over various programs to the 
states, Ford said he felt that idea 
"would not be acceptable and 
would not be supported by the 50 
governors." 


On budget and taxes, the Presi- 


dent said "the American people 
need and deserve a bigger tax cut" 
and, now that "Congress has made 
a good-faith commitment" to his 
principle of coupling taxes with 
spending cuts, "we'll get a firm 
handle on the growth of federal 
spending." 


On legislation, Ford said he ex- 


pects to make his final decision 
Monday on a comprehensive ener- 
gy bill that calls for a temporary 
rollback in the price of gasoline 
and heating oil. 


He has not decided yet on the 


action he will take on the common 
site picketing bill on which he said 
he has received "a tremendous 
amount of mail in opposition — 
over 620,000 communications." 


The President said Secretary of 


Labor John Dunlop has given him 
no indication that he would resign, 
as reports have indicated, should 
Ford veto the bill. He said he has 
made no decision yet and therefore 
would not discuss it.

Presidents, who live in a house 
with at least six entrances and who 
enjoy a retinue of Secret Service 
agents, are presumably insulated 
from such cares. 


Kennedy staffers reportedly ar- 


ranged a system of alarm bells that 
rang in the family quarters when 
the first lady was approaching. 


Jacqueline Kennedy, according 


to one persistent story, almost 
caught her husband frolicking in 
the White House pool one day, but 
alert security agents hustled the 
president's companions out a side 
door. 


Sometimes, however, the trap- 


pings of office, including an ever- 
present pack of reporters, can get 
in the way. 


In the fall of 1962, Kennedy was 


returning from Cleveland to Wash- 
ington when Salinger informed re- 
porters on the press plane that the 
president had to make an unsched- 
uled stop in New ' York City to 
confer with U.N. Ambassador Adlai 
Stevenson. 


Salinger said the press plane 


would go directly to Washington. 
But the reporters, whose duty it 
was to be with the president at all 
times, angrily demanded to be 
taken to New York. Salinger finally 
had to cave in. • 


When they landed at LaGuardia 


Airport, Stevenson was just arriv- 
ing, looking thoroughly bewildered, 
to greet Kennedy. After a short 


conversation with the president, the 
two were driven into the city and 
Stevenson was ushered up to 
Kennedy's room in the elegant 
Pierre Hotel. 


But only for a moment. Soon, 


Stevenson, still wondering what 
this was all about, was hustled out 
the door. 


Then, while the press corps 


waited downstairs, Kennedy re- 
mained in the room for what they 
speculated was the real purpose of 
his sidetrip to New York. 


Although the reporters seldom 


knew for sure what was happening, 
they sometimes got good clues. 


One time Kennedy was staying 


at a lodge in Yosemite National 
Park. A small group of reporters 
was housed directly below his win- 
dow. 


Late that night, one of them 


said, a female voice rang out in the 
stillness: "I don't care if you are 
the president of the United States!" 


Kennedy's successor, Lyndon 


•Johnson, also had a reputation as a 
lady's man. The stories about LB.I 
also often revolved around various 
young White House secretaries, of 
whom he had a constantly changing 
array. 


According to reporters who 


traveled with Johnson, he frequent- 
ly took his current favorite along 
on Air Force One, even when the 
ever-patient Lady Bird was on 
board, too. 


Myra MacPherson, in her re- 


cent book, "The Power Lovers," 
relates an anecdote told by syndi- 


cated columnist Carl Rowan, who 
was an ambassador in the Kennedy 
and Johnson administrations. 


Rowan said a secretary in the 


Johnson White House came to him 
one time and asked his help in 
getting transferred to another job 
elsewhere in government. Rowan 
could not imagine why she would 
want to leave an exciting job at the 
vibrant center of Washington 
power. 


The young woman said she had 


been at the LBJ Ranch and woke 
up one night realizing someone was 
in her bedroom. 


Just as she was about to 


scream out in the dark, a pencil 
flashlight flicked on and a familiar 
voice said, "Move over — this is 
yore President." 


Presidential infidelity hardly 


began with Kennedy and Johnson. 


George Washington as a young 


man fell in love with Sally Fairfax, 
the wife of a neighbor, according to 
Washington's biographer, James 
Flexner. The affair on the banks of 
the Potomac went on for years, 
during the Revolution and into 
Washington's presidency, although 
it was never known if the relation- 
ship was physically consummated. 


It finally ended when Mrs. 


Fairfax returned to England. When 
she left, Washington bought at auc- 
tion the bolster and pillows from 
her bedroom.

It was a chance to meet the press, to give them a 


peek at the future and to send them home well-fed, 
better-informed (about computers, anyway) and full 
of good will for IBM. 


The setting was San Diego's Kona Kai Club on 


picturesque Shelter Island. 


The topic was computers — how they were 


developed, why they work and what they'll be doing 
in the future. 


Included in the day-long program was a demon- 


stration on the use of IBM's computerized checkout 
system which is now being introduced in supermar- 
kets throughout the nation. 


For many of those present, the mock-up of the 


computerized checkout stand was their first experi- 
ence with what supermarket spokesmen term "the 
wave of the future." 


"What happens if there's a slash through the 


code?" asked an inquiring reporter. (The reporter 
was then encouraged to cut through the paper label.) 
"Does it disturb the system?" 


•"What if you mark through it with a pen?" 


asked another. 


"What if you rip it off?" 
The questions were in reference to the Univesal 


Product Code (UPC) which is affixed to nearly 60 per 
cent of items now stocked on supermarket shelves. 
The code, 28 verticle black bars above a series of 10 
numbers, was developed several years ago at the 
request of the grocery and grocery product manufac- 
turing industries and is the cornerstone of the 
computerized checkout system. 


"THE COMPUTER WON'T make a mistake be- 


cause the code has been damaged or because it isn't 
there," said Alicia Maxwell, a systems engineer with 
IBM. "The worst thing that can happen is that the 
computer won't do anything at all and the checker 
will have to look up the missing code and manually 
keyboard it into the computer." 


When the code is present — which is most of the 


time, Mrs. Maxwell patiently assured her skeptical 
audience — the system works simply and is practi- 
cally error free. 


"What the code tells the the computer is what 


. the item is and who manufactures it. It doesn't give 


the price." 


(The price is programmed in by the store or 


chain itself. Usually new prices or price changes are 
made at the main office, though changes also can be 
made by a store manager.) 


"The scanner here," said Mrs. Maxwell, pointing 


to the window in the cheekstand, "reads the code as 
the item passes over it and then transmits it to a 
computer which matches the information with the 
store price. 


"Seconds later the price comes back to the 


checkstand where it is flashed through a light panel 
and printed on the shopper's receipt. 


"The computer also does the computation for 


taxable items and notes items that can be purchased 
with food stamps," Mrs. Maxwell added. 


"It computes specials — two for one sales, for 


example — and, as you can see, provides the shopper 
with a detailed receipt which lists both the item 
purchased and its price." 


The computer also makes possible compilation 


and storage of other information which may be useful 
to store managers, Mrs. Maxwell said. 


"Among other things, the computer can tell the 


manager how many customers were in the store at a 
given time and what the sales volume was so he can 
better schedule employes. 


"It can also tell the manager how well special 


promotions are working and can keep track of inven- 
tory." 


Besides the detailed receipt, which most 


shoppers would agree is an improvement over the 
tape produced by standard supermarket cash regis- 


ters, the computerized checkout system benefits 
shoppers by being faster — up to 25 per cent faster 
for the average customer who unloads on to the 
•checkstand himself, Mrs. Maxwell said. 


THE SUBJECT OF INCREASED employe effi- 


ciency raised the question of manpower require- 
ments. Would fewer checkers be required with the 
new system? Would inventory clerks be eliminated? 


The supermarket industry is labor intensive (ac- 


cording to one report, labor represents 66 per cent of 
operating costs). What kind of labor savings could a 
supermarket expect by installing the computerized 
equipment? 


"It depends," Mrs. Maxwell said. "We can tell 


market managers that the time required per item or 
the time required for tax computation can be reduced 
by such and such and we can point out where the 
areas of potential savings are. 


"But the supermarket itself has to put the fig- 


ures together. The system is a highly personalized 
one for each chain." 


John Rankine, director of standards for FBM, 


said potential labor savings were certainly a factor in 
a customer's decision to purchase the computerized 
equipment. 


"We find that customers do not buy computers 


for the fun of it. Usually .(here must be a clear payoff 
in terms of the application of the machine. 


"But the economics vary from customer to cus- 


tomer and must be worked out with each customer 
individually." 


As it turned out, the IBM representatives were- 


n't being purposefully vague. Right now it seems that 
no one is sure what kind of labor savings markets 
can expect — and some are wondering if there will 
ever be any at all. 


"We have more employes now than we did when 


we installed the equipment in September of 1974," 
said Ron Cottrell, systems manager for Ralphs, one 


of two chains in California which is experimenting 
with the computerized equipment. 


In a newspaper story last summer, Reggie Ilill, 


manager of the Ralphs store which is equipped with 
the system, said that he doubted that reduced person- 
nel would be possible. Nothing he said recently indi-' 
cated that he had changed 'his assessment. He noted 
that additional employes had been required initially 
to put the system into operation and while some of 
those were no longer with the store (none were laid 
off, however; the reduction was accomplished by 
attrition), there had been no net decrease in the 
number of employes. 


THE SUGGESTION THAT computerization in 


the grocery industry may not necessarily lead to a 
reduction in personnel brings up another question: 
how do supermarkets plan to pay for Hie system? 


That's the question Ron Cottrell of Ralphs is 


grappling with right now. After 15 months of testing 
the system at Ralphs Lakeu-ood, the 93-store chain 
still doesn't have an answer — and Cottrell wasn't' ' 
sure when it would. 


"The system has to pay for itself," Cottrell said. " 


"We're not going to raise the price of groceries to 
install the equipment. 


"We believe our experience has proven that 


scanning is a viable means of handling our front end 
operation. The final question is can we cost-justify 
the purchase." 


A report prepared by the California Grocers 


Association points out that electronic front ends — as 
the computerized equipment is known in the industry 
— are not intended to reduce manpower require- 
ments. Rather, the report says, they are intended to 
make more efficient use of labor and reduce other 
operating costs, including cash register under-rings 
and other human errors which cost the market 
money.

Glenda Jackson longs for a modern role 


LONDON — Glenda Jackson is a savage when 


she's working. If her star dressing room at the 
Pinewood Studios near London looks like an army 
barracks latrine, she doesn't notice. 


She's too busy pacing the cold floor in her bare 


feet, chain-smoking from boxes of foul-smelling Eng- 
lish cigarettes and scratching the black roots of her 
dyed red hair, which looks badly in need of a sham- 
poo. Her scalp itches with perspiration from wearing 
too many wigs, her face has erupted with zits from 
the nervous strain of filmmaking and the private 
trauma of a rather nasty front-page divorce in her 
personal life, and her hands flutter desperately in the 
air like dying birds. It is not a good day for an 
interview. 


She is currently completing the gargantuan job 


of playing the legendary Sarah Bernhardt, a role 
once planned for Greta Garbo, in a multimillion- 
dollar epic called "Sarah." The film begins in 1923, 
when the French actress is dying at the age of 79. 
flashes back to age 18 and ends when she's 35, before 
she became an international success. It's a role 
worth playing. 


Bernhardt collected lovers and animals, nursed 


the soldiers onstage at the Comedie Francaise, which 
was converted into a field hospital during the Siege of 
Paris, slept in a coffin, attended public executions by 
hanging and guillotine, performed "Camille" 3,000 
times to sold-out audiences from Russia to the San 
Quentin prison without ever learning to speak Eng- 
lish and invented the unisex look by being the first 
woman to wear trousers. 


"You need a great actress to play a great 


actress," says director Richard Fleischer, "and in 
my opinion Glenda is the greatest actress of our 
day." 


She is also one of the most exhausted. "I've been 


in every scene and on call from 7 a.m. until long 
after nightfall every day for 15 weeks," she sighs. 
"I'm certainly not tired of Sarah Bernhardt, but I am 
physically exhausted from the work and ready for a 
vacation." 


IN THE FILM- she's worked with chimpanzees, 


French poodles, a pair of lizards, a vicious puma and 
a fleece of white rats. She lias 40 costume changes, 
takes six hours to be made up and, plays 13 scenes 


onstage in various Bernhardt roles from Joan of Arc 
to Phaedra. 


"It seemed too good a chance to miss. It's an 


immense challenge, but not because she was an 
actress. I mean, we're not making a documentary 
about her. I'm not attempting to reproduce the way 
she acted, because I don't know how she acted. 
Greatness in acting is a very subjective thing. 


"What I think Sarah had was a charismatic 


appeal for an audience, and that's a very magical, 
mysterious thing. I mean, Christ, even Oscar Wilde 
was in love with her. It's an important woman's role. 


"I don't know much about her, really. She was 


probably the apocryphal actress. Ask anybody on any 


rex 
reed 


street corner in the world, and they've heard of 
Sarah Bernhardt even if they've never been to the 
theater. But the books about her are conflicting, and 
I don't think facts, in the sense of dates, times and 


• places, are particularly of use when you're acting." 


THE DAY AFTER Glenda won her second Oscar 


for "A Touch of Class," she was invited to lunch at 
Claridge's by Helen Strauss, a respected literary 
agent for 35 years and the newly appointed head of 
production for Reader's Digest's film division, the 
group responsible for such family-oriented "movies as 
"Tom Sawyer," "Huckleberry Finn" and "Mr. 
Quilp." Ms. Strauss asked her if she would be inter- 
ested in 'playing *Sarah Bernhardt on the screen. 
Without a blink, Glenda said yes. 


Seven scripts and several million dollars later, 


they were ready to go. Glenda wanted John Schles- 
inger, George Cukor or Billy Wilder to direct. They 
were busy. So they ended up with Richard ("Dr. 
Doolittlc") Fleischer and a film so vast in its magni- 
tude it required 134 speaking parts and 500 extras per 
day. 


"I won't say it's the hardest thing I've ever done 


because everything you do is the hardest tiling you've 
ever done while you're doing it," she said, stabbing 
the air with her cigarette butt. "Acting isn't easy. 
But this is certainly the most lavish film I've ever 
done. The sets and costumes are immensely impres- 
sive. The theater sets especially. They don't feel like 
sets; they feel like theaters. 


"One of my first scenes was an audition, and the 


set was so real I got as nervous as I did when 1 really 
did my first audition in a live theater. I hasten to 
add, I never got the job." 


DESPITE HER protests that Bernhardt was 


"quite different emotionally," there are interesting 
comparisons between Glenda and the woman she's 
playing. Both have been called eccentric, both had an 
extraordinary energy that drove them like demons 
and both had unhappy marriages. Sarah married a 
Greek actor with no talent who resented her success. 


Glenda married Roy Hodges, whom she met 


when he was a director in Bristol in her struggling 
days. She blazed to stardom early in the Royal 
Shakespeare Company's "Marat/Sade" when she was 
making only $50 a week. Now she has two Oscars and 
her first accumulated million, which her husband is 
suing her for. 


During her recent American tour in "Hedda 


Gablcr," she fell in love with .Andy Phillips, an 
electrician who did the lights for the show. Bernhardt 
had a child by a man she refused to marry. Glenda 
now faces the responsibility of raising her 7-year-old 
son, Danny, and remaining a working mother at the 
same time. When she talks of Sarah's marriage, it's 
almost as though she's talking about her own. 


"I don't think marriage is a redundant institu- 


tion, but I don't think it should be a sentence to 
solitary confinement in which you must stay forever 
and ever, either. And that's what most marriages 
turn into. 


"There is some weakness hi some people that 


requires them to constantly fail. In that kind of 
relationship, I don't think you can blame one person 
more than the other. People are what they are. I 
think Sarah Bernhardt's husband would have been a 
failure no matter who he married. What increased 
his tragedy was that he married such a flamboyant 


person, a publicly marked success, which must have 
made his own failure seem even greater." 


Here the resemblance ends. Glenda has never 


been flamboyant. The day after she won her first 
Oscar for "Women in Love;" she was photographed 
in the backyard hanging out the wash. "Nobody 
would ever hire me for my beauty," she says, 'and 
there are no arguments. She has bad teeth.r,that 
require removable caps in front of the camera, spotty 
skin and eyes that disapper "like tiny raisins,;jn 
unbaked dough."

YET A LOVE affair with the camera occurs 


when she's on the screen that nobody can explain. 
Despite her militant refusal to be labeled a movie 
star, she is one.

She's come a long way from the homely county 


girl who daydreamed about being Esther Williams 
(she once almost drowned doing an impression of the 
MGM bathing beauty smiling underwater), but.-'^ie

Radiologists theorize that long before the gall- 


bladder operation, the stone perforated the gastroin- 
testinal wall, then penetrated the diaphragm and 
eventually worked its way into the lower part of the 
right lung. 


THE DRUG diazepam is safer and more reliable 


than paraldehyde for the management of severe 
delirium tremens. 


Diazepam, a tranquilizer also known as Valium, 


calms patients in less than one-half the time paral- 
dehyde does. 


Bad reactions occur considerably more often 


with paraldehyde than with diazepam, say research- 
ers at Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore. 


A report on use of diazepam in the treatment of 


DTs appears in Annals of Internal Medicine. 


Pension reform puzzling 


DEAR MR. SMITH: We 


are faced with a problem 
when filing our 1975 IRS 
IWO report. In 1963 at age 
59 and 
a self-employed 


person, we established an 
IRS approved Keogh plan 
and invested $200 in U.S. 
Retirement Plan Bonds. 
We added $675 the next 
year and more in subse- 
quent years. This year we 
made our first drawing on 
this invested money con- 
sisting of the first two 
years purchases of bonds 
totalling $875 and received 
about $1,280. 


Based on the 1974 Pen- 


sion Reform Act, how do 
we report this to IRS on 
Form 1040? Some time 
ago we recall that contri- 
butions and re-invested 
dividends made prior to 
1974 would be treated as 
capital gains under the 
1974 act. Should the entire 
$1,280 be reported as a 
long-term capital gain? 


Should a special IRS 


form be used to file this 
report? Has IRS issued a 
publication or other in- 
structions that are updat- 
ed to include the provi- 
sions of the 1974 officially 
titled "Employee Retire- 
ment Income Security Act 
of 1974" pretaining to the 
above matter?

The report also pointed out that a re- 


gional chain on the East Coast which is 
equipped with an electronic system fore- 
sees a potential savings in operating costs 
of between $7,000 and $10,000 per month 
per store. But the report noted that the 
word "potential" should be underscored 
The savings are not yet a demonstrated 
fact, it said. 


"There are savings in terms of reduced 


shrinkage and more efficient use of labor," 
Cottrell said. "But we're not moving ahead 
right now because we're still waiting to see 
if we can justify the cost." 


SPOKESMEN FOR OTHER supermar- 


ket chains expessed similar reservations. 
Scanning is certainly the "coming thing," 
they agreed, but a price tag of $150,000 per 
store is nothing to sneeze at. 


"There are several obvious advantages 


to the system...the fact that it's quicker 
and the shopper gets a detailed receipt are 
a couple of, them," said Paul Campbell, 
director of public relations for Safeway. 
"The concensus is that all large markets 
will have scanner equipment sometime in 
the future. 


"But we're going into it very slowly. 


We feel we must figure seriously the high 
cost of installation (the $150,000 does not 
include store remodeling or purchase of 
new checkstands, both of which are often 
necessary) and legislative roadblocks that 
might be thrown up. I read just yesterday 
.that the requirement for item pricing has 
slowed down Lucky Market's plans for 
installing the equipment in its other 
stores." (Gemco in San Leandro, which is 
owned by Lucky's, is the other supermar- 
ket in California with computerized equip- 


ment.) 


The "legislative roadblocks" right now 


consist of a law which will go into effect in 
April which requires supermarkets to price 
each item individually. The bill, authored 
by Sen. David Robert! (D-Los Angeles), 
was strongly supported by consumer and 
labor, groups which feared that the intro- 
duction of scanners would lead to the 
elimination of item pricing in supermar- 
kets. 


"Consumer groups are being misled by 


the argument that item pricing is neces- 
sary," said Merle Goddard, a spokesman 
for the California Grocers Assoeation. 
"The idea that you need item pricing is 
hogwash. 


"We support the right of shoppers to 


have pre-purchase price information. But 
the shopper can do that with shelf tags...- 
and the shelf tags are improving." 


CONSUMER AND LABOR groups 


don't agree. Bob McGrath, a spokesman 
for Local 324 of the Retail Clerks, express- 
ed minimal alarm over the affect 
computerization would have on union 
members — "it's going to be with us," he 
said — but hailed the Roberti bill as an • 
essential protection to both consumers and 
supermarket employes. 


Consumer groups also view item pi-ic- 


ing as an essential protection. Among 
other things, they say, eliminating item 
pricing would make it impossible for shop- 
pers to find the best values without going 
through tortuous search procedures.

or 18 4- to 5-inch crepes

5 tablespoons melted butter

Elegant gift 
enhances 
collection

It's gift-giving time, and Los Angeles County 


Museum of Art, 5905 Wilshire Blvd., has received an 
elegant one from Leon Lidow, father of museum 
trustee Eric Lidow. 


An addition to the museum's Chinese collection, 


the gift consists of two important T'ang (618-906 A.D.) 
funerary sculptures. They may be seen in the new 
acquisitions gallery on the Plaza level of the Ahman- 
son Gallery. 


George Kuwayama, senior curator of far East- 


ern Art, says that the two almost life-size T'ang 
officials, which are among ttfe largest hi the country, 
are unique for their fine modeling, strong character- 
ization and monumental size. Attired hi long robes 
and mitered hats, the ascetic, dignified appearing 
pair are richly covered with green, brown and straw- 
colored glazes over white pottery bodies. 


From antiquity, the Chinese buried their dead 


with lavish tomb furnishings so that the deceased 
could enjoy all the pleasures of this world in afterlife. 
Replicas of horses, favorite dogs, companions and 
servants were frequent objects. The funerary art of 
the ceramic sculptor reached its height during the 
late seventh and the first half of the eighth centuries 
with work of dazzling polychrome glazes. After the 
rebellion of An Lu-shan in 756 A.D. and the effect of 
sumptuary laws to regulate spending, there was less 
creative vitality. By the mid-eighth century, the 
glazed tomb figurines were scarce except in remote 
provinces. 


TWO NEW TOURS also are being offered at the 


Los Angeles County Museum. They are for the blind 
and partially sighted, and for the deaf and hard-of- 
hearing. Both are conducted free of charge by thg 
museum's Docent Council. 


Talks for small groups of children or adults are 


included for the blind and partially sighted. Approxi- 
mately 20 sculptures from Africa, China,' Egypt, 
Latin America and Europe in such materials as 
wood, marble, bronze and baked clay are provided 
for tour participants to handle. In this way, they can 
learn about form and texture. The tours, which last 
about an hour, are in the museum workshop. Al- 
though special exhibitions for the blind have been 
held in the past, this new tour is designed to give the 
blind and partially sighted continuing opportunity to 
visit the museum. 


Tours for the deaf are accompanied by typed 


scripts of recorded gallery talks for special exhibi- 
tions. This allows the deaf to follow the same tour as 
that given on the tape recording. A refundable depos- 
it of $1 is requested for the script. No reservations 
are required. Docent tours in sign language, featur- 
ing highlights of the Ahmanson Gallery, also may be 
scheduled on request. To arrange one of these special 
tours, contact the museum's decent office. 


ANOTHER NEW program of tours is scheduled 


the second Sunday of each month at 2 p.m. at Bowers 
Museum, 2002 N. Main St., Santa Ana. Members of 
the Docent Guild conduct tours entirely in Spanish. 
Mrs.' Leonor Alaniz, a teacher of bilingual studies in 
the Costa Mesa school district, heads the program. 


On permanent display is the museum's collection 


of African, Oceania and pre-Columbian artifacts, plus 
two rooms devoted to Orange County History and the 
' 


Indian ancestory of the Southwest United States. 
Reservations for these special tours are requested 
but not necessary; admission is free.

>; on New Year's Day. 
•;: 
French families traditionally have a festive sup- 


^per on that day called the "Reveillon." The meal 
~ varies according' to the section of France. In Paris, 
i,tfor example, oysters, foie gras and champagne are a 
\ special feature, but everywhere in France it is tradi- 
tional to serve a cake called Buche de Noel. 


That means yule log and derives from the cus- 


!' torn of leaving a log burning on the hearth while the 
• ; family attended midnight Mass. In some of the prov- 


inces this custom still exists, but in Paris and other 


large cities a delicious log-shaped cake is served to 
symbolize it. 


CHRISTMAS TIME in England still has a 


Charles Dickens flavor. Tte celebration starts with 
carols and services on Christmas Eve and continues 
right through Boxing Day, Dec. 26. 


The tradition of serving goose during the holi- 


days is still observed. A traveler may well be stopped 
by children with the cry, "Christmas is coming, the 
goose is getting fat, please put a penny in the old 
man's hat." 


On Boxing Day, the day on which the well-to-do 


once gave out boxes of gifts to the poor, many people 
work off the Christmas meal with a brisk walk at a 
customary Boxing Day hunt. While the riders chase 
after the hounds, everyone else strides long, taking 
short cuts and catching up with the riders all across 
the fields. 


THE CELEBRATION in Italy, too, is primarily a 


religious one and centers around the crib with all its 
figures. In Rome pipers stroll the streets, adding a 
colorful and tuneful note to the festivities. 


In Italy, La Befana makes her rounds on Jan. 6, 


feast of the Epiphany. According to legend, she is an 
old woman who refused to help the Wise Men find 
their way to Bethlehem. She quickly repented and set 
out after them. Failing to find them, she still wan- 
ders, bringing gifts to good children, ashes to bad 
ones. 


Christmas is primarly a religious observance in 


Ireland as well. Here, too, the celebration centers 
around the family. And throughout that lovely land 
during the holiday season the sound of music is heard 
— from the soft strains of the harp to the lively skirls 
of bagpipes. 


Traditional Christmas dinner in Ireland is turkey 


and baked ham, with a plum pudding filled with 
fruits, whiskey and stout for dessert. 


As in England, the day after Christmas is a 


holiday in Ireland. That is St. Stephen's Day and 
children dress up in costumes, much like Halloween 
in America, and go from house to house, singing and 
dancing to the music of fiddles and concertinas. 


IN MADRID where pageantry and piety combine 


for a unique celebration of the season, the feast of the 
Three Kings is observed on the night of Jan. 5. 
Camels, horses, bands, floats — an impressive array 
of lights, color and music — comprise the cavalcade 
which promenades through the city. 


The Three Kings, not Santa Claus, symbolize 


Christmas in Spain. Children clean their shoes, and

But the youth barely was 
able to see over the Santa 
Maria's high prow and at 
just about midnight, the 
ship slid onto a reef in 
Caracol Bay so gently no 
one awakened. 


The pounding surf drove 


the Santa Maria higher on 
the rocks where the grind- 
ing timbers soon awoke 
the crew and brought 


Columbus 
on 
deck. 


Throughout the night the 
men labored to free the 
ship. By dawn, Columbus 
realized it was hopeless 
and gave orders to aban- 
don ship. 


So, on the first Christ- 


mas Day in the New 
World, the expedition had 
time for only a simple 
mass as the crew worked 
to salvage what they could 
from the Santa Maria be- 
fore it broke apart. 


Realizing that the Nina 


could not 
accommodate 


both crews, Columbus de- 
cided to leave part of his 
company behind. He di- 
rected that a "tower and 
fortress" be built from the 
Santa Maria's lumber and 
"Fort Nativity" became 
the first European settle- 
ment in the Western 
Hemisphere. The site now 
is the small fishing village 
of Limonade Bord-de-Mer. 


Today, all that remains 


of this historical landing 
are two of the Santa 
Maria's seven anchors 
which are on display in 
Haitian museums.

His mother is remembered, too 


IN MY COLUMNS ABOUT Andy's Restaurant, 


Pacific Avenue at Anaheim Street,.I often mention its 
founder, the late Andy Gassaway Sr. He taught his 
son, Andy Jr., the present owner, a great deal about 
the fine points of running a successful cafeteria. 


Andy Sr. was a big, robust man, much beloved 


because of his personality and his many great works 


. for local charities. He was such a dominant figure- 


that my columns in recent years have tended to 
overlook another person who played an important 
part in developing Andy's restaurant business. She 
was, of course, the late Gertrude Gassaway, Andy's 
wife and the mother of Andy Jr.

They come with salad, a fresh 
hot vegetable, hot cloverleaf roll or a muffin with 
butter. Those rolls, baked by Camilla, are gigantic 
and delectable. The nightly dinners — richly satisfy- 
ing — feature roast beef, $2.95; baked ham, $2.90; 
Swiss steak, $2.75; Salisbury steak, $2.65, and several 
others. (Andy's will be closed Christmas.)

plained Ruse, who has 
been hospital administra- 
tor for 11 years. "I ex- 
plained that the hospital 
had a track record of few 
complaints. We have had 
a patient relations director 
for seven years and an 


Aspirin Line for com- 
plaints five years. We 
knew the types and num- 
bers of complaints were 
very small; I didn't feel 
we were taking a risk of 
that magnitude." 


RUSE SAYS Blanchard 


Valley's costs are 20 per 
cent below the average hi 
northwestern Ohio and the 
service guarantee pro- 
gram should help to hold 
down costs because it fos- 
ters patie'nt confidence.

ranty on services. 


IN A SURVEY made by 


the hospital last August, in 
which 71 patients respond- 
ed to questionnaires, 60.6 
per cent rated the care as 
excellent, 33.8 per cent 
rated it good, and 5.6 per 
cent called it average.

X-rays disclosed

NEW YORK - Obser- 


vations made during the 
Apollo-Soyuz mission last 
July have revealed an ob- 
ject whose X-ray emis- 
sions, sweeping the sky 84 


times a minute like a high- 
speed airport beacon, are 
a million times more 
powerful than the energy 
radiated at all wave 
lengths by the sun.

It is of special inter- 
est because the manner in 
which its 
energy

proaches the theoretical 
limits of that process. 


Its location is the Small 


Magellanic 
Cloud, a 


miniature galaxy in the 
southern sky and a rela- 
tively close neighbor of 
the Milky Way Galaxy to 
which the sun and its 
planets belong. Scientists 
of the Naval Research 
Laboratory, who analyzed 
the data, believe it to be a 
neutron star — a super- 
dense remnant of a star 
that collapsed after its nu- 
clear fuel was exhausted. 


While the object, known 


as an X-ray pulsar, can no 
longer generate energy by 
"burning" hydrogen or 
other nuclear fuels in the 
fusion process that makes 
normal stars shine, its 
gravity is thought to be 
drawing in great quanti- 
ties of gas from a compan- 
ion star. 


The gas is tunneled to- 


ward the poles of the 
pulsar by the latter's ex- 
tremely strong magnetic 
field, the gas being 
squeezed until it falls on a 
relatively small area at 
each pole. 


This, according to the 


Navy, heats the gas to 
about a million degrees 
Celsius (almost two mil- 
lion degrees Fahrenheit). 
The X-ray emissions are a 
consequence of such ex- 
treme heat. 


THE companion star, 


classed a blue supergiant, 
is Sanduleak 160. The two 
objects circle one another, 
forming an "eclipsing bi- 
nary" in that every 3.89 
days the pulsar vanishes 
behind its huge compan- 
ion. Wave lengths of light 
from the latter vary, over 
the same period, as its cir- 
cling alters its motion 
relative to the earth.

Conflict alert is simply 


a modification or repro- 
gramming of the FAA's 
existing computers in the 
Aurora (Illinois) center to 
alert controllers of poten- 
tial collisions at altitudes 
above 18,000 feet. 


The system is designed 


to give controllers a two- 
minute warning that the 
projected path of an air- 
plane will cross within five 
miles or 1,000 feet altitude 


of the projected path of 
another plane. The radar 
blips of the two planes will 
begin flashing to alert con- 
trollers and a printed 
message identifying both 
planes will appear on the 
radar screen, FAA offi- 
cials said.

It was concluded 
that heavy traffic in the 
stratosphere could deplete 
the ozone sufficiently to in- 
crease the risk of skin 
cancer and have other ef- 
fects unless limits were 
set on stratospheric pollu- 
tion.

Oil producers huddle 
over pricing 


VIENNA (AP) - Oil ministers of the 


Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries reported making some 
progress toward ending price-cutting 
rivalry after a six-hour session Saturday. 


The 13 OPEC ministers meet again 


today to try and simplify a complex pric- 
ing system that has permitted members 
to introduce disguised price changes by 
adjusting special premium charges on 
high quality oil. 


"It is all of OPEC against Iraq," 


Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Ahmed Zaki 
Yamani told newsmen after Saturday's 
session. 


HIS STATEMENT indicated that 


Iraq, which had raised the issue by 
accusing neighboring Kuwait of unfair 
price-shaving last month, was in turn 
being charged with using the same tac- 
tics to win customers. 


Iraq had claimed that Kuwait was 


trimming just under 1 per cent off its 
prices, thus failing to implement a 10 per 
cent increase officially decreed by OPEC 
Oct. 1. 


Other delegates declined to single out. 


specific countries as culprits. 


At issue in the price-shaving dispute 


are "differentials," or premiums charged 
on certain oil grades, either because they 
have less specific gravity and are there- 
fore purer, or have less pollutant sulfur 
content. 


In a glutted world market, high- 


priced oil grades are no longer competi- 
tive and OPEC states have recently 
slashed these differentials. 


DESPITE OPEC's official decision to 


hike its basic price from Oct. 1 to $11.51 
per barrel of standard or benchmark oil, 
the differentials adjustments have in fact 
enabled some individual OPEC members 
to gain advantages by increasing their 
prices less than others have. 


Iraq accused Kuwait last month of 


trying to "create disruption on the oil 
market and inspire competitive bidding 
among producers." 


But Kuwait's 10-cent-per-barrel price 


cut was smaller than, for instance, In- 
donesia's — cut more than $1. 


Some delegates privately said there 


is anger against the Iraqis for pointing 
the finger at Kuwait when Iraq has ad- 
justed differentials downward to increase 
its exports. 


OPEC's TWO-DAY regular ministeri- 


al conference opened against the 
background of hesitant moves to get a 
dialogue between industrial, oil producer 
and poorer nations under way. 


Iran's chief delgate, Interior Minister 


Jamshid Amouzegar, told newsmen that 
this week's 27-nation Paris conference, 
which he and representatives of six other 
OPEC states attended, was "a great step 
in the right direction." 


Amouzegar criticized as too low a 


proposal for a $7-per-barrel floor price 
for oil, made Friday by the International 
Energy Agency — IEA — the group of 18 
major industrial consumer countries. • 


The IEA wants its members to adopt 


the floor price to insure research into 
expensive alternative energy sources 
against a possible future drop in oil 
prices. 


Amouzegar said OPEC believes (hat 


to adequately protect energy research, 
the floor price would have to be some- 
where between $12 and $16 per barrel as 
suggested by the Organization for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation and Development. 


THE PRICE OF oil is one of the key 


issues in negotiations generated by the 
Paris meeting of oil states, less fortunate 
developing countries and the non- 
Communist industrial countries.

President decided he could 
pin the blame on the 
Democrats for losing 
Angola, but I don't think

la." 


To many 
senators, 


Angola represented the 
threat of Vietnam all over 


• again. 


Said Senate 
Majority 


Leader Mike Mansfield, D- 
Mont., summing up the . 
rnood: "Vietnam left .its. 
scars on me, and on -us, 
which will never, never go 
away but which must 
never, never be repeated 
again." 


The Vietnam parallel 


was also mentioned by 
others with long memories 
— Sen. Hubert Humphrey, 
D-Minn., one of its major 
political casualties -in his

trol of all of Vietnam." 


These weren't the only 


parallels. 


Ford's saying that the 


U.S. only wanted to help 
"local people" to defend 
themselves sounded a lot 
like earlier presidents' 
arguments for the so-call- 
ed Vietnamization pro- 
gram.

In both Angola and Viet- 


nam, 
the 
fundamental 


issue has been who is 
going to control a country 
that has recently emerged 
from colonial domination. 


Vietnam was a French 


colony, 
Angola 
Por- 


tuguese. 


But while there have 


been similarities in the 
handling of the two situa- 
tions, there are also many 
differences. 


AS THE 
Pentagon 


Papers demonstrate, in 
the early days of U.S. in- 
volvement in Vietnam it 
was not Russia, but 
Communist China, that 
was feared. 


And U.S. involvement hi 


Angola has already taken 


a different course from 
Vietnam. 


In Angola, the U.S. has 


so far only been supplying 
arms and other aid to 
local political factions. 
The first U.S. involvement 
in Vietnam also began 
with arms shipments — 
but not to indigenous 
forces. 


BUT IT WAS the CIA, in 


Vietnam as in Angola, that 
started it all. The first 
major U.S. involvement in 
Vietnam was headed by a 
famous U.S. CIA agent, 
with a team of CIA help- 
ers, who arrived in Saigon 
in 1954. 


According to adminis- 


tration sources, the CIA 
has about five or six men 
in Angola now.

WASHINGTON - The 


94tb Congress, which 
began last January amid 
clashes with President 
Ford over energy policy 
anjj-a tax cut, ended its 
first session squabbling 
with the President over 
energy policy and a tax 
cut. 


These two issues — 


energy and the economy 
— dominated much of the 
session, which began with 
pledges of bipartisan coop- 
eration, but quickly settled 
into a .series of confronta- 
tions between the White 
House and Congress that 
left a record of mixed re- 
sults. 


CONGRESS convened 


after 
last November's 


elections with increased 
Democratic majorities in 
both the Senate and the 
House. The influx of 75 
freshmen .Democrats in 
the House led to the oust- 
ing of three veteran com- 
mittee chairmen and to 
predictions that a Demo- 
cratic Congress would as- 
sert more control over the 
shaping of policy, particu- 
larly to bring the economy 
out of its recession. 


But Democratic leaders 


of both houses soon found 
they could not always 
muster their large major- 
ities to override presiden- 
tial vetoes, which takes a 
two-thirds vote. 


FORD VETOED 15 bills 


during the session. Con- 
gress tried to override 
nirte of those vetoes, but 
succeeded only three 
times on bUls that normal- 
ly are politically popular 
Vu health-care 
funds, 


•^education 
appropriations 


a'nd': funds for school 
lunches. 


Ford's vetoes were sus- 


tained on other major 
Democratic 
measures, 


such as those preserving 
oil-price controls and 
sharply expanding public- 
service jobs and housing 
programs. 


Going into a presiden- 


tial election year, the end- 
of-session 
assessments 


that poured out of congres- 
sional leaders' offices in 
recent days 
differed 


sharply. 


FOR EXAMPLE, Carl 


Albert, D-Okla., speaker 
of the House, said Con- 
gress had met the chal- 
lenges of stimulating eco- 
nomic 
recovery, 


successfully implementing 
a new budget process to 
give Congress, control over 
federal spending and 
devising an energy policy 
"despite the intransigent 
opposition of an unelected 
President and his follow- 
ers in Congress." 


Albert said Congress 


has "worked harder and 
met for more hours than 
any.; session since World 
Warn." 


;'JPUT 
REP. John 


-Rhodes, R-Ariz., minority 
leader, said Congress was- 
-'^being run by undera- 
•J-hfeyers" and added: "It 
•is.^aj)solutely appalling to 
realize just how little has 
been accomplished hi this 
session and just how 
wrong have been those 
things that have been 
done." 


Following is a summary 


of some of the major 
developments during the 
session. 
*'—The economy. As Con- 
gress convened last Janu- 
ary, Ford asked for a $16- 
buiion tax cut to spur the 
sagging economy but he 
reluctantly signed a $22.8- 
billion tax cut measure 
Congress sent him. The 
session ended with Ford 
vetoing a six-month exten- 
sion of the tax cuts be- 
cause Congress failed to 
set a $395-billion spending 
ceiling for the fiscal year 
beginning next Oct. 1. 
After the House failed to 
override that veto, Con-

gress passed another six- 
month extension of the tax 
cuts with compromise lan- 
guage pledging a non- 
specific spending limit 
which Ford agreed to sign. 


After Ford vetoed a 


$5.3-billion bill creating 
public-service jobs, Con- 
gress approved a sealed- 
down $2.9-billion version. 
After another veto, a com- 
promise housing bill was 
enacted extending various 
mortgage-subsidy pro- 
grams, plus mortgage- 
payment assistance to 
unemployed homeowners 
threatened with foreclo- 
sure. 


Congress also approved, 


and Ford signed, a bill ex- 
tending extra unemploy- 
ment benefits in areas of 
high unemployment. 


—Energy and the envi- 


ronment. After repeated 
clashes with the President 
over energy policy, Con- 
gress approved, just be- 
fore adjournment, a major 
energy bill that would 
force an immediate reduc- 
tion in the price of crude 
oil. After the fall of 1977, 
prices might be allowed to 
rise somewhat above their 
levels now. Also the bill 
would establish efficiency 


standards for automobiles, 
create a national petrole- 
um reserve and take other 
steps to conserve fuel. 
Ford has not said whether 
he will sign the bill. 


A separate measure to 


remove some of the price 
controls on natural gas 
was passed by the Senate, 
but put off by the House 
until next year. 


The House failed to 


override Ford's veto of a 
bill establishing minimum 
federal standards for the 
regulation of the strip 
mining of coal. Another 
measure providing aid to 
states willing to set land- 
use standards was killed 
in a House committee. 


Early next year both 


houses are expected to 
consider amendments to 
the Clean Air Act of 1970, 
which could change some 
deadlines for meeting auto 
emission standards and 
other requirements. 


-Social legislation. 


Ford recommended a five- 
year extension of the Vot- 
ing Rights Act of 1965, but 
he signed legislation ex- 
tending the law for seven 
years and broadening its 
coverage to language 
minorities. 


Congress overrode a 


presidential veto and 
enacted a $7.9-biIlion 
appropriations bill for a 
variety of federal educa- 
tion programs. By wide 
margins both houses also

overrode Ford's veto of a 
bill extending school-lunch 
and other child-nutrition 
programs. Both measures 
had been vetoed because 
of their cost.- 


In a continuing fight 


over the politically sensi- 
tive school busing issue, 
the Senate approved and 
the House accepted lan- 
guage barring the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare from ordering 
the busing of pupils be- 
yond the school nearest 
their homes. The provi- 
sion, which was attached 
to a $36-billion appropria- 
tions bill, would not affect 
court-ordered busing. 
Ford vetoed the bill 
Friday and the House will 
try to override the veto 
Jan. 27.

After a lengthy battle that 
dominated the closing 
weeks of the session, the 
President proposed and 
Congress approved legisla- 
tion permitting federal 
loans of up to $2.3 billion a 
year through mid-1978 to 
help New York City meet 
its seasonal cash needs 
and avert a default. 


Over the objections of 


many Republicans, both 
houses in the' closing days 
of the session approved a 
bill expanding the picket- 
ing rights of construction 


workers by permitting 
striking workers to picket 
an entire construction site, 
although their grievance 
was with only one ?ubeon- 
tractor. Labor. Secretary 
John Dunlop endorsed the 
measure, but other presi- 
dential economic and po- 
litical advisers have 
recommended a veto. 


Congress approved and 


Ford signed a bill repeal- 
ing the so-called "fair 
trade" laws that for near- 
ly 40 years had permitted 
price fixing on many con- 
sumer products. 


A major fail) long sought 


by consumer groups to 
cred'e an agency to repre- 
sent the consumer interest 
before federal depart- 
ments and agencies was 
passed by boih the Senate 
and House. However, dif- 
ferences still have to be 
reconciled by a Senate- 
House conference and the 
surprisingly slim margin 
by which the bill passed 
the House indicated that 
an expected veto by Ford 
could not be overriden. 


Both houses passed bills 


providing federal grants 


and loans for the reorgan- 
ization of bankrupt North- 
east and Midwest rail- 
roads. That bill faces a 
possible veto. 


Congress approved a 


bill encouraging the devel- 
opment of a nationwide 
system for buying and 
selling securities. 


The House passed a 


measure modifying the 
Hatch Act to permit feder- 
al workers to take part in 
partisan election cam- 
paigns and run for office,

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Christmas in the Yemen desert 
Priest in search of lost language

- 


Somewhere in the hot 
sandy wastes of Yemen 
this Christinas, a Roman 
Catholic priest will cele- 
brate Mass alone. Dinner 
will be something cold 
from a can. Last time it 
was tuna fish. 


And when his celebra- 


tion is over, he will go 
back to work, ferreting out 
inscriptions of a language 
and people long dead, of a 
largely unknown civiliza- 
tion that flourished 15 cen- 
turies before Christ was 
born. 


And perhaps he wili 


ponder the will of God, 
and the sadness of all lost 
things. 


Only a few weeks ago — 


before this, his seventh 
trip to the southern Ara- 
bian peninsula — Father 
Albert Jamme sat in a 
borrowed Catholic Univer- 


sity office, his voice rising 
and falling in frustration, 
his torn T-shirt smudged 
with char, his fingers gray 
with ash, the air still taint- 
ed with smoke. 


Around him was all that 


remained of 35 years of 
work, lifetime of seven- 
day weeks, charred and in 
disarray. 


Fire struck his small, 


cluttered office on Oct. 26, 
and this 59-year-old ser- 
vant of God wonders why, 
in the manner of Job. He 
said in his French-Belgian 
accent: 


"I know there is a great 


lesson in this. But I don't 
know what it is. What He 
wanted me to learn, I do 
not know. For many years 
I work all day long here, 
every day. That He had a 
good reason, there is no 
doubt. It is not even up to 
me to ask why." 


Pere Jamme, as they 


call him on campus, is a 
balding, excitable man.

Insurance bill 
for art signed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


President Ford signed a 
bill Saturday providing 
federal insurance up to 
$250 million for certain art 
and artifacts exhibits in- 
volved in cultural ex- 
change tours. 
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He speaks with his hands 
and many clicks of his 
tongue when words fail. 


He is one of only four 


scholars in the world who 
have reached back cen- 
turies before Christ to 
recover Semitic languages 
and history, collected 
from desert ruins, of an 
ancient people who pre- 
ceded the Phoenicians, 
Greeks, Romans, Hebrews 
and Arabs with a civiliza- 
tion of their own. His li- 
brary, stored in his office, 
was to yield a still unwrit- 
ten dictionary of those 
languages. 


THEY lived in a verd- 


ant realm that is now 
desert. They built a huge 
reservoir, holding millions 
and millions of gallons of 
water, irrigating the coun- 
tryside and altering the 
climate. The dam itself, in 
ruins at Marib, fascinates 
Pere Jamme: 


"That is a beauty of 


universe, to see that. 
Goodness sake. It's just 
fantastic." 


Greeks and Romans 


called it "the happy Ara- 
bia where it was so de- 
lightful to live." Even the 
early Hebrews traded with 
this lost kingdom. 


The people whom Pere 


Jamme records mastered 
language. But they could 
not master themselves. 


"YOU 
SEE, all those 


countries of south Arabia, 
how do you say, were 
completely dried out by 
constant wars between 
themselves. You cannot 
keep on making battles for 
centuries without weaken- 
ing your population so you 
_cannot get up again. Men 
die, and there's less man- 
power to keep up the 
dam." 


And so, their wealth and 


manhood spent, the tribes 
eventually moved north, 
probably whence they 
came, back to the cradle 
of the Semites, to be ab- 
sorbed by time. 


Until after World War 


II, little was known of 
these people and the four 
languages they fashioned. 
But for the efforts of a few 
like Pere Jamme, they 
would still be unknown. 


He happened on this 


subject matter by chance 
during World War II as a 
student searching for a 
Ph.D. thesis in the library 
at the University of Lou- 
vain. There he stumbled 
across a book, written in 
German, of some begin- 
ning research into these 
then traceless people. 


SINCE TO this day 


there are no courses 
taught about them, even 
by Pere Jamme, these col- 
lected researches of his 


were, until the fire, one of 
the few reservoirs of their 
history. 


Which is why he is even 


more haunted "by the fire, 
and why he returns now, 
his life's work in sham- 
bles, to try to replace 
what went up in smoke. 


Oct. 26 was a chilly Sun- 


day in Washington, and as 
was his habit every day, 
he said Mass at the home 
he shares with other Cath- 
olic brothers and was in 
his office by 7:15 a.m. 


It was a simple office, 


some of the shelves made 
from old doors, scavenged 
from around campus, 
loaded with boxes of index 
cards, the key to his dic- 
tionary. There were larger 
boxes, too, containing 
latex impressions of stone 
inscriptions, albums of 
photographs of inscrip- 
tions and piles of squeezes 
of inscriptions. 


THE LATTER were 


made by pounding soaked 
blotting paper into the 
words cut in stone to mold 
the letter forms. 


Pere Jamme makes no 


saiary. His only money 
comes from birthday, 
Christmas and Easter 
gifts, and that goes into 
his work, save for a few 
self-indulgences like ciga- 
rettes and coffee. 


He brings the dinner 


leftovers from his church- 
supported house and 
usually eats them cold at 
lunchtime. But this pales, 
and on this chilly day he 
heated up some stew, then 
cleaned off the hot plate. 


(The fire department 


later said the hot plate 
caused the fire. Pere 
Jamme insists it was un- 
plugged and cold, else how 
could he have cleaned it.) 


His task this day was to 


bind the notes of his last 
trip to Yemen in 1973-74 in 
hopes a grant would come 
through allowing him to 
make another trip this 
year. 


ALONE IN the building, 


the elevators not running 
and other offices locked 
up, he left briefly to bor- 
row the use of a machine 
to punch holes in the thick 
wad of notes. 


When he walked back 


up to his office, he found 
the fourth floor full of 
smoke. He opened bis of- 
fice door and saw flames 3 
feet high. The fluorescent 
ceiling lights lay twisted 
on the floor. 


"I had exactly the same 


shock as during the war 
when I was arrested by 
the Germans and I was 
looking into the barrel of a 
revolver pointed at my 
head," he recalled. "I 
froze." 


Forgetting two fire 


extinguishers in his panic, 
he tried carrying water 
from a rest room. He did 
turn in a fire alarm and 
the firemen were there in 
15 minutes. It took an hour 
to put out the blaze, and 
then they began throwing 
his smoldering papers out 
the window. 


STUDENTS and faculty 


flocked to the rescue, pick- 
ing up the scattered index 
cards, the blotting paper 
squeezes like so much wet 
and rumpled laundry. 
They were packed in 
boxes and spread on the 
library basement floors to 
dry. 


Pere Jamme was driven 


home, still in a daze, his 
eyeglasses still up on his 
burned-out desk. 


The volunteer crew 


worked until four in the 
morning, picking up any- 
thing with writing on it. 


The next day he return- 


ed to find the entire Semit- 
ic language department, 
students, faculty and 
friends hard at work sal- 
vaging what they could. 
For 10 days they set aside 
classes and their own 
work to work for Pere 
•Jamme. 


HE MARVELED at 


their kindness, these many 
people, most of whom he 
didn't even know. 


When his real conscious- 


ness returned, so did his 
resolve. Pere Jamme was 
born in southern Belgium 
where the Walloon farm- 
ers are known for stub- 
bornness. The totem of his 
hometown was the wild 
boar, and the farmers 
used to say the only way 
to stop a wild boar was to 
Kill it. "And so," he says, 
"since I was not killed ... 


"Besides, I have no 


right from a Christian 
point of view to give up 
anyhow." 


More help came. A po- 


lice sergeant built new 
plywood filing boxes for 
what was left of his thou- 
sands and thousands of 
index cards. One man 
offered to help with ex- 
penses. The university 
sought funds to help re- 
place rare and out-of-print 
dictionaries with photo- 
graphic copies from other 
institutions. The salvage 
crew saved 50 albums of 
pictures. 


How would he replace 


records from places as far 
away as Istanbul, Bom- 
bay, London, East Germa- 
ny, Saudi Arabia? He 
guesses it might cost up to 
$40,000 and eight to nine 
years of work just to reor- 
ganize what is left and re- 
place some of it. Much is 
irreplaceable.

Dazedly he walks among research papers strewn on ground 


Can someone help him? 


How can anyone help? he 
asks, showing the glyphs 
carefully inscribed on his 
index cards. "No, I must 
do it myself." He holds his 
charred notebooks in his 
hand and says, "Oh my 
babies." 


He ponders what the 


Lord wants him to do, and 
faces it with faith: 


"When I was ordained," 


he says, "He gave me the 
most beautiful grace of 
the priesthood. And there- 
fore I am his servant, and 
the servant is not above 
the master. And the Mas- 
ter ends up on a cross. 
What do you expect me to 
do? End up in a limou- 
sine?" 


He wanders through the 


simple channels of faith: 
'It breaks your heart, my 
dear," and his eyes show 
it. "But if you are loving 
and sincere in your faith, 
you have to practice it to 
the end." 


"If you don't," and his 


voice gets angry. "Then 
you are a liar — to your- 
self and your neighbor." 


"It is not easy," his 


voice rises. "But the way 
to Calvary was not easy 


for the Good Lord either." 


What will his work 


mean? He doesn't know. 
No one studies it. No one 
teaches it. But he won't 
have it stored away in 
some basement room, 
unavailable to anyone. 


"It has been my philoso- 


phy that the Good Lord 
doesn't ask me for suc- 
cess. He only asks me to 
work. Work he is going to 
get. The rest is His busi- 
ness." 


Four weeks after the 


fire, the Ford Foundation 
grant came through for 
the trip to Yemen. He was 


high-spirited again. He 
chuckled, the old Walloon 
farmer, certain of his^ 
place, his special place: ~ ' * 


Someone will find him a • 


simple room in Yemen be-, 
cause he will not spend 
money on hotels. That w.ay... 
he will be able to Stay 
longer. Where will he be.',' 
on Christmas? 
' 


"I'll be roving around'—.,"

going where nobody wants 
to go — except a crazy old"' 
man looking for inscrip- 
tions."

BANGKOK, Thailand -

After lying dormant for

(M|As) has surfaced al- 
most simultaneously in 
several corners of the 
globe. 


In Peking, Chinese lead- 


ers told President Ford 
this, month that they had 
th£ 'remains of two Amcri- 
Recovery linked 
by.

information on several 
others killed during or be- 
foFe the Vietnam war. In 
Paris, North. Vietnamese 
diplomats met with a U.S. 
congressional

and offered to return the 
bodies of three American 
pityts'.killed in the Viet- 
nam^ conflict.

Vientiane, Laos. 


on, a lone Ameri- 


ca& — Mike Mielke of an 
HJIA group called "Viva" 
-ijeporiedly continues his 
efforts, to get Communist 
offtcial.s to' search for 
American MIAs. 
^Despite the gesture in 


Paris, most knowledge- 
able sources say they be- 
lieve it is unlikely that 
North Vietnam will simply 
hand over information and 
remains without extract- 
ing some political or eco- 
nomic price. 


Although denying it was 


bargaining, Hanoi in the 
past three years has link- 
ed MIA recovery to the 
fulfillment of a clause in 
the 1973 Paris peace ac- 
cords on Vietnam that 
calls for American aid in 
rebuilding war-battered 
North Vietnam. The Viet- 
namese argument says 
that U.S. help in recon- 
struction — and more re- 
cently, in not blocking 
North Vietnam's entry 
into the United Nations — 
would lead to normalized 
relations that would then 
lead to the resolution of 
the MIA issue. 


The United States in 


turn argues that Hanoi 
violated a clause of the 
accords under which the 
United States should be al- 
lowed to recover its dead 
and missing. But despite 
the apparent deadlock, 
Western experts here say 
better relations and the re- 
cent thaw in the MIA 
problem may be a sign of 
a move toward bargain- 
ing. 


After his return from 


China and the Far East, 
Ford said, "Our policies 
towards the new regimes 
of the (Indochinese) penin- 
sula will be determined by 
their conduct toward us. 
We are prepared to recip- 
rocate goodwill — particu- 
larly the return of the 
remains of Americans kill- 
ed or missing in action, or 


information about them." 


At Camp Samae San in 


Thailand, the Joint Casu- 
alty Resolution Center 
(JCRC) - the U.S. mili- 
tary group charged with 
the MIA search — is pre- 
pared to move into Viet- 
nam with search teams. 


"The thrust of our effort 


is to be ready if the cir- 
cumstances permit us to 
continue recovery," Col. 
John Vollmer, the com- 
manding officer 
of 
the 


JCRC said in a recent 
interview. 


Informed sources 
say 


enough data is now avail- 
able to find more than 10 
per cent of the remains of 
American dead in Indochi- 
na if American search 
parties are allowed into 
the Vietnams, Cambodia 
and Laos. In the Paris 
meeting, however, the 


North Vietnamese ambas- 
sador, Vo Van Sung, told 
members of the U.S. 
House Committee on Miss- 
ing Persons that his gov- 
ernment had no knowledge 
of the whereabouts of the 
850 MIAs, almost two- 
thirds of whom are report- 
ed missing in North or 
South Vietnam. 


Vollmer, a West Pointer 


and 
combat veteran of 


Korea and Vietnam, said 
that, besides the political 
considerations involved, 
the MIA search was also a 
battle against the forces of 
nature. It has been 1-1 
years since the first 
American was 
declared 


missing in action in Viet- 
nam, and the tropical 
heat, the rains and other 
elements daily reduce the 
chances of recovering and 
identifying the dead. 


For the JCRC, the task 


is, according to Vollmer, 
mostly 
"drudgery-type 


running down of informa- 
tion," interspersed with 
occasional exercises simu-

lating recovery operations 
on land and sea at or near 
Samae San, about 80 miles 
southeast of Bangkok. An 
eight-man 
negotiations 


section is being formed in 
case the Americans and 
Vietnamese progress to a 
conference on the MIA 
issue. 


In the almost three 


years of its existence, the 
JCRC has amassed hun- 
dreds of thousands of 
documents, with some 
files on individual MIAs as 


much as 6 inches thick. 
Analysts and 
computers 


try to piece together what 
may have happened on a 
particular day years ago 
when an American pilot 
radioed a distress call. 


The JCRC has had a 


spotty record, chiefly due 
to circumstances beyond 
its 
control. 
Established 


after the signing of the 
Paris peace accords, it 
was from the start pre- 
vented from going into 
Communist-controlled 
zones of Vietnam, Cambo- 
dia and Laos. Last Decem- 
ber, one of its search 
teams was ambushed by 
the Viet Cong near Saigon 
and a U.S. Army officer 
was killed. From then on, 
it confined most of its ef- 
forts to analyzing data and 
urging Vietnamese villag- 
ers to provide clues on 


MIAs. 


A plaque at the JCRC 


headquarters says that the 
bodies of 44 U.S. service- 
men have been "returned 
to thpir homeland through 
recovery and identifica- 
tion efforts" by its teams 
and the 20-man Central 
Identification Laboratory. 
The lab, also situated at 
Samae San, has the mis- 
sion of identifying the re- 
mains. Currently, Vollmer 
says, the laboratory is 
working on about 20 re- 


mains, trying to make 
identifications 
through 


dental and health records 
and other data. 


In round figures, U.S. 


military sources currently 
list 250 MIAs and 300 
BNRs in Laos; 280 and 550 
in South Vietnam; 250 ami 
330 in North Vietnam; 250 
and 40 in Cambodia and 25 
and 165 at sea off Indociii- 
na. A number of American 
civilians are also missing 
in Indochina, including 
four newsmen.

Geller's reputed ability to

spoons, repair 


watches and read minds 
through 
paranormal 


powers, have taken off 
their white gloves and 


, branded the Israeli "psy- 
chic" an outright fraud 
who uses conventional 
magician's tricks to mis- 
lead the public. 


Several 
professional 


magicians, in a recent 
spate of books and public 
remarks, say they have 
duplicated virtually all of 
Geller's feats by using 
ordinary conjuring meth- 
ods. They have also dis- 
covered major flaws in the 
procedures used by vari- 
ous scientists to test Gel- 
ler. 


Only a year ago, the 


science journal, Nature, 
published a favorable re- 
port of tests on Geller con- 
ducted by the Stanford Re- 
search 
Institute 
in 


California. That article, 
widely reported by the 
press, lent strong support 
to the belief that the per- 
former truly possessed 
psychic powers. 


BUT NOW that suspi- 


cions of trickery have 
been raised by the magi- 
cians, as well as by two

The magicians believe 


that Geller is demeaning 
their craft by saying that 
his abilities are beamed to 
him from a space ship 
sent by a superior civiliza- 
tion in outer space. 


"Geller is a clever 


charlatan," said Mil- 
bourne Christopher, chair- 
man of the Occult Investi- 
gations Committee of the 
Society of American Magi- 
tians. "A careful study of 
his career and observa- 
tions of his act by magi- 
cians have turned up 
numerous instances of 
cheating." 


Christopher in his new 


book, "Mediums, Mystics 
& the Occult," says: 


"GELLER is at his in- 


genious best in laborato- 
ries where he is being ob- 
served by scientists who 
believe he has extraordi- 
nary ESP ability and think 
— without justification — 
that they have ruled out 
every possibility of fraud. 
Unless an expert in decep- 
tion is present... these ex- 
periments are as valid as 
a four-dollar bill." 


A more detailed exami- 


nation of the purported 
psychic's career is in 
another new book, "The 
Magic of Uri Geller," by 
James Randi, the magi- 
cian who has probably 
campaigned 
hardest 


against Geller. 


The book describes 


numerous instances in 
which magicians watched 


Geller perform at close 
range and spotted the mo- 
ment when they thought 
he diverted attention 
while, for example, bend- 
ing a spoon by muscle 
power. Observers have 
also spotted occasions on 
which an accomplice 
planted in the audience 
helped Geller by signaling 
words written on a black- 
board out of his view, ac- 
cording to Randi's book. 


Among the "tests" of 


Geller that have impress- 
ed scientists are his mak- 
ing a Geiger counter click 
wildly, as it would if a 
radioactive object were 
near, and deflecting a 
compass needle. 


Randi did the same, 


using nothing more than a 
magnet taped to his leg 
and a similarly concealed 
radiation source. 


Two New Zealand psy- 


chologists who studied 
Geller's 
"watch-repair- 


ing" feats found that 


jewelers were not much 
impressed. They said-that 
many supposedly .broken 
watches had merely been 
stopped by gummy oil, 
and that simply 'folding 
them in the hand would 
warm the oil enough to 
soften it and allow1 ,the 
watches to resume ticking.

"Richard Nixon is like 


Ike in his enthusiasm (or 
the game," said the come- 
dian. "He never had the 
natural athletic instincts 
of, say, Kennedy or Ford, 
but he got his game down 
to a 14 handicap through 
sheer work and determi- 
nation. He is very keen. 


"I played with Lyndon 


Johnson only once. That 
was 
in Acupulco. I 


remember Darrell Royal, 
the Texas football coach, 
also played with us. LBJ 
didn't have much of a love 
or feel for the game." 


Hope, whose annual Bob 


Hope Classic in Palm 
Springs is one of the most 
popular stops on the PGA 
tour, carries the unofficial 
title of America's roving 
ambassador. 


In his travels, he has 


>layed golf with presi- 
lents and kings, poten- 
tates and maharajahs, but 
none was closer to him 
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than the late Eisenhower, 
for whom golf was a tonic. 


"I THINK golf saved 


Ike's life for years," Hope 
said on a weekend visit to 
New York during which he 
reminisced about some of 
his golfing experiences 
with world leaders. 


"I fear Ike would have 


gone much earlier — 
knowing his heart condi- 
tion — if it hadn't been for 
his interest in the game." 


Eisenhower was a golf- 


er after every weekend 
hacker's heart, Hope re- 
called. He played with a 
fighter's gusto. He fumed 
when he missed shots. He 
became exuberant when 
he nailed a good one. And, 
like any average player, 
he hated to lose. 


"I remember once I 


was playing with the 
President against Stuart 
Symington and Gen. Omar 
Bradley at Burning Tree 
outside Washington. I 
played pretty lousy. We 
lost our shirts. 


"The next day I teamed 


with Arthur Vandenburg, 
the Republican senator, 
against Bradley and the 
President. I shot about a 
75 and we won.' I will 
never forget how sour'Ike 
was when he reached in 
his pocket and pulled out 
$3 to pay off. 


"HE looked at me and 


said, 'Why didn't you play 
like that yesterday?'" 


After the match, the 


President told Hope to let 
his chauffeur go and to 
ride back to the White 
House with him. 


"I remember we talked 


about the Nixon-Kennedy 
debates," Hope said. "Ike 
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was against them. He said 
the 'ins' never give the 
'outs' a chance. When we 
got to the White House, he 
said, 'Look, the light is on 
in Mamie's room. Come 
on in.' I did. We sat 
around and told stories for 
two hours." 


Hope said Kennedy had 


a natural athletic bent and 
could have been an excel- 
lent golfer if he had 
chosen to devote more 
time to the sport. 


"He was very strong, 


but he suffered from a bad 
back," the comedian said. 
"He didn't play too often. 
When he did, he seemed 
restless and detached, as 
if he wanted to get back to 
the office. Often he never 
played the full 18 holes." 


HOPE recalled a time 


when JFK played at Semi- 
nole in Florida with Chris 
Dunphy, an old New Eng- 
land friend who was the 
club's chairman. 


"Early in the match, 


Kennedy hit a shot to with- 
in about 3 feet of the hole 
and looked over at Dunphy 
for a concession," Hope 
related. "Dunphy turned 
his head the other way." . 


'"This is a gimme, you 


don't expect me to putt 
this, do you?'" Kennedy 
asked a hit irritatedly. 


'"Putt it,'" said Dun- 


phy. '"I want to see your 
stroke. Also it's a putt like 
this that builds charac- 
ter.'" 


'"OK,"' said the Presi- 


dent. '"But I am amazed 
you don't give it to me. 


Anyhow, I had better 
hurry. I have a date with 
Mortimer Caplan, the 
director of Internal Reve- 
nue.' 


"'The putt's good,'" 


Dunphy said hastily. 


Hope has played often 


with Ford as he has with 
Ford's 
predecessor, 


Nixon, and admits he is 
impressed with Ford's 
power off the tee. 


"HE really busts the 


ball," Bob said. "He hits it 
250 and 260 yards regular- 
ly and is quite accurate. 
Recently when I played 
with him he had birdie 
putts on three straight 
holes. 


"I said, 'Hey, Mr. Presi- 


dent, you're going to win 
the National Open.' He 
grinned. But I could tell 
there was something else 
he wanted to win." 


NEW YORK (NYTS) - 


The strike threatened by 
the Metropolitan Opera 
Company's orchestra for 
Jan. 1 is only the latest in 
a series of labor dispute? 
that have silenced orches- 
tras across the nation. 


In the 1971-75 and 1975- 


76 seasons, increasingly 
militant classical musi- 
cians have stopped work 
in Dallas, Denver, Detroit, 
New Jersey, Omaha, 
Pittsburgh and Kansas 
City. All the stoppages 
have been settled except 
the one in Kansas City. 


Since 1970, there have 


been strikes by musicians 
of 16 major American 
symphony orchestras, 
many of them the first in 
the long histories of the 
organizations. Musicians 
are demanding more 
money and a greater say 
in music-related policy 
matters. 


At the Metropolitan 


Opera the main issue is 
money. The musicians, 
whose contract expired 
Aug. 24, want a one-year 
contract guaranteeing 52 
paid weeks and a 12 per 
cent cost-of-living in- 
crease. 


The Metropolitan Opera 


Association, which runs 


the opera company, has 
asked the musicians to 
sign a two-year contract 
1 that reduces guaranteed 
paid weeks from 51 to 44 
with no pay increase (he 
first year, and in the sec- 
ond year provides 46 paid 
weeks and a 5 per cent 
increase. 


Currently, the opera or- 


chestra's 100 musicians 
earn a minimum of $19,635 
a year, or $385 a week for 
a 51-week year. 


Anthony A. Bliss, the 


Metopolitan 
Opera's 


"Npcuiive director, said, 


"We have a very warm 
sympathy for our em- 
ployes. I completely agree 
that people in the arts are 
entitled to look for their 
full-year support from 
their own profession." 


But Bliss said there 


were "hard realities." All 
of the contract settlements 
between symphony orches- 
tras and their manage- 
ment over the country 
''may be maneuvering the 
classical music industry 
into a situation we may 
not be able to cope with," 
he warned

Stores alert for 'annual shoplifting explosion9

Security officers, store em- 


ployes and police in Long Beach 
and across the country are prepar- 
ing for "the annual shoplifting 
explosion." 


Officials responsible for shop- 


lifting prevention and detection in 
Long Beach agree that while the 
time between Thanksgiving and the 
first week of January is bad, the 
last two weeks of December are a 
nightmare. 


Despite mammoth increases in 


security, officials at some major 
department stores expect shoplift- 
ing losses and arrests to double the 
annual average in the next two 
weeks. 


The stores are so crowded that 


security officers have a difficult 
time "even keeping the honest cus- 
tomers honest." A shoplifter who 
was caught recently at the down- 
town Buff urn's department store 
said he got tired of waiting for a 
sales person to take his money and 
walked out with the merchandise. 


Long Beach Police Det. Bruce 


Klemme said 96 persons have been 
arrested on suspicion of shoplifting 
in the first three weeks of Decem- 
ber. 


Klemme, who has been investi- 


gating all shoplifting cases report- 
ed to police since September, said 
the December arrest total already 
has surpassed this year's monthly 
average of 89, and "it gets worse 
the closer we get to Christmas." 


Klemme said the merchandise 


stolen during the time he has han- 
dled shoplifting has been as differ- 
ent as the thieves who have taken 
it. 


One man spent a weekend in 


jail recently, Klemme said, be- 
cause he had eaten 16 cents worth 
of candy while standing around in a 
Long Beach store. 


Klemme said he still is investi- 


gating the biggest shoplifting case 
in recent years. 


Police are looking for a woman 


suspected of stealing five diamond 
rings valued at $4,180 from Craft's 
Jewelers & Loan, Inc., at 325 Pine 
Ave. 


A store employe told police the 


woman asked him to show her a 
piece of jewelry and, when he turn- 
ed his back, she picked up the rings . 
and ran out. 


, Klemme said most of the things 


taken by shoplifters are those that 
are easily hidden or not too heavy 


to carry off. Television sets are 
about the biggest items stolen— 
"thieves just grab them and run." 


Police arrested one woman who 


was running her own meat delivery 
service, using steaks she had stolen 
from area markets, Klemme said. 
The woman just stuffed the steaks 
into her purse and walked out of 
the store, then called her regular 
customers to make the sales. 


Shoplifting is a big problem at 


markets, Klemme said, because 
"it's easier for poor people to steal 
food than to-take something they 


have to hock or fence to buy food." 


The detective said the huge in- 


crease in shoplifting during the 
holidays is especially discouraging 
because the stores are doing every- 
thing they can to prevent it. 


"Every store has bolstered its 


security force. Some have doubled, 
and even tripled, their crews for 
the holidays." 


A spokesman for the J.C. Pen- 


ney Co. store at 500 Pine Ave., who 
asked not to be identified, said the 
worst period of the year began 
Saturday with the schools' Christ- 
mas holidays. He said security offi- 
cers may catch as many as six or 
seven youths shoplifting in one day. 


One reason for the expected in- 


crease in apprehensions is that the 
store has more than doubled its 
security staff, but the primary 
cause is the huge increase in cus- 
tomers. 


"Juveniles are our biggest 


problem," he said, "because for 
them, it's a game. 


"Part of the problem is that a 


lot of stores don't send juveniles 
down to the police department. We 
don't let anyone go." 


He said another big reason for 


juvenile shoplifting is that, in most 
cases, there are no penalties. The 
children are scolded by juvenile 
officers and sent home with their 
parents. 


He said the biggest attempted 


. theft at the Long Beach Penney's 


this year occurred about three 
weeks ago, when a woman took two 
of the store's suitcases. 


Not satisfied with only the lug- 


gage, the woman then walked 
around the store, filling the suit- 
cases up until security officers 
stopped her. 


The woman had several items 


in her purse, including a sign which 
read "This Store Is Protected 
Against Shoplifting," that she had 
taken earlier in the day from other 
downtown stores.

for all 12 Buffums' stores, blames 
California's "lack of prosecution" 
and "failing morality" for the in- 
crease in shoplifting. 


Shoplifting has a lower prosecu- 


tion priority in California than in 
any other state, Jeans said. . 


"It's not a crime here," he 


complained. "It's like a traffic tick- 
et. Nine of 10 shoplifters are cited 
and released." 


He added that "the failing

morality in California is worse than 
ever before. It (shoplifting) doesn't 
bother them because they know 
they won't have to go to jail." 


Stealing is the only thing shop- 


lifters have in common, Jeans said. 
"There is no typical shoplifter." 
His staff recently caught a 9-year- 
old girl shoplifting at one of the 
stores and an 86-year-old woman at 
another.

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Senior-citizen unit 
faulted by auditors 


A city audit of the Long Beach 


Department of Senior Citizens Af- 
fairs has disclosed $15,201 of "ques- 
tionable expenditures" in a $67,000 
contract, according to City Auditor 
Murray Courson. 


However, the problems that 


lead to the negative audit findings 
have already been corrected, ac- 
cording to Arthur Chapman, execu- 
tive assistant to the city manager 
and director of human resources. 


"The determination as to 


whether such costs will be allow- 
able or unallowable will be made 
by the county, state or the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare," said Courson. 


The audit was performed on the 


department's contract with the 
county to provide certain local 
services for senior citizens. 


Although "the recorded expen- 


ditures appear reasonable," Cour- 
son said, the department failed to 
keep proper pay records for part- 
tune help. He questioned $5,682 in 
payroll expenses that were not 
properly documented. 


Chapman said the department 


has begun keeping correct records. 
Department director Herbert Nali- 
bow deferred all comment to Chap- 
man. 


Another large expense that was 


mentioned was $4,354 for printing 
that has not yet been received, ac- 
cording to Courson. 


The period covered included the 


year ending in November 1975. The 
remaining questioned expenditures 
included smaller amounts for insur- 
ance coverage, office space rental, 
supplies and communications and 
utilities. 


Telephone bills and copying 


charges came under fire, and Cour- 
son said "it is recommended that 


the department establish appropri- 
ate controls to ensure that all reim- 
bursable costs are billed and that 
necessary accounting entries are 
made..." 


Sick leave time has been enter- 


ed improperly or not 'at all on nine 
occasions, the report said.

EASY ROBERTS is a whining rabbit of a man 


who lives with his crumpled, beatefrdown-by-life 
mother in a small one-family house in the most 
heavily industrialized section of Wilmington. His 
mother knits while Easy (not his real name) weaves 
' tales of self-pity for his parole agent, 26-year-old 
Brian Parry. 


"Yeah, Mr. Parry, I was drinking, but I'm not 


how. I know it isn't good for my diabetes. I feel bad, 
and I can't work. But one of these days I'm going to 
'open a little sandwich shop. Then everything will be 
better." 
, .. 


The words Easy speaks slink out from the side of 


his mouth, pushing through fumes of alcohol. His 
•mother looks up from her yarn, shakes her head and 
stiffs distastefully. Brian Parry, summoned Jo the 


house by a letter from Easy's mother, is uncon- 
vinced; he knows Easy is a loser, a failed salvage 
job, a sad piece of flotsam soon to be floating back to 
San Quentin, Folsom, Soledad on the current of a 
failed parole. 


Life on the outside is no rose garden for a man 


who has done heavy time for child molesting. And it's 
no better in prison, where child molesters are held in 
contempt by other inmates. But maybe prison is the 
only place where Easy Roberts can hold at bay the 
1 


demons that torment him and ride nightmare through 
the cobwebs of his mind. 


Brian Parry is concerned about Easy's alcoho- 


lism, the thirst that could cause a replay of the sex 
crime that sent Easy to prison in 1962. Brian is 
resolved to keep a careful eye on Easy, to check up 
on him as often as his 63-case load permits. 


WHAT level of risk can society take with a 


parolee? This is the question Brian and agents as- 
signed to the Long Beach office of the Division of 
Parole and Community Services, State Department 
of Corrections, are faced with every working day. 
The agents' reports, investigations and observations 
tip the scale either to continued freedom or a return 
to lockup. 


It's a hard job, a grueling job. Days can stretch 


into 12 to 15 hours, riding around, ringing doorbells, 
checking, interviewing, putting your judgment on the 
line and sifting through con promises to find the 
truth. 


The parole agent is a mix of police officer and 


social worker. An agent has to be tough, fair and 
realistic. Compassion and understanding and pa- 
tience are part of the job, but sentiment can't color 
judgments. Trust and skepticism coexist in a parole 
agent's work. 


Easy probably will go back inside. So will Clay 


Jordan (fictitious name), a 31-year-old armed robber, 
burglar, thief and assaulter. Clay has failed parole 
four times in other jurisdictions, racking up on his 
apparently cureless weakness for booze, pills and 
trouble-making women. Clay is the juvenile delin- 
quent who never grew up, who seemingly can't 
handle the free world on an adult level and has a 
subconscious desire to return to the womb of prison 
life, to tuck a sentence and .ordered existence around 
him like a security blanket. 


RIP CHILDERS (fictitious name) is making it. 


Brian Parry is banking on him. Rip's enrolled in an 
auto mechanics course and soon to graduate. His 
head's on straight, his family is straight arrow and 
supportive. Soledad won't see him again; ittyon't 


reclaim the black man whose spirit and resolve run 
through the pages of beautiful, sensitive poetry he 
wrote as an inmate. His big dream is a job, a 
typewriter, a chance to prove himself to society. 


Johnny Martin (fictitious name) is 22, fresh out of 


Soledad and curtailed sentence for attempted jail 
break in Los Angeles County. He's groping, this kid 
who was salvaged by prison authorities before the 
homosexual wolves could descend on him and shatter 
his mind and body. He's got a chance, a chance 
buttressed by Brian Parry's efforts in behalf of 
employment and social agency help. 


Brian Parry is a good man to have on your side 


—if you deal from the top of the deck. The criminal 
judging of his parolees has been done by courts; 
Brian is the key part of the reclamation project, the 
steady monitor of men and women who still owe time 
to the State of California. He works hard in the 
criminal justice system, with accent on justice—for 
the parolee and for socie"ty. 


Brian came to the Long Beach office Oct. 15 


from the jungle of East Los Angeles. He's a four-year 
professional out of the (University of Dayton, battle 
wise, con wise. An outsider may think of his work in 
caseloads, but he sees each case as a human being. 
In the world of the parole agent, that counts more . 
than we know.

U.S. privacy law could hamper crime fight 


-. • WASHINGTON, D.C. - Inquiry into 
the background of convicted New Jersey 
labor racketeer Salvatore Briguglio is cer- 
tain to bring Questioners face to face with 
Some disturbing aspects of the new Right 
Of Privacy Act which could frustrate ef- 
forts against organized crime.

V The federal Right of Privacy Act for- 
bids officials from disclosing the criminal 
.record of anyone, unless a question deals 
with a specific charge and court at a 
specific time. 
'-'-Justice Department press officials feel 
'that the law "is absurd," but violations 
carry a $5,000fine. 


"If there are going to be any errors, 


those errors will be on the side of not 
divulging information from criminal jus- 
tice records," one usually cooperative 
press official said. 


The Justice Department is barred from

any comment or confirmation of Brigu- 
glio's conviction on grand larceny and 
conspiracy in New York in 1963 or his 
incarceration in the state penitentiary in 
Attica, N.Y., in July 1966 for a two- to four- 
year sentence. 


"If it is a state charge, we can't tell 


you anything about it," a Justice Depart- 
ment spokesman said. "You will have to 
go to the state court for any records of 
convictions." 


Even on federal charges, the Justice' 


Department is barred from making avail- 


able what is public record in federal 
courts, "unlsss it is a pending case." 


Thus, the Justice Department is barred 


from revealing that Briguglio, while work- 
ing for Teamster Local 560, was arrested 
on a charge of conspiracy to buy and 
sell counterfeit money, counterfeit food 
stamps and counterfeit postage stamps. 


While federal court records show that 


Briguglio seved a 14-month federal prison 
term at Lewisburg and paid a 110,000 fine, 
the Justice Department cannot confirm it 
until provided with a specific crime, court 
jurisdiction and date. 


Private citizen crime commissions, 


which keep track of organized crime and 
their hit men, burglars and muscle men, 
are frantically protesting the complicated 
procedures for obtaining or verifying 
records of arrests, convictions or other 
dispositions of cases. 


One crime commission director ex- 


plained that the major problem in keeping 
on top of organized crime's activities has 
been tracing those in underworld fraterni- 
ties who move quickly, change their names 
often and are often identifiable only 
through fingerprints and other processes of 
government identification laboratories. 


Mary Lawton, deputy assistant attor- 


ney general, Office of Legal Counsel, says 
the Privacy Act presents "enormous diffit 
culties" in all government agencies, where 
there is "a sense of panic" created by the 
$5,000 fine and "the extreme difficulty" of 
being certain that release of information 
does not violate the law. 


Lawton speaks of the act's "onerous 


requirements" and. "the shoddy and con- 
fusing draftsmanship" -which make it 
difficult to achieve the basic objectives of 
the act. 


There are few quarrels with the basic 


purpose of the act, which is to assure that 
the government maintains no secret infor- 
mation systems on American citizens; that 
any systems that are maintained should 
contain only information that is relevant 
and necessary to the functioning of that 
agency; and that such information be com- 
plete, timely and accurate. 


While Lawton speaks of those objec- 


tives as "laudable" and stresses the need 
to achieve them, she concedes that the 
confusions and conflicts make it difficult to 
get interpretations that are in a spirit of 
good faith and common sense. 


Some Justice Department officials 


agree that the literal interpretations ;ofi 
some aspects of the law "are absurd." and 
"do not make sense," and a few will Jiofl 
insist upon a specific federal charge on aj 
specific date (some will give an answer ifi 
the questioner has the date correct to ' 
in a month).

MPLA 
cadres trained in the U.S.S.R., Czechoslo- 
vakia and Bulgaria have been equipped, 
. 


advised and even staffed by Moscow. 


. No black government would openly op- 


pose moves directed against the white re- 
gimes of southern Africa. This presents so 
huge an embarrassment to the anti-MPLA 
cause that it could in the end prove a 
mortal Achilles heel. Moscow constantly 
stresses this point. A pro-Soviet Angola 
would be developed into a case for armed 
subversions against white-governed areas. 


But this is not the entire story, as 


Chinese policy has implied. Peking has 
been cultivating black Africa for years and 
invested much in economic projects. It has 
aided guerrilla .movements from Mozam- 
bique across to Angola. Apart from rivalry ' 


• f or ' influence, there has been Sino-Soviet 


ideological competition. 


All the great powers acknowledge that, 


whatever their prejudices on South Africa 
and Rhodesia (which are somewhat simi- 
lar), Southern Africa has a vast impor- 
tance in the world power balance. Angola 
alone, a very rich land, half of whose 
petroleum goes to the United States, is a' 
keystone in any strategic pattern. 


For a considerable time the Russians, 


aided by their Cuban allies, have been 
operating throughout Africa, with empha- 
sis on west Africa. Advisers, technicians 
and military missions from Moscow and 
Havana have been prominent. Soviet diplo- 
macy has regained much if not all of the 
influence weaned away at one tune by 
Chinese cleverness. 


And Soviet authority increases with 


victories by its guerrilla clients — as in 
Mozambique and soon, perhaps, in Angola. 
Moreover, any decisive triumph in the lat- 
ter country will strongly heighten Russian 
prestige in uncertain lands like Zambia 
and Zaire. There is an even greater prob- 
lem involved: strategic geography. The 
ever-growing Soviet fleet is steadily gain- 
ing naval ascendency in the Indian Ocean 
and the eastern approaches to the vital 
Cape shipping route via the Mozambique 
Channel. 


Now if Moscow gains control of Angola, 


the western seaway will be subject to 
blockade. Air and naval installations avail- 
able to Russia could affect the South Atlan- 
tic balance as far down as Antarctica. 


This is a matter of geopolitical interest 


that no nation can permit to be obscured 
because of emotional prejudice against 
South Africa's unjust racial policies. Even 
China has managed to remember its own 
national interests when regarding southern 
Africa and has done its limited best to 
offset a Soviet advance. 


In Angola's proxy war, it is embarrass- 


ing for the United States that South Africa 
is involved. But South Africa is in no '• 
remote sense a throat to the West. Russia

Callaway9 s stubborn boss

'••i • WASHINGTON - High-ranking 
officials in the Ford administration, 
riled up by campaign chairman 
.Howard H. "Bo" Callaway's at- 
tacks on Ronald Reagan, calmed 
.down quickly enough when they 
•learned their source: Gerald R. 
.Ford. 
•-'. In lashing out at Reagan, Call- 
away seemed to be disregarding 
•"the" counsel .of practically every- 
body else in the Ford political 
operation. But Callaway, a West 
Point graduate, was 
operating 


under orders from the Commander- 
in-Chief. That suggests President 
Fdrd is more stubborn in overrul- 
ing advisers and more abrasive in 
.-His. political style than is generally 
realized. 
>: WHEN CALLAWAY outlined 
'his plans for sniping at Reagan's 
:-reeord as governor of California at 
•a-Tecent Cabinet meeting, protests 
were heard from Treasury Secre- 
tary William Simon and Agricul- 
'tutfe Secretary Earl Butz. "They 
•thought they had Bo turned off and 
were amazed at what happened at 
Houston," says one administration 
'insider. 
-'' Some high officials complained 
"Uf'-thc President about Callaway's 
^anti-Reagan barrage at the South- 
ern Republican Conference in 
.'Houston Dec. 12-13. Mr. 
Ford 


replied 'that Callaway was acting 
Glider, presidential orders. Whatev- 
er.-:'sfyybody, else thought, he went 


on, he felt Reagan's record ought to 
be explored and criticized. 


The fact that Bo Callaway, not 


Jerry Ford, was in Houston also 
attests to a stubborn position taken 
by the. President against over- 
whelming advice. When one partic- 


ularly astute adviser urged Mr. 
Ford to attend, the President insist- 
ed he had to cut down on political 
travels. Could he begin cutting 
down on Dec. 14? No exceptions, 
replied Mr. Ford. 


LIKEWISE, Mr. Ford's deci- 


sion to take his annual Christmas 
skiing vacation in Vail, Colo., re- 
flects not only his family's wishes 
but his reaction to the mass of 
advice against'going. 


That advice came to him not as 


carefully thought out collective 
opinion from his Cabinet and staff 
together, but from individuals, 
each acting on his own without any 
coordination. It got under the presi- 
dential skin so deeply that he even 
changed an earlier plan to spend 
only four days on the slopes and 
will now stay one week. 


"I nevfr realized how stubborn 


this man can be," one adviser con- 
fided. 


REFUSAL OF the Palestine 


Liberation Organization (PLO) to 
ease its hard line on Israel will 
trigger a series of anti-Arab vetoes 
by the United States during next 
month's Mideast peace talks in the 
United Nations Security Council. 


This veto policy will damage 


the U.S. case in the Arab world, 
and perhaps in Western Europe, 
too. 
But top policy makers here 


think the rest of the world will be 
understanding during the 1976 
presidential campaign year. No- 
body expects U.S. diplomacy in the 
Mideast requiring public pressure 
on Israel until after the election. 


Although President Ford for- 


bade a veto of the U.N. resolution 
inviting the PLO to attend the Se- 
curity Council talks, the United 
States insists on an end to basic 
Palestinian refusal to recognize Is- 
rael as an independent soverign 
state. The PLO rules out any such 
policy change between now and the 
U.N. talks in mid-January. 


U.S. 
officials are privately 


pressuring Israel in many ways, 
including slow arms deliveries, to 
sit down with the PLO. But Secre- 
tary of 'Stale Henry Kissinger 
agrees with ambassador Daniel P. 
Moynihan that the United States 
must puhfxly side with Israel. 


WASHINGTON - In the 


grubby rooms and grimy alleys of 
our big cities, the United States is 
still fighting the Vietnam War. It's 
a losing war against narcotics, a 
war escalated frightfully during 
Vietnam. 


Tens of thousands of GIs 


brought their drug habits home 
with them from Vietnam. Hundreds 
of thousands, who never went to 
Vietnam but became alienated over 
the war, began taking drugs. 


THEIR PRIVATE war is still 


going on. Some are fighting to kick 
the habit; far more are fighting for 
the costly fix that will, keep them 
going for a few more hours. 


It's a largely invisible war, 


which is seldom seen on our televi- 
sion screens. But from confidential 
files, here are a few of the stark 
episodes: 


• An estimated 90 per cent of 


the heroin sold on our streets 
comes out of Mexico. Mexican 
Attorney General Pedro Ojeda- 
Paullada, therefore, has ordered a 
massive crackdown. He has assign- 
ed 5,000 soldiers and 350 federal 
police to eradicate the poppy fields. 
They are supported by a fleet of 39 
planes and helicopters, which have 
been spraying the poppy fields with 
herbicides. Nevertheless, the opium 
eradication effort, despite a lot of 
ballyhoo, has been a bust. 


• U.S. narcotics agents have 


smashed at least one multimillion- 
dollar dope ring that has been 
smuggling heroin into this country 
from the Far East. Yet Asian her- 
oin continues to trickle into our 
ports. 


• Heroin has been smuggled 


into the United States, appropriate- 
ly, in the clothing and coffins of 
corpses. Sometimes the heroin was 
hidden in secret panels of the cof- 
fins, sometimes hi the clothing of 
the corpses. Cooperating undertak- 
ers in the United States removed 
the deadly powder, buried the 
corpses and passed on the heroin to 
traffickers. 


« Heroin has also been stashed 


in marked parcels which have been 
shipped out of the Far East on Air 
Force cargo planes. In the United 
States, corrupt Air Force workers 
would unload the .packages with the 
hidden heroin and substitute inno- 
cent parcels in their place. 


• A .favorite hiding place for 


heroin has been the household ef- 
fects of servicemen returning to the 
United States. U.S. authorities and 
Thai police recently discovered 50 
pounds of heroin secreted in six 
pieces of furniture waiting ship- 
ment to the United States. 


THE MOST discouraging news 


from the drug'front has been the 
failure of the Mexican crackdown 
on poppy growing. According to 
official estimates, 15,000 fields are 
"likely to be cultivated during the 
period November 1975-March 1976" 
in Mexico. 


The fleet of crop-dusting planes 


and helicopters attacked the fields 


Jack Anderson 
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from the air. Stick-wielding sol- 
diers advanced on the fields on the 
ground. Yet confidential State De- 
partment figures indicated that 
during the first two weeks of the 
offensive, only 60 fields have been 
wiped out. This is less than one- 
fourth of one per cent of the poppy 
crop. 


The Mexicans have had trouble 


with their crop-dusting equipment. 
And the soldiers, who depend on 
the opium farmers for food and 
shelter, are reluctant to retaliate 
by destroying their hosts' crops. 
For that matter, the Mexican gov- 
ernment has almost no control over 
some of th'e mountainous poppy- 
growing regions. 


THE NEWS from the Far East 


has been somewhat better. In confi- 
dential reports from Thailand, the 
Drug Enforcement Agency de- 
scribes the break-up of a dope ring 
that had shipped "over 1,000 
pounds of heroin from Thailand to 
the United States since 1967. 


"The organization has been 


seriously disrupted," the classified 
documents report, and the ring- 
leaders have been caught. They 
were "responsible for supplying 
several East Coast locations in the 
United States, including North 
Carolina, Washington, D.C., Pitts- 
burgh and ... New York City." 


An o f f i c i a l , three-page sum- 


mary describes how an underworld 
alliance of U.S. servicemen, ex- 
servicemen and Asian nationals 
"used the APO mail system, mili- 
tary aircraft, official military post, 
home baggage and couriers", to 
smuggle heroin into the United 
States. 


The first break came with the 


arrest of a former serviceman 
named William Henry Jackson 
who ran the Five Star Bar in Bang- 
kok. His protector, according to the 
confidential reports, was a high 
Thai legislative figure. 


But the ring continued to oper- 


ate after Jackson was shut up in 
the slammer. Earlier this year, e,x- 
DEA chief John Bartels set up a 
special task force in Thailand. One 
of its agents managed to infiltrate 
the smuggling ring. 


"An initial purchase of 1,000 


grams (about two pounds) of heroin 
by the agent last March in Bangkok 
established his bonafides," states 
the memo. This led to a "Sino-Thai 
resident of Bangkok named Luchai 
Ruviwat." 


THE UNDERCOVER agent, at 


the risk of his life, cultivated Lu- 
chai by purchasing heroin from 
him. 
Government funds were used 


to buy more than six pounds of 
almost pure heroin. 


Once in Luchai's confidence, 


(he agent learned that the dope 
dealer was planning a delivery of 
more than 100 pounds of heroin to 
the United States. This amount, 
after it was cut for street sales, 
would be worth a staggering $30 
million. 


The agent, holding out the bait 


of an extra $75,000 profit for Lu- 
chai, persuaded him "to visit the 
U.S. 
and suggested he bring some 


more heroin with him." 


End of incident: "On Sept. 2, 


Luchai and a Thai courier associ- 
ate were arrested in San Francisco 
with (a pound) of heroin and charg- 
ed with importation with intenKto 
sell narcotics."

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Tapes ruling awaited in trial 
of suspect in women's deaths

The trial of Gerald Shil! 


Jr. of San Pedro, charged 
with two murders for 
which prosecutors are 
seeking the death penalty, 
has opened in Los Angeles 
Superior Court. 


Technically, it began 


more than a week ago 
when prosecutor Peter 
Bregman made his open- 
ing statement to Judge 
Jack Goertzen. 


Defense attorneys, how- 


ever, immediately chal- 
lenged the validity of the 
prosecution's first evi- 
dence—a series of tape- 
recorded statements the 
28-year-old Shill gave to 
investigators in October 
1974. 


THUS, the trial has 


been suspended while the 
judge conducts a special 
hearing to decide if the 
tapes will be considered as 
evidence. 


During the evidence 


hearing, 
witnesses—in- 


cluding police officers 
and, on Friday, the de- 
fendant 
himself—have 


testified. And the court 
has listened to the tapes. 


Prosecutors 
Bregman 


and John Bax contend 
they're legally binding 
confessions to some of the 
crimes Shill is charged 
with committing. 


BESIDES the two mur- 


der counts, Shill faces 
charges that include two 
sex crimes, attempted 
murder and assault. They 
stem from a series of at- 
tacks on Southland women 
in the summer and fall of 
1974. 


Defense attorneys Ed- 


ward George and Anthony 
Murray contend the tapes 
hold illegally acquired 
statements, the involun- 
tary remarks of an unwit- 
ting prisoner to investiga- 
tors. 


Shill originally was 


arrested 
in connection 


with a hatchet assault on a 
young woman in Signal 
Hill. But the case-mush- 
roomed when interviews 
with Shill and a continuing 
investigation linked him 
with other crimes, police 
said. 


In his testimony Friday 


—strictly limited to the 
question of whether he 
talked with police volun- 
tarily—Shill gave his ac- 
count of his arrest the 
night of Oct. 11, 1974, and 
his first days as a prisoner 
in the Signal Hill jail. 


SHILL testified simply 


and conversationally that 
Signal Hill investigators 
Jon Ohman and Frank 
McCoy advised him of his 
rights at the time of his 
arrest, but that they insist- 
ed on interviewing him be- 


fore he was allowed to see 
an attorney. 


Those officers have 


testified that Shill ac- 
knowledged he understood 
his rights—including the 
right to see an attorney 
before talking—and waiv- 
ed them, allowing them to 
go ahead with the inter- 
views. 


On the first tape played 


in court, Shill acknowl- 
edges the hatchet assault 
on a Long Beach college 
coed—the climax to a 
night of heavy drinking, a 
desultory, fruitless search 
for a prostitute and a 
minor traffic accident 
with the coed's car. 


Striking the young 


woman with the hatchet's 
blade was an accident, he 
tells 
investigators—he 


struck the blow in a mo- 
ment of apparent panic, 
but only intended to stun 
her with the hatchet's 
blunt butt. 


"IT HAS been eating 


me alive ever since it hap- 
pened," he states on the 
tape. 


The young woman sur- 


vived that incident. 


On a subsequent tape of 


an interview with investi- 
gators from Irvine, Shill is 
asked about a Long Beach 
woman, identified as a 
prostitute, named Bonnie 
Faye Davis. ' 


In September 1974 her 


body was found to Irvine. 


On the tape, Shill initial- 


ly denies knowing about 
the woman's death. 


DET. STEPHEN Nash 


at that point showed the 
defendant a photo of the 
woman, he has testified. 
And at that moment on the 
tape, he asks a point-blank 
question: "Is that the 
woman you shot in the 
head?" 


Shill answers: "I don't 


know." 


Nash seizes on 'that: 


"OK, did you shoot a 
woman in the head? A 
prostitute?" 


"I believe I did," Shill 


responds. 


Like the other prosecu- 


tion tapes, the validity of 
the one recording that ex- 
change remains to be de- 
cided by Goertzen. 


Attorneys in the case 


said Friday his rulings on 
the issue could come this 
week before court re- 
cesses for the Christmas 
holiday.

Selling home on contract is no riskier than renting 


What's involved in that 


curious business known as 
a "sale"? Well, it can be 
as simple as walking into 
the dnig store and slap- 
ping down a dollar for a 
girlie magazine — or as 
complex 
as 
wading 


through a 150-page legal 
document in the presence 
of a dozen lawyers to buy 
control of a huge apart- 
ment complex. 


It boils down to the 


same thing: The transfer 
of ownership of and title to 
property from one party to 
another, for a price. 


DEAR MR. CAMPBELL: 


I've owned, and rented 


out, a nice three-bedroom 
house for the past few 
years. The present tenants 
are a nice young couple 
who would like very much 
to buy it. He's the son of 
an old friend, and I'd like 
to oblige them — since the 
house hasn't been all that 
good as an investment, 
anyway — but the trouble 
is that, like most young 
couples today, they don't 
have a cent toward a 
downpayment. 


The boy's father has 


suggested that I sell the 
house to them on contract 
As I understand this, the 
title would remain in my 
name until the equivalent 
of a good downpayment 
has been made in monthly 
installments, like rent, 
and that I could evict this 
couple if they don't make 
good on it. 


I was about to agree to 


this when another friend 
told me that getting a con- 
tract buyer out of the 
property if he defaults can 
be a long, time-consuming 
business and that he can 
"squat" there without 
making any payments for 
many, many months. 


I trust this young cou- 


ple, but I really don't 
know much about them. Is 


my friend's warning justi- 
fied? Mr. W. F. P., Long 
Beach. 


AN'SWER: 
Your 


friend's warning has an 
element of validity in it 
since the person buying 
the home on contract has 
a bit more of a stake in 
the property than a mere 
renter does. But, how 
much of a stake will de- 
pend largely on how much 
equity he has in it. 


Normally, that is, if he 


has 20 per cent (or less) 
equity in the home, he can 
be evicted for defaulting 
on his obligations in about 
30 days — which, in most 
places, is just about as 
long as it takes to get a 
delinquent renter out, too. 


At the 20 per cent mark, 


his sincerity in owning the 
property is pretty well 
established and, rightfully 
I think, he has a much 
greater stake in it. 


Between 20 and 39 per 


cent equity it will take 
about 60 days to get him 
out and, with an equity in 
the 39 to 49 per cent range, 
the eviction for default 
normally takes 120 days. 
If he has 50 per cent or 
more equity in the proper- 
ty, then it can take up to 
nine months. 


As you can see, the risk 


isn't really too great. Until 
your young friend and his 
wife have pretty well 
proved their ability to han- 
dle this kind of responsi- 
bility, it wouldn't be any 
harder to get them out of 
your house than it would 
be right now while they're 
still renting. They sound 
like a pretty fan- bet to 


DEAR MR. CAMPBELL: 


We bought a house on a 


corner lot this past spring, 
and I never knew before 
how near-impossible it is 
to maintain a nice lawn on 


a corner lot — every kid in 
the neighborhood and a lot 
of adults, too, take a short- 
cut right across my poor 
lawn. 


We are thinking of put- 


ting up a picket fence but, 
since our lawn extends all 
the way out to the street 
(no sidewalk), how dose to 
the street can we put it? Is 
there some sort of precise 
distance that we have to 
pay attention to? Mrs. V.

ANSWER: An alligator- 


filled moat doesn't sound 
like a bad idea, either. 


Actually, how far back 


from the street a fence 
must be set will vary 
widely from city to city, 
and there's no way of 
knowing what your own 
local regulation is without 
calling your street depart- 
ment. 


An implied easement — 


three feet is common — is 
practically universal and 
there are normally other 
considerations, too, such 
as those having to do with 
access to fire hydrants, 
storm-sewers and so on. 


In the average city, 


there usually isn't much 
quibbling over this sort of 
thing unless the homeown- 
er tries to include the 
street-guttering in his lit- 
tle domain. 


DEAR MR. CAMPBELL: 


My broker recently sold 


a piece of real estate for 
me and, as is usual, the 
buyer gave me "earnest" 
money, $1,000, in the form 
of a personal check. Short- 
ly after this I had to turn 
down two additional offers 
on the property — one of 
them for more than my 
original- agreement.

IS CHRISTMAS 


CHRIST'S BIRTHDAY? 
. 


"Christmas time" 
is almost 


here. A great deal of advertising 
is being done about "Christmas," 
mostly by those who have mer- 


chandise for sale; but nevertheless the "signs" are 
everywhere. There are two questions I want us to 
consider regarding "Christmas." 
(1) Where did 


Christmas originate? and (2) Who authorized it? 


The Bible does not give the date ot Christ's birth. 


In fact, it is the unanimous consensus of historians 
that December 25th is not the birthdate of Jesus. 
Albert Barnes, a noted Presbyterian commentator 
says in his comments on this subject basically what 
every historian says. With reference to shepherds 
keeping their sheep in the field: "The climate was 
mild, and to keep their flocks from straying, they 
spent the night with them. It is also a fact that the 
Jews sent out their flocks into the mountainous and 
desert regions during the summer months, and took 
them up in the latter part of October or the first part 
of November, when the cold weather commenced. It 
is probable from this that our Saviour was born 
before the 25th of December, or before what we call 
Christmas. At that time it was cold, and especially in 
the high and mountainous regions about Bethlehem. 
But the exact time of His birth is unknown; there is 
no way to ascertain it." 


Where did this practice of "Christmas" begin? 


Liberius, Bishop of Rome in 354 A.D. ordered that 
December 25th be adopted. The name is derived 
from the medieval Christes Masse, the Mass of 
Christ. The Catholics had a special "mass" (their 
corruption of the Lord's Supper) for Christ and so 
they called it "Christ-Mass." Later it was shortened 
to "Christmas." Thus the reaon for true Christians 
not celebrating "Christmas" as a religious holy 
day. The Bible didn't authorize H — the Romon 
Catholic Church did.

A. Douglas and Frankfurter feuded, but there was 
nothing violent about it. They simply stopped talking 
to each other. Frankfurter believed deeply in the 
supremacy of the state, Douglas in the supremacy 
of the individual. To Douglas nothing ideologically 
has been more important than the American heritage 
of individual freedom. "The First Amendment," he 
wrote in one of his opinions, "is couched in absolute 
terms—freedom of speech shall not be abridged."

in this country dropped to 
19. In 1970 the figure 
jumped to 32. Since then 
the figure has declined 
to the present level. 


Should immunization pro- 


grams be ignored, however, 
the disease could again 
strike.

cine in 1955 after John 
Enders, Frederick Bobbins 
and Thomas Weller isolated 
the polio virus and repro- 
duced it in tissue cul- 
tures.

Emergency 
medicine is 
the newest 
addition to 


the medical profession's 
smorgasbord of special- 
ties. During the past five 
years, 35 residency pro- 


• grams have sprung up in 
hospi tals across the coun- 
try to train physicians 
for full-time work in the 
emergency room. Nearly 100 
doctors have been gradu- 
ated from these three-year 
postgraduate programs and 
240 currently are enrolled 
in them. 


Traditionally, physi- 


cians have performed 
emergency room duty on a 
rotational basis. In re- 
cent years, however, there 
has been a trend toward 
physicians working exclu- 
sively in the emergency 
arena. 


Most of the 15,000 doc- 


tors who man the nation's 
emergency rooms have been 
trained as specialists in 
fields ranging from 
cardiology to surgery. 
But the new breed of emer- 
gency physician is receiv- 
ing a multidiscipline 
education which emphasizes 
the emergency aspects of 
such fields as surgery, 
psychiatry, pediatrics, 
gynecology and internal 
medicine. 


"These men and women 


need to know how to handle 
acute care problems until 
the specialist comes," 
says Dr. John H. Stone, di- 
rector of the new emer- 


gency medicine residency 
program at Emory Univer- 
sity School of Medicine 
and Grady Memorial Hospi- 
tal in Atlanta. 


Changes in emergency 


care have spurred the move 
to specialization. The 
need for speedy treatment 
has gone beyond the walls 
of the hospital. "Over 
half the patients who have 
heart attacks die before 
they make it to the hospi- 
tal," says Stone. "And 
50,000 people die of 
trauma [injuries] every 
year." As he sees it, the 
emergency physician must 
help organize community- 
wide emergency systems, 
where teams of roving 
paramedics can provide on- 
the-spot care for accident 
and heart attack victims. 


The emergency room phy- 


sician has become the 
family doctor for many 
poor and middle-class 
families who turn to the 
hospital for help because 
they have nowhere else to 
go. The doctor in the 
emergency room is often a 
patient's first contact 
with the medical system.

SADAT 


One of the most 
fascinating and 


lucky figures in the Mid- 
dle East is Anwar El- 
Sadat, leader of Egypt, a 
•slim, darkly handsome man 
of medium height who 
learned English and German 
in prison and lived for 
years in the shadow of the 
lato Gamal Abdel Nasser. 


Sadat was born in a vil- 


lage in the Nile Delta on 
Christmas Day, 1918. His 
father was a lowly civil- 
ian clerk in a military 
hospital. His mother was 
Sudanese, which is why 
Sadat is of coffee com- 
plexion. 


The family was poor and 


devoutly Moslem. Sadat at- 
tended school in Cairo, 
and in 1936, when the 
Abbassis Military Academy 
was opened to the lower 
classes, he enrolled. One 
of his classmates was 
Gamal Abdel Nasser, 11 
months his senior. 
. In 1938, following their 
graduation from the mili- 
tary academy, Sadat, Nas- 
ser and 10 other officers 
formed what Sadat de- 
scribes in his autobiog- 
raphy, "Revolt on the 
Nile," as "a secret revo- 
lutionary society dedi- 
cated to the task of 
liberation." . 


During World War II, 


Sadat collaborated with 
Nazi spies in Cairo. He 
was arrested; court-mar- 
tialed, dismissed from the 
Egyptian army and impris- 
oned for two years. In

Furious that 
he had missed this great, 
bloodless event, he raced 
to military headquarters 
where Nasser assigned him

Nine months 
later Nasser suffered a 
fatal heart attack, and 
Sadat took over as Presi- 
dent of the Dnited Arab. 
Republic. 


He has remained in of- 


fice since, because he is 
clever, because he engi- 
neered the Yom Kippur War 
of Oct. 6, 1973, restoring 
some self-respect to the 
impoverished Egyptians. 


Sadat has been married 


twice. By his first wife, 
of whom no one speaks, he 
has three married daugh- 
ters and a flock of grand- 
children. By his current 
and second wife, Gehan, 
who is half English and 
heftily attractive, he has 
another three daughters- 
and a son named Gamal. 


In addition to his auto- 


biography, Sadat is the 
author of a novel, "The 
Prince of the Island." It 
remains unpublished. By 
nature Sadat is a gambler. 
He is gambling that his 
friendship with the U.S. 
will keep him in office 
indefinitely. If the U.S. 
lets him down, he is out.

T 


he four children of Gerald and Betty 
Ford have always looked forward to 
Christmas as the one time in the year 
when they could be sure of seeing 


their peripatetic politician of a father. 


During the quarter of a century Ford 


served as a Congressman from Michi- 
gan's 5th District he became so ad- 
dicted to the chicken-and-mashed- 
potato circuit that he spent more than 
half his nights out of town. Thus, when 
he managed to make it home for Christ- 


mas, 
his sons used to joke following 


the Christmas dessert: "It's been nice 
seeing you, Dad. Hope you'll drop by 
again next year." 


For countless years Gerald Ford's role 


of Father Christmas was played by his 
mother, Dorothy. 


Christmas was her favorite holiday. 


She delighted in having her four sons, 
their wives, and her 14 grandchildren 
visit her in Grand Rapids, Mich. She 
was an expert knitter, and her Christmas 
gifts to the family invariably consisted 
of sweaters or doll clothes for the 
young girl grandchildren. 


"My grandmother," recalls the Presi- 


dent's son Jack, "also knitted Christmas 
stockings for everyone in the family. 
They were ornately decorated with 
sequins and bells and our names 
stitched on. One year she even knitted 
a stocking for my sister Susan's Tiny 
Tears doll. 


"For my Dad she made an incredibly 


beautiful cloth which circles the base 
of our tree. It's decorated with old Ford 
and Ike buttons and other mementos 
which trace my Dad's political career." 


Of her mother-in-law, who died in 


1967, Betty Ford says, "She was so fond 


by Charles Peterson 
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of Christmas that on the first of January 
she began planning for the next Christ- 


mas. 
If she had one present for us, she 


had 10—all individually wrapped and 
marked and ready by Thanksgiving." 


Although the Fords bought a con- 


dominium in Vail, Colo., in 1968 where 
they have since spent their Christmases, 
the Ford family has continued many of 
the traditions begun by Dorothy Ford. 


Before he was moved into the White 


House, Gerald Ford was responsible for 
selecting the family Christmas tree. 


Touch the ceiling 


"The Boss," which is what the three 


Ford boys call their father, always made 
certain that the tree was "tall enough 
to touch the ceiling." Ford and his 
sons were responsible for stringing the 
Christmas lights on the tree branches 
and around their house in Alexandria, 
Va. Betty Ford and daughter Susan un- 
packed the boxes of ornaments, includ- 


ing the star that sits atop the tree. "I 
bought that during World War II," Mrs. 
Ford recalls, "when ornaments were 
scarce." 


In the old pre-Presidential days, 


Susan used to bake cookies and give 
them as gifts to the Ford neighbors in 
Alexandria. The boys used to decorate 
the windows of their house with spray 
snow and hang homemade 
paper 


wreaths, no matter how poorly done, 
on the front door. And as children they 
would always leave a glass of milk and 
cookies in front of the fireplace for 
Santa Claus. "When we'd get up in the 
morning," Jack Ford remembers, "the 
milk and cookies would have been 
eaten by our dog." 


Some other Christmas memories of 


the Fords: "One year I got a doll," 
Susan recalls, "that had real blond hair. 
My brother Steve talked me into cutting 
it all off. The doll was bald. I was ter- 
ribly upset. I tried to glue the hair back

on. It wouldn't take. The boys howled." 


Jack recalls a Christmas mishap of his 


own "I was given this terrific Roman 
gladiator's outfit. I liked it so much that 
I took it out to Grand Rapids to show it 
off to my relatives. When time came to 
return to Washington we were .having 
so much fun at Grandma's house that 
we were late in leaving for the airport. 


"We had to catch that plane because 


it was the last of only two flights a day 
out of nearby Traverse City for Wash- 
ington. 


"My father was racing to catch the 


plane and didn't have time to stop the 
car for my brother Mike, who'd gotten 
carsick. To keep Mike from throwing 
up all over the car, my mother made 
me give him my gladiator's helmet. He 
filled it up, and I could never wear that 
helmet again." 


$1 gift limit 


When the Ford children were grow- 


ing up, Jerry Ford insisted that they buy 
Christmas gifts for one dollar or less. 
The young Fords observed the rule by 
making gifts for their parents. They 
didn't feel, however, that their parents 
should reciprocate in kind. 


"As I look back,'' says Jack, "I don't 


think any of us was ever disappointed 
in Christmas. We used to look through 
toy catalogs and select 50 different pos- 
sible gifts. That way, if we received just 
a few, we considered ourselves way 
ahead. Of course, Mom used to put 
school supplies in our stockings and 
this used to drive us crazy." 


This year, like last, the Fords have to 


prepare two homes for Christmas — 
their borrowed Vail condominium and 
the White House. Last year the Ford 
Christmas tree in Colorado was chosen 
and decorated by a civic group called 
the Vail Association. The Fords had no 
time to do the job themselves. The 
tree was installed in the home of Dallas 
oilman Dick Bass, because the Ford's 
$60,000 condominium on the third floor 
was too small for the family and the 
Secret Service both. 


Ski after breakfast 


Despite their ages, the Fprd children 


—Mike, 25; Jack, 23; Steve, 19; and 
Susan, 18—are still enthusiastic about 
Christmas, especially in Colorado, be- 
cause Jhey all^njoy skiing so much. 


"After opening their gifts on Christ- 


mas morning," Mrs. Ford explains, "and 
gulping down their breakfast, the kids 
are off to the slopes, the President, be- 
ing the oldest boy of all, leading the 
way." 


The Fords basically observe a simple, 


folksy Christmas and always have. Their 
taste is reflected in the handmade, 
homemade Christmas ornaments which 
Betty Ford has chosen to decorate this 
year's White House tree.

towns up in the Galilee—some 75 miles 
away. We hardly ever had any pilgrims 
from abroad, though when they did 
come, we treated them as honored 
guests. 


"Christmas was something you 


looked forward to for weeks," recalled 
Hana. "The women would go to the 
market and get special holiday goods: 
flour and nuts to make the sweet pas- 
tries, and a small lamb which we would 
slaughter for the Christmas Day feast. 
If you happened to have a good year, 
you would contribute something to 
those who had nothing—maybe a few 
silver or gold coins, not paper money, 
because in those days there simply 
wasn't such a thing. But in any case-, you 
tried to make sure that everyone had at 
least a little bit of a feast for Christmas. 


The way it was 


'7he Christmas Mass was celebrated, 


of course, up in the same Church of the 
Nativity—the place where God chose 
to have His Son bom. The main clergy 
who conducted the mass, however, 
came from the holy city of Jerusalem, 
eight miles away, and it would take 
them half a day to get here by horse- 
drawn carriage. Those of us men who 
happened to own a horse or donkey 
would go out to meet them, wearing 
our best robes and sandals; we had no 
shoes back then in the time of the 
Turks. We'd have our swords strapped 
on one side, our pistols on the other, 
and when we saw the holy carriage 
approaching, we'd start firing shots into 
the air as a kind of salute. Then we'd 
escort the carriage to the Church." 


Hana stood up briefly, plucked a cou- 


ple of pomegranates from the tree, and 
cut them into sections for his guest. 
Then, with a smile that made the sun- 
shine-lines at the corners of his eyes 
light up, he continued: "Once in a 
while, we were even lucky enough to 
get some snow. It was like a godsend— 
you see, it only snows in Bethlehem 
maybe once or twice a year—and then 
we'd shovel a path from the Jerusalem 
road up to the Church, so that the holy 
carriage could pass. All the young boys 
would be running around throwing 
snowballs at each other, jumping in and 
out of the snow; it was a wonderful 
thing to see. 


'Something of a party' 


"As for the religious mass itself, it 


was pretty much the same back then, 
though we didn't have the TV screen, 
or the piped-in music, or all the choirs 
from abroad. And, oh yes, we didn't 
have women going about in—how 
should I put it?—well, the latest 're- 
vealing' fashions. Still, it was a merry 
occasion, and after the religious cere- 
mony there was something of a party." 


Immersed in sweet recollection, he 


continued. "First, everyone would have 
a snack outside the Church. There was

selling special items for the holidays. 


a huge pot, big enough for four people 
to stand in, and it was filled with tea; 
we would have a large glass or two just 
to warm up. Then the women would 
go home with the children, and the men 
would get together with the clergy and 
all the monks, and we'd go and 'toast' 
the Christmas.. . ." Hana patted his 
stomach. "Yes, we'd 'toast' for several 
hours, telling stories about this Turkish 
governor, or that British general, enjoy- 
ing ourselves on through the night. 


'The nicest part' 


"Eventually, we'd make our way 


home, sleep a little, and then feast with 
our families—which, in many ways, 
was the; nicest part of all. My wife, son, 
and I would join the rest of our rela- 
tives. We didn't give a lot of presents 
back then, nor did we have Christmas 
trees in the house either; those are more 
modern customs. But we did give a few 
small things, like candies and cakes, to 
the children. And at the end of the 
feast, everyone would turn to me, be- 
cause I'm something of a storyteller, and 
I would tell the story of Christ's birth, 
and everyone would listen." 


Hana stopped and closed his eyes for 


several minutes, rubbing them with his 
long, knotted fingers. "Yes, those were 
wonderful times," he went on, "but I 
tell you, if a man has Christmas in his 
heart, these are still wonderful times. I'll 
tell you a wonderful thing that is going 
to happen for me this Christmas. Just 
the other day I got a letter from my only 
son, who lives in Abu Dhabi, on the 
Persian Gulf. And what do you know? 
For the first time in many years he is 
coming to Bethlehem to spend Christ- 
mas with old Hana. That's right, this 
Wednesday night, my son and I wilfgo 
up to the Church and the Midnight 
Mass, just like we used to, and then 
we'll come back to the house and 
feast 
" 


Then, chuckling softly, as if he had 


just told himself a small joke, Hana 
added: "Yes, my friend, this year I feel 
very lucky. Can you imagine, like God 
Himself I have had only one son, and 
this year he is coming to Bethlehem for 
Christmas!"

Seeds From George Washington's Tree

MOUNT VERNON, VA. 


A 


tree planted by George Washington has be- 
come the living symbol of the Bicentennial 
to thousands of Americans. They have writ- 
ten to PARADE in unprecedented numbers 


in approval of its suggestion that the spirit of the 
Revolution is best symbolized not by souvenir 
T-shirts and ashtrays, but by the 200-year-old 
native tulip poplar which Washington trans- 
planted as a young sapling to the west side of his 
home in Mount Vemon, where it still casts its 
friendly shade. 


Many readers have written requesting seeds 


from the tree—which now are available—to plant 
in their own gardens. 


The tree, probably germinated or "born" in 


1776, was identified by Mount Vernon's chief 
horticulturist, Robert B. Fisher, from Washington's 
diaries as one of a group of "very fine poplars," 
nine or 10 years old, which he transplanted from 
nearby woodlands during 1785. The tree today 
overlooks the carriage drive to Mount Vernon and 
has become a tourist attraction since PARADE'S 
article about it appeared last July 6. 


Letters have poured in from every state but 


Alaska requesting seeds from the "Independence 
Tree." 


Mrs. Veronica Morris of Somerville, Mass., writ- 


ing on behalf of a blind woman for whom she 
works, says: "I would like her to 'feel' the new 
seedling growing. She is a beautiful American 
lady, and I'm sure she would write herself if she 
could see to do so." 


Paula A. Greene, president of the American 


Women's Club in Brasilia, the capital of Brazil, 
wants a seed for the new American Embassy there 
so that "we could share a little of home." And 
Col. W. E. Y. Paxton, commander of the Head- 
quarters 15th Air Base Wing in Hawaii, asks for 
three seedlings to be planted as part of the Bi- 
centennial observance at Hickam Air Force Base, 
Wheeler Air Force Base and Bellows Air Force 
Station. 


All who want seeds from the Independence 


Tree may eventually receive them, for in the 
golden sunshine of Virginia's Oclober the old 
poplar put out its annual clusters of winged seeds. 
These have been gathered by volunteers from the 
Davey Tree Co., dried, and are now ready. 


Certificate included 


Seeds, five or six to a package, will now be sent 


on request (enclose 50 cents to cover packaging 
and mailing). Horticulturist Fisher predicts that 
one or two seeds will germinate successfully. 
Planting instructions will be mailed with the seeds 
together with a certificate of authenticity. 


For those whose letters arrive when the present 


supply of seeds is exhausted, seedlings grown in 
Mount Vernon's nursery to a height of five or six 
inches will be available next year---their price yet 
to be determined. There also will be another^rop 
of seeds next year.

WASHINGTON — Next year 


will be a hectic one for labor 
; negotiations, with bargaining

Contracts for 4.5 million 
workers are involved, and the 
bargaining is expected to be 
difficult because the business 
climate is poor, unemployment 
is high and.inflation continues. 
Strikes in. a major industry 
such as a'utombiles could blunt 
economic recovery.

. Union leaders indicate they'll 
be pressing for substantial 
wage increases to catch up wilh 
inflation, but fears of another 


recession and continued high 
unemployment also will iiiflu-. 
ence their demands. 


The heaviest calendar of bar- 


gaining talks is scheduled from 
March to September. They cen- 
ter oh eight key Industries — 
• 


automobiles,. trucking, rubber, 
electrical equipment, construc- 
tion, . food, apparel and farm 
equipment. 


At the same time, there is 


concern'withih the Ford admin- 
istration that internal union 
pressures and competition be- 
tween unions to outpace one 
another could ignite a new 
' 


wage spiral and a return of \ 
runaway inflation. 
. Michael Moscow, director of 
the Council on Wage and Price 


Stability, says wages are an ' 
area that will have to be watch- 
ed "very closely." 


Inflation tapered off some- 


what in 1975, but was still run- 
ning far 
above traditional 


levels. Its rate, in 1976 will be 
the biggest, influence in labor 
negotiations. 


Most 
:of the contracts expir- 


ing in 1976 were negotiated in 
1973 during a period of wage 
controls. Since, then, workers' 
average gross weekly pay, 
measured in 1973 dollars, have 
dropped 5.3 per cent. 


Their purchasing power — 


take-home pay adjusted for 
inflation and taxes — in Octo- 
ber was 4 per cent below .its 
average for 1973.- 


Teamsters President Frank 


Fifzsimmons says inflation has 
cost his members 63. cents an 
hour because of the ceiling on- 
the cost of living clause'in his 
union's contract with the truck- 
ing industry. 


In negotiations that began 


Dec. 11 against a March-31 
strike deadline, the Teamsters 
demanded an unlimited cosl-of- 
liying escalator, an issue that 
will be prominent in most 1976 
contract talks..

Unemployment may have lit-

The most likely battleground 


is in the rubber industry, where

Unlike wage settlements in

Since then, rubber industry 
wages, formerly about on a par 
with those in the auto industry, 
have fallen behind. 


In autos, workers are less 


troubled by inflation because 
they already have one of the 
best inflation insurance clauses.

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BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 


Sheik Kassem Imad, 53-year-old 
Moslem governor of north Lebanon, 
was assassinated in a hail of 
machine-gun fire outside his Tripoli 
home Saturday, raising fears of 
fierce new battles in Lebanon's 
civil war. His wife was wounded in 
the attack. 


"I am afraid his assassination 


confirms classified information I 
have been receiving the last two 
days that a wave of political assas- 
sinations will be staged to escalate 
the civil war," said Interior Minis- 
ter Camille Chamoun. 


In Beirut, rightist Christian and 


leftist Moslem gunmen were re- 
ported pulling out of some street' 
positions under a five-day-old 
truce. Police said 12 persons were 
killed in scattered clashes. 


Security forces reported the 


northern region quiet after Imad's 
assassination, but said streets in 
Tripoli, about 60 miles north of Bei- 
rut, remained unsafe because of 
marauding gunmen. 


There was no official word on 


the identity of Imad's killers. The 
governor belonged to the Moslem 
Druze sect, whose political chief 
Kamal Junblatt is the most promi- 
nent spokesman for Lebanon's left- 
wing parties. 


Tripoli, the country's second- 


largest city after Beirut, is control- 
led by. left-wing Moslem leader 
Farouk Mokaddem. The national 
government of Premier Rashid 
Karami has only limited authority 
in the area. 


Imad, as Karami's representa- 


tive, had been playing a neutral 
role to fierce fighting between 
Mokaddem's militia and Christian 
gunmen from the nearby town of 
Zagharfa — home base of Presi- 
dent Suleiman Franjieh. 


The fighting, raging since 


April, is over Moslem demands for 
political and economic reforms and 
Christian insistence they can come 
only after the government clamps 
down on the Palestinian guerrillas. 


SOME CLOUDS, 
HIGH OF 70

dent Ford warned Saturday that 
Soviet interference in Angola 
"doesn't help the continuation of 
detente" and Cuba's infiltration of 
some 6,000 troops "ends any efforts 
at all to have friendly relations" 
with that government. 


Ford, holding an impromptu 


half-hour news conference at the 
White House, said that the Senate's 
action in cutting off funds for cov- 
ert-U.S. military aid for two anti- 
Soviet factions in Angola has "seri- 
ously undercut" U.S. efforts to try 
to get diplomatic moves under way 
to end foreign intervention and help 
settle the civil war in that African 
nation. 


The President discussed every- 


thing from taxes to politics, 
declaring that he intends to run on 
his record as president. 


Coming out of a three-hour 


meeting on the fiscal 1977 budget, 
Ford said another meeting with his 
advisers today will conclude "final 


• decisions on the budget" and he 


intends to keep a $395-billion spend-

ing ceiling and to propose a $28- 
billion tax cut. 


Ford said he will sign the com- 


promise tax-cut bill passed Friday 
when it comes to him Monday. And 
he proposes to add another $10- 
billion tax cut to the almost $18 
billion that the Congress measure 
included. 


On Cuba's sending of what he 


estimated was four to six thousand 
troops to Angola, Ford said, "The 
action of the Cuban government in 
sending combat troops to Angola 
has destroyed any opportunity for 
improvement of relations with the 
United States." 


Ford said the issue is to make 


sure that the people of Angola can 
"decide their own fate" and estab- 
lish their own government. 


He declared it was "unwise and 


very harmful for any power such 
as the Soviet Union and Cuba to try 
to dominate any government in 
that country." 


He charged that the Soviet 


Union had been spending $100 mil- 
lion or more in Angola and this 
"certainly doesn't help the continu- 
ation of detente." The intervention 
of the Soviets and Cubans was "a 
setback for the people hi Angola." 


Ford maintained that congres- 


sional action "has tied our hands" 
and called it a "serious mistake" 
for the United States, which he said 
/'should have flexibility" in helping 
people of other nations decide their 
own fate. 


Ford repeated what he said to 


an earlier statement after the Sen- 
ate voted Friday to cut off funds 
for U.S. aid in Angola, that coun- 


tries that depend on the United 
States would lose faith in this na- 
tion to help them under similar 
circumstances. 


He declined to discuss what ac- 


tions the United States has been 
taking in Angola, except to empha- 
size that the United States has 
never had any intention of sending 
American military personnel to 
Angola and that the United States 


has been conducting a "legitimate 
covert operation" there. 


When asked why his adminis- 


tration had not previously spelled 
out the situation in Angola and its 
own activities there, Ford said, 
"the President just shouldn't dis- 
cuss it publicly" in detail.

Argentine planes 
attack rebel base

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 


(AP) — Government jets bombed 
and strafed Moron air base Satur- 
day. One report said rebel officers 
holding the base appeared ready to 
negotiate an end to the three-day 
uprising against the government of 
President Isabel Peron. 


The official Telam news agen- 


cy, quoting what it said was a Gov- 
ernment House communique, said 
early today the revolt at the base 
had ended but a rebel spokesman 
denied it. A loyal air force spokes- 
man did not confirm the report and 
no Government House official could 
be reached for comment. 


The rebel spokesman neither 


confirmed nor denied an earlier air 
force statement that a solution was 
likely Sunday. 


Hours after the jet attacks, 


military sources said three rebel 
envoys left the Moron base to meet 
with air force commanders. 


Mrs. Peron left Government 


House near midnight and was 
driven to the suburban presidential 


residence. She had been at her of- 
fice for almost 14 hours. 


The attack on the air base last- 


ed two hours. Reporters who wit- 
nessed the raid said two propeller- 
driven training planes were de- 
stroyed on the ground and a power 
plant was blown up. Machine guns 
were fired at the attacking planes, 
which swooped as low as 60 feet 
over the installations, but there 
was no antiaircraft fire. 


No injuries were reported, and 


the reporters said Ihe loyal pilots 
appeared to avoid firing near their 
fellow airmen. 


"We will die in these battle 


positions," said Cmdr. Julio Cesar 
Caceres, a rebel air force officer. 
"We will not negotiate." 


Mrs. Peron, in a radio state- 


ment broadcast from Government 
House in downtown Buenos Aires, 
said "the problem raised by a 
small group of insurgents ... is on 
the/oad to solution." She appealed

Under these laws, even if a 


teller feels the request for large 
withdrawals of cash are indications 
(hat the bank customer is being 
defrauded, the teller is-forbidden to 
call police or discuss the transac- 
tion with anyone. The best a teller 
in this case can do is try to stall 
and hope the bunco men run true to 
form and vanish before getting 
Iheir hands on the money. 


A variation on the. bank-exam- 


iner bunco has cropped-up lately in 


. which the victims are made unwit- 


ting accomplices and (he bank is 
the intended victim. 


In this case, (he mark is given 


a realistic loqking treasury check 
made out to her, along with the 
"bank thief" story, and asked to 
deposit it, faking half the face 
value in cash, which is turned over 
(o the con men. The rest of the 
story is (he same as that of the 
standard bank examiner bunco. 


THE ISSUE of just who is the 


victim in the new twist is clouded. 
The banks claim they won't be vic- 
tims; they'll .treat the matter just 
like any instance in which a deposi- 
tor deposits a bum check — which 
is to recover from the depositor. 


This is under challenge by at 


least one attorney representing a 
woman unwittingly involved in 
such a fraud, however, and prob- 
ably the question will be resolved 
by the courts. '

Foreclosures said at lowest rate in 4 yea^rs

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


The foreclosure rate on 
home-mortgage loans has 
dropped to the lowest level 
In four years, despite the 
financial pinch of contin- 
ued high unemployment, 
banking Industry figures 
show. 


The development Is seen 


by analysts for lenders 
and organized labor as an 
encouraging 
sign 
that 


home-buyers are exerting 


extra effort to maintain 
the equity In their invest- 
ment — even though many 
are forced to make their 
mortgage payments late. 


The foreclosure rate 


drop also diminishes the 
likelihood that the govern- 
ment will provide loans to 
financially strapped home- 
owners under special 
legislation approved in 
July. 


The latest survey by the 


Mortgage Bankers Associ- 
ation of America showed 


that the 
proportion of 


single-family and four- 
family homes where lend- 
ers were moving to fore- 
close on the mortgage was 
4.2 per 1,000 mortgages 
outstanding in the three- 
month period ended In 
September. 


That was of! from 4.6 


per 1,000 in the previous 
three-month period 
and 


was 'the lowest since the 
4.1 rate in the third quar- 
ter of 1971. 


The unemployment rate 


is currently at 8.3 per 
cent, compared with just 
under 6 per cent through- 
out most of 1971. 


At the same time, the 


bankers found that the 
percentage of loans where 
buyers are behind on their 
payments is currently 4.3 
per cent," compared-to 4.33 
per cent the previous 
quarter and 416 per cent 
the'same quarter, one year 
ago.

FT. CHAFFEE, Ark. (AP) — The government's 


role in resettling more than 140,000 Indochina refu- 
gees ended formally Saturday as the last 26 of them 
loaded belongings on a military bus and departed for 
new homes across America.

resettled in such a short time with so little prepara- 
tion," said State Department spokesman Phyllis 
Young. 


"This was a tougher job than the Hungarian or 


Cuban resettlements,"she said. 


The program is not over and won't be until the 


refugees were settled with American sponsors, Miss 
Young said. But the refugees were no longer the 
wards of the. U.S. government and any sponsorship 
breakdowns would have to be handled by the 10 
volunteer agencies that organized the sponsorship 
program. 


In all, 140,730 refugees found homes in America 


after the fall last April of South Vietnam. 


Chaffee handled 50,809, Camp Pendleton, Calif., 


50,436, Indiantown Gap, Pa., 22,034, arid Eglin Air 
Force Base, Fia., 10,085. 


Officials said more than 7,000 refugees settled in 


the United States before the resettlement program 
began. 


Last summer when Chaffee's refugee population 


swelled to more than 25,000, the streets between rows 
of white wood-frame barracks swarmed with people 
hunting for sponsors, clothes, food and friends. 


On Friday, when the refugee population dropped 


to 68, only a few children played in the streets as 
parents packed possessions in make-shift luggage to 
load on buses leaving Chaffee. 


California residents sponsored 26,850 refugees, 


more than any.other state. Texas was second with 
8,780, and Florida was third with 5,274, according, to 
government estimates. 


U.S. ^nutrition ignorance' hit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


The United States is a na- 
tion that is "eating blind," 
wasting food and the re- 
sources needed to produce 
it and 
maintaining its 


"ignorance about nutri- 
tion," the chairman of the 
Senate Select Committee 
on Nutrition said Satur- 
day. 


Sen. George McGovern, 


D-S.D., 
accused 
the 


administrations of Presi- 
dent Ford and his pre- 
decessor, Richard M. 
Nixon, of "permitting and 
even perpetuating nutri- 
tional ignorance." McGov- 
crn was defeated by Nixon 
for the presidency in 1972. 


The public "does have a 


right to proper nutrition 
evaluation and counsel- 
ing" and needs constant 
"monitoring of its nutri- 
tional health," he said in 
releasing a 258-page com- 
mittee staff study of 
"nutritional 
surveillance 


in the United Stales." 


McGovern said the re- 


port "documents beyond a 
doubt and in detail that 
the Nixon-Ford adminis- 
tration has kept the 


American public in the 
dark 
about nutritional 


health and has frustrated 
the effort to apply nutri- 
tional health standards to 
the nation's food and eco- 
nomic policies." 


At various points in the 


document, the staff refers 
to sometimes-total cuts in 
the budgets of small agen- 
cies 
dealing 
with 


nutritional issues, changes 
in governmental surveys 
when the results would 
lend support to advocates 
of expanded federal feed- 
ing programs and what it 
called the inadequacies of 
the surveys in producing 
the information desired. 


McGovern, endorsing 


some 18 recommendations 
for governmental coordi- 


nation, funding and sur- 
veying, said the remedies 
to the problems the staff 
analysis found "demand 
the rethinking of establish- 
ed economic patterns and 
assumptions." 


For example, he said, 


"the reason for this inac- 
tion" by the White House 
leadership may be related 
to traditional concepts of 
and support for the "free 
marketplace." 


But, he said, it is "an 


anarchic 
marketplace 


where consumers may be 
uninformed of other vari- 
ables more important than 
price or taste or color." 


The report said the 


most significant influence 
on the American diet has 
been a 43 per cent rise in 


retail food prices between 
September 1972 and Sep- 
tember 1975. 


McGovern said that "we 


have reached the point 
where nutrition, or the 
lack or the excess or the 
quality of it, may be the 
nation's No. 1 health prob- 
lem. The threat is not 
beriberi, pellagra 
or 


scurvy. 


"Rather," he said, "we 


face the more subtle, but 
also more deadly, reality 
of millions of Americans 
loading their 
stomachs 


with food which is likely to 
make them obsese, to give 
them high blood pressure, 
to induce heart disease, 
diabetes arid cancer — in 
short, in kill them over the 
long term."

According to the Atlas, 


the United States had next 
to the lowest increase in 


average output per capita 
among all industrial coun- 
tries between 1968 and 
1974. 
Only South Africa, 


with an average annual 
growth rate per capita of 
1.82 per cent, stood lower 
than the U.S. with 2.15 per 
cent.

poor nations to improve 
living standards was more 
a result of rapid popula- 
tion growth than of eco- 
nomic 
stagnation,

N.Y. corporate taxes boosted 


ALBANY, N.Y.-(AP) - Gov. Hugh Carey signed 
- 


into law Saturday bills boosting corporation and bank 
taxes in'New York State by $600 million. 


.Ttie legislation has no direct impact on citizens in 


general, but it does confront thousands of businesses 
with unexpected end-of-the-ycar" tax bills.' Opponents 
said: that it .would force businesses from the state and 
drive up consumer prices. 


There is also a possibility, that the Legislature will 


decide'on further tax increases that would affect taxpay- 
ers in genera! after the 1976 session begins Jan. 7. 


LEGISLATIVE approval of the tax bill came about 


4 a.m. after Senate Majority Leader Warren Anderson 
broke a last-minute rank-and-file revolt by his Republi- 
can colleagues. Anderson got 10 of his 33 fellow Republi- 
cans to support the tax bill, which passed.the Senate on 
a 31-24 ballot with heavy Democratic support. 


The legislature's tax package, to produce $600 mil- 


lion over 15 months, will raise the basic income tax rate 
on corporations from 9 per cent to 10 per cent/retroac- 
tive to Jan. 1, 1975, and put a retroactive 20 per cent 
surcharge on the corporate franchise tax for the current 
calendar year. 


Income taxes on banks will be raised from the 


current 8 per cent to-12 per cent retroactive to Jan. 1, 
1975, with an additional 30 per cent surcharge for this 
calendar year and next. 


Also approved was a companion bill (o raise $80 


million more in the current fiscal year by switching 


from a quarterly to a-riionthly system of collecting sales 
tax receipts from-merchants. 


The Republicans pledged to resist further tax in- 


creases. But without more taxes, the legislature's com- 
promise tax plan would require $300 million more in 
budget cuts above the $600 million Carey has said he is 
already planning.

• The governor says:there is a'$1.6-billlon budget gap 


over this fiscal'year and next, and he has already begun 
firing state Corkers. .:'. 


, Approval even of. the. $600 million plan represented 


a major victory for Carey, a Democrat, whose calls for 
tax hikes had teen resisted all year by the Republicans, 
who control the Senate! . 
. 


Senate Majority Leader Anderson, R-Binghamlon, 


had said only last week^.that tax increases were "not a 
. subject for negotiation." But he was forced to give.in 
after warnings from bankers that the state's credit — 
already shaken by the New York City fiscal crisis — 
could be destroyed if the state's budget remained unbal- 
anced. ' 


Still potentially on the table' for the coming session 


are Carey's proposals for tax hikes oh gasoline, liquor, 
cigarettes, motor vehicles and such services as message 
parlors. 


The bank and corporate tax measures will raise 


about $280 million in the current fiscal year, which ends 
March 31, and $320 million in the next, according to 
fiscal planners.

Pay cuts 


Action Line recently stated thai, 


under the Economy Act of 1932, 
"certain 
high-level government 


officials" were required to take a 
10 per cent pay cut and, although 
President Hoover was exempt from 
this law, he voluntarily returned a 
portion of his salary. The law didn't 
decrease the salaries of just a few 
officials; all government employes 
look a cut. I was working for the 
U.S. 
Forestry Service at the time 


and my salary of $120 a month was 
decreased to $99, which is about an 
18 per cent cut. When President 
Roosevelt took office, he got rid of 
the pay cut law and gave us a 
raise. F.S., Long Beach. 


The Economy Act of 1932 did 


order pay cuts for most govern- 
ment employes, but the law did not 
require an 18 per cent decrease (or 
persons at your income level, ac- 
cording to a spokesman for the U.S. 
Treasury Department. Under the 
law, federal employes with annual 
incomes of $10,000 or less took an 
8% per cent cut. If the person's 
salary 
1 was between $10,000 and 


$12,000, the cut was 10 per cent; 
between $12,000 and $15,000, 12 per 
cent; between S15.000 and $20,000, 
15 per cent; and more than $20,000, 
20 per cent. The Treasury Depart- 
meat spokesman said he did not 
know why you took an 18 per cent 
cut. 
Certain federal agencies may 


have demoted some of their em- 
ployes (o lower pay scales lo (rim 
their budgets. The Economy Act 
expired shortly after President 
Roosevelt took office.

The rebellion was launched by

Volcano rips 
imlewide gash 
in mountain 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP) - 


A volcanic eruption tore a mile- 
wide gash in a northeast Iceland 
mountain Saturday and poured red- 
hot lava down its snow-clad flanks, 
increasing in intensity as the day 
wore on. 


There were no reports of in- 


juries or damage in the forbidding, 
sparsely populated area 180 miles 
from Reykjavik, but civil defense 
officials debated evacuating hun- 
dreds of persons living nearby. 


Geologists said the eruption and 


tremors on 2,000-foot Mt. Leirhnu- 
kur, 55 miles south of the Arctic 
Circle, threatened to turn into a 
full-scale volcanic explosion that 
could endanger an estimated 300 
persons living at Lake Myvatn six 
miles away. 


California Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
Ford said, "The 
final answer 


comes in the ballot box." Ford said 
he was making great progress in 
solving economic problems and in 
foreign policy, and his record in 
office "will be the test, not any 
poll." 


On primaries, Ford said he has 


"a lot of open dales" in the months 
ahead and "I'll do what I can" on 
campaigning.' But he added that he 
feels it is his primary responsibility 
to concentrate 
on presidential 


duties. 


When asked his view of Rea- 


gan's proposal to cut $90 billion 
from the federal budget by turning 
over various programs to the 
states, Ford said he felt that idea 
"would not be acceptable and 
would not be supported by the 50 
governors." 


On budget and taxes, the Presi- 


dent said "the American people 
need and deserve a bigger tax cut" 
and, 
now (hat "Congress has made 


a good-faith commitment" to his 
principle of coupling taxes with 
spending cuts, "we'll get a firm 
handle on the growth of federal 
spending." 


On legislation, Ford said he ex- 


pects to make his final decision, 
Monday on a comprehensive ener- 
gy bill that calls for a temporary 
rollback in the price of gasoline 
and heating oil. 


He has not decided yet on the 


action he will take on the common 
site picketing bill on which he said 
he has received "a tremendous 
amount of mail in opposition — 
over 620,000 communications." 


The President said Secretary of 


Labor John Dunlop has given him 
no indication that he would resign, 
as reports have indicated, should 
Ford veto the bill. He said he has 
made no decision yet and therefore 
would not discuss it.

catcd columnist Carl Rowan, who 
was an ambassador in the Kennedy 
and Johnson administrations.

The affair on the banks of 
the Potomac went on for years, 
during the Revolution and into 
Washington's presidency, although 
it was never known if the relation- 
ship was physically consummated. 


It finally ended when Mrs. 


Fairfax returned to England. When 
she left, Washington bought at auc- 
tion the bolster and pillows from 
her bedroom.

Money back if not satisfied 
Hospital guarantees work

:FINDLAY, Ohio(AP)- 
At the Blanchard Valley 
Hospital, the only one in 
town, the customers are 
always right. 


Some might not get 


well, but the 40,000 pa- 
tients treated annually are 
guaranteed good food, 
stffis^actory nursing care, 
ana- a variety of other 
BSjpital amenities. U a pa- 
tient goes for a blood test 
and "gets stuck with a 
square needle," as a 
Hospital official puts it, he 
gels his money back. 


rj-A SPOKESMAN for the 
American Hospital Associ- 
ation, which has nearly 
7)000 members, or 85 per 
cent of all the hospitals in 
F(je U.S., says that as far 
as the 
AHA knows, 


Blanchard Valley is the 
Only hospital in the nation 
guaranteeing its services. 
~'^Jow beginning its sec- 
ond year, the program has 
been praised by staff and 
patients alike. And hospi- 
tals elsewhere in the coun- 
Jfy 
have 
requested 


information about the pro- 
gram. 


During the first 12 


months, only 14 patients 
complained and only eight 
asked for refunds, accord- 
ing to William Ruse, 
Blanchard Valley's 40- 
year-old, 
pipe-smoking 


administrator. The others 
just wanted to call some- 
thing to the attention, of 
the hospital so it would be 
corrected. 


Ruse instituted the 


guaranteed services on 
Nov. 1, 1974, because he 
was concerned, he said, 
about the high cost of 
health care. He convinced 
the hospital board to give 
him $12,000 a year for re- 
funds. 


THE BIGGEST first- 


year refund went to a pa- 
tient who complained that 
a nurse did not respond 
quickly enough to a call 
and that as a result, the 
patient fell out of bed. The 
patient got back half the 
daily room cost (it ranges 
from $56 to $63 in the 230- 
bed hospital) and free 
treatment in the emergen- 
cy room, services that 
amounted to |66.

cluded delays in admis-

Another paragraph adds 


the caveat: "Crediting a 
patient's account 
under 


the guaranteed services 
program is not an admis- 
sion of liability, cither ex- 
pressed or implied..." 


IN THE FIRST year of 


operation, the hospital re- 
funded 
to the 
eight 


patients a.total of $143.57. 
The remaining $11,856.43 
set aside in the annual 
budget was distributed as 
bonuses to the hospital's 
577 employes. The bon- 
uses, based on the number 
of hours each worked, 
ranged from 30 cents to a 
newly hired employe to 
$32.80. The average was 


- $20. 


Ruse, who convinced 


the 18-man board of trust- 
ees to approve the service 
guarantee 
to patients, 


says he got the idea while 
driving to a meeting. 


"I just happened to 


think of it," he says. "It 
didn't come from any par- 
ticular set of circum- 
stances." 


THE PROPOSAL first 


was studied by two board 
committees, then went to 
the full board which voted 
approval by a three-to-one 
margin. 


"The concern was not 


so much with the $12,000 a 
year as with the potential 
liability, which was un- 
known," Ruse said. "We 
were putting the entire 
budget of the hospital on 
the line. 


"The 
initial 
reaction 


was one of acceptance, but 
not unanimously. There 
were some who said 
laughingly, 'Call in the 
men in white uniforms.' 


"But I sold it through 


logical reasoning," ex- 
plained Ruse, who has 
been hospital administra- 
tor for 11 years. "I ex- 
plained that the hospital 
had a track record of few 
complaints. We have had 
a patient relations director 
for seven years and an 


Aspirin Line for com- 
plaints five years. We 
knew the types and num- 
bers of complaints were 
very small; I didn't feel 
we were taking a risk of 
that magnitude." 


RUSE SAYS Blanchard 


Valley's costs are 20 per 
cent below the average in 
northwestern Ohio and the 
service guarantee pro- 
gram should help to hold 
down costs because it fos- 
ters patient confidence. 
"Hopefully they will gel 
well faster and shorten 
their length of stay — 
which will help hold down 
the cost," Ruse said. 


He added: "In adopting 


this kind of program, you 
have to have a lot of faith 
in what you're doing. U 
the phone is ringing and 
too many patients are 
unhappy, you could go 
bankrupt.

residents of a Tokyo sub- 
urb have won a $10,330 set- 
tlement from the builder 
of a five-story apartment 
house they claim has de- 
prived them of their right 
to sunshine. 


The settlement, recom- 


mended by a district 
court, ended a controversy 
that had residents' giving 
protest handbills and an 
unfriendly welcome lo ten- 
ants moving into the new 
building while the mayor 
of Musashino City, a 
Tokyo suburb, stopped 
water and sewage service 
loit. 


Mayor Kihachiro Goto 


said the construction firm 
had violated a city guide- 
line by failing to consult 
nearby residents on the 
building's effect on sun- 
shine 
before breaking 


ground. The rule applies 
to buildings more than 33 
feet high. 


The "right to sunshine" 


issue surfaced in Tokyo a 
dozen years ago when the 
first high-rise apartment 
buildings began overshad- 
owing areas of one- and 
two-story houses. 


Some 300 municpal gov- 


ernments around J a p a n 
have "sunshine" guide- 
lines similar to the one in 
Musashino City, but local 
courts have ruled both for 
and against the regulation.

Oil producers huddle 
over pricing rivalries 


VIENNA (AP) - Oil ministers of the . 


Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting 


Countries reported 
making some 


progress toward ending price-cutting 
rivalry after a six-hour session Saturday. 


The 13 OPEC ministers meet again 


today to try and simplify a complex pric- 
ing system that has permitted members 
to introduce disguised price changes by 
adjusting special premium charges on 
high quality oil. 


"It is all of OPEC against Iraq," 


Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Ahmed Zaki 
Yamani told newsmen after Saturday's 
session. 


HIS STATEMENT indicated t h a t 


Iraq, which had 
raised the issue by 


accusing neighboring Kuwait of unfair 
price-shaving last month, was in turn 
being charged with using the same tac- 
tics to win customers. 


Iraq had claimed (hat Kuwait was 


trimming just under 1 per cent off its 
prices, thus failing to implement a 10 per 
cent increase officially decreed by OPEC 
Oct. 1. 
' 


Other delegates declined to single out 


specific countries as culprits. 


At issue in the price-shaving dispute 


are "differentials," or premiums charged 
on certain oil grades, either because they 
have less specific gravity and are there- 
fore purer, or have less pollutant sulfur 
content. 


In a glutted world market, high- 


priced oil grades are no longer competi- 
tive and OPEC states have recently 
slashed these differentials. 


DESPITE OPEC's official decision to 


hike its basic price from Oct. 1 to $11.51 
per barrel of standard or benchmark oil, 
the differentials adjustments have in fact 
enabled some individual OPEC members 
to gain advantages by increasing their 
prices less than others have. 


Iraq accused Kuwait last month of 


trying to "create disruption on the oil 
market and inspire competitive bidding 
among producers." 


But Kuwait's 10-cent-per:barrel price 
_ 


cut was smaller than, for instance, In- 
donesia's — cut more than $1. 


Some delegates privately said there 


is anger against the Iraqis for pointing 
the finger at Kuwait when Iraq has ad- 
justed differentials downward to increase 
its exports. 


OPEC's TWO-DAY regular ministeri- 


al conference opened against the 
background of hesitant moves to get a 
dialogue between industrial, oil producer 
and poorer nations under way. 


Iran's chief delgate, Interior Minister 


Jamshid Amouzegar, told newsmen that 
this week's 27-nation Paris conference, 
which he and representatives of six other 
OPEC states attended, was "a great step 
in the right direction." 


Amouzegar criticized as too low a 


proposal for a $7-per-barrel floor price. 
for oil, made Friday by the International 
Energy Agency — IEA - the group of 18 
major industrial consumer countries. 


The IEA wants its members to adopt 


the floor price to insure research, into 
expensive alternative energy sources 
against a possible future drop in oil 
prices. 


Amouzegar said OPEC believes that 


to adequately protect energy research, 
the floor price would have to be some- 
where between ?12 and ?16 per barrel as 
suggested by the Organization for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation and Development. 


THE PRICE OF oil is one of the key 


issues in negotiations generated by the 
Paris meeting of oil states, less fortunate 
developing countries 
and the non- 


Communist industrial countries. 


U.S. Secretary of State Henry Kiss- 


ingeV says the price is too high and is 
damaging the economy of the world. 


The oil states contend their prices are 


simply a function of the West's economic 
mismanagement and that unless some 
order is achieved, prices may rise fur- 
ther. Non-oil countries are caught be- 
tween their sympathies 
for the

"Scars" of Viefnam 


The Senate .tried to 


make its anguish about 
Angola clear, but Presi- 
dent Ford reacted in much 
the same way that his pre- 
decessor, Richard Nixon, 
often reacted when Con- 
gress tried to put reins on 
the Vietnam war. 


Ford denounced the 


vote as a "deep tragedy" 
and an "abdication of re- 
sponsibility," 


In rhetoric hauntingly 


reminiscent of Vietnam, 
he asked: 


"How can the United 


States, the greatest power 
in the world, take the posi- 
tion that the Soviet Union 
can operate with impunity 
many thousands of miles 
away . . . while we refuse 
any assistance to the 
majority of local people 
who ask only for military 
equipment to defend them- 
selves?" 


Said a well-posted Sen- 


ate Republican in another 
Vietnam-like touch: "The 
President decided he could 
pin the blame on the 
Democrats for losing 
Angola, but I don't think 
it's going to wash. I'm not 
sure we've ever had Ango- 
la." 


To many 
senators, 


Angola represented the 
threat of Vietnam all over 
again. . . . 


Said Senate .Majority 


Leader Mike Mansfield, D- 
Monl, summing up the 
mood: "Vietnam left its 
scars .oh me, and;pn.-us, 
which will never/never go ; 
away but which must 
never, never be repeated 
again." 


The Vietnam parallel 


was also .mentioned by 
others with long memories 
— Sen. Hubert. Humphrey, 
D-Minn., one of its major 
political casualties in his 
1968 presidential cam- 
paign. 


"We let this happen in 


Vietnam," said Hum- 
phrey. "1 know. I was in 
this body (the ,Senate) 
when .we had all too little 
information. Then I be- 
came vice president and I 
was surrounded by infor- 
mation. 


"Thank God we now 


have the opportunity to de- 
bate this in the open . . ." 


The 
administration's 


arguments for its Angola 
involvement struck many 
senators as frighteningly 
similar to words they had 
heard time and again 
from both Democratic and 
Republicanadministra- 
tipns seeking to justify 
Vietnam. 
.Secretary, of State 
Henry Kissinger said' that 
"the United Slates will try 
,to prevent one party from 
achieving" dominance 


It was former President 


Lyndon Johnson's secre- 
tary of state, Dean Rusk, 
who 'time and again 
argued in the mid-1960s 
that the U.S. objective in 
Vietnam was to "prevent" 
a Communist takeover. 


THE 
PENTAGON 


Papers, the semi-official 
history of the Vietnam 
war, summarized U.S. 
objec'ives in Southeast 
Asia by saying that "the 
American 
government, 


from the Truman adminis- 
tration onward, felt it 
necessary to take action to 
prevent Communist con- 
trol of all of Vietnam." 


These weren't the only 


parallels. 


Ford's saying that the 


U.S. only wanted to help 
"local people" to defend 
themselves sounded a lot 
like earlier presidents' 
arguments for the so-call- 
ed Vietnamization pro- 
gram. 


Kissinger said the U.S. 


would support a "solution 
in which no outside power 
participates." 
He .and 


Nixon.often argued that 
they would accept any 
"solution" that the-Viet- 
namese themselves could 
work put. 


In both Angola and Viet- 


nam, the fundamental 
issue has been who is 
going to control a country 
that has recently emerged 
from colonial domination. 


Vietnam was a French 


colony, 
Angola Por- 


tuguese. 


But .while there have 


been similarities in the 
handling of the two situa- 
tions, there are also many 
differences.

Papers demonstrate, in 
the early days:0f U.S. in- 
volvement in Vietnam it 
was not Russia, but 
Communist China, that 
was feared. 


And U.S. involvement in 


Angola has already taken 


a different course from 
Vietnam. 


tn Angolaj the U.S. has' 


so far only been supplying 
arms and other aid .to 
local political factions. 
The first U.S. involvement 
in Vietnam also began 
with arms shipments — 
but not to indigenous 
forces. 
' BUT IT WAS the CIA, in 
Vietnam as in Angola, that 
started it all. The first 
major .U.S. involvement in 
Viefnam was headed by a 
famous U.S. CIA agent, 
with a team of CIA help- 
ers, who arrived in Saigon 
in 1954.

tration sources, the CIA 
has about five or six men' 
in Angola now.

WASHINGTON - The 


94th Congress, which 
began last January amid 
dashes with President 
Ford; over energy, policy 
and^a tax cut, ended its 
first session squabbling 
with the President over 
energy policy and a tax 
cut. 


These two issues — 


energy and the economy 
— dominated much of the 
session, which began with 
pledges of bipartisan coop- 
eration, but quickly settled 
into a series of confronta- 
tions between the White 
House and Congress that 
left a record of mixed re- 
sults. 


CONGRESS convened 


after 
last November's 


elections with increased 
Democratic majorities in 
both the Senate 'and the 
House. The influx of 75 
freshmen 
Democrats 
in 


the-House led to the oust- 
ing of,.three veteran com- 
mittee chairmen' and to 
predictions that a Demo- 
cratic Congress would as- 
sert more control over (he 
shaping of policy, particu- 
larly to bring the economy' 
out of its, recession. 


But Democratic leaders 


of both Houses soon found 
they could not always 
muster their large major- 
ities to override presiden- 
tial vetoes, which takes a 
two-thirds vote. • 


FQRD VETOED 15 bills 


during the .session. Con- 
gre$s fried to override 
nii$ of those vetoes, but 
succeeded only three 
times.pn bills that normal-

Ford's 'vetoes-were sus- 


tained on other major 
Democratic 
measures, 


such as those preserving 
oil-price controls and 
sharply expanding public- 
service jobs and housing 
programs. 


Going into a presiden- 


tial election year, the end- 
of-session .assessments 
that poured out of congres- 
sional leaders' offices in 
recent 
days differed 


sharply. 


FOR EXAMPLE, Carl 


Albert,..D-Okla., speaker 
of the House,'said Con- 
gress had met the chal- 
lenges of stimulating eco- 
nomic 
recovery, 


successfully implementing 
a new .budget process to 
give Congress control over 
federal spending and 
devising an energy policy 
"despite,' the intransigent 
opposition of an unelected 
President and his follow- 
ers in Congress." 


Albert said Congress 


has "worked.harder and 
met> for•• more hours than 
anyCsession since World 
Wat H," 
. 


REP. 
John 


l-Ariz., minority 


leader J.'said Congress was 
Hjj.eing run by undera- 
{jhiftve/s"- and added: "It 
isjab'solutely appalling to 
realize! just how little has

Following is a summary 


of some of the major 
developments during the 
session.'.'. 


—The economy. As Con- 


gress convened last Janu- 
ary, Ford asked for a $16- 
billion tax cut-to spur the 
sagging economy but he 
reluctantly signed a $22.8- 
billion tax cut measure 
Congress sent him. The 
session ended with Ford 
vetoing a six-month exten- 
sion of the tax cuts be- 
cause1 Congress failed to 
set a $395-billion spending 
ceiling for the fiscal year 
beginning next Oct. 1. 
After the House failed to 
override that veto, Con-

gress passed another six- 
month extension of the tax 
cuts with compromise lan- 
guage pledging a non- 
specific 
spending 
limit 


which Ford agreed to sign. 


A'fter Ford vetoed a 


$5.3-billion bill 
creating 


public-service jobs, Con- 
gress approved a scaled- 
down $2.9-billion version. 
After another veto, a com- 
promise housing bill was 
enacted extending various 
mortgage-subsidy pro- 
grams, plus mortgage- 
payment assistance 
to 


unemployed 
homeowners 


threatened with foreclo- 
sure. 


Congress also approved, 


and Ford signed, a bill ex- 
tending extra unemploy- 
ment benefits in areas of 
high unemployment. 


—Energy and the envi- 


ronment. After repeated 
clashes with the President 
over energy policy, Con- 
gress approved, just be- 
fore adjournment, a major 
energy bill that-would 
force an immediate reduc- 
tion in the price of crude 
oil. After the fall of 1977, 
prices might be allowed to 
"rise somewhat.above their 
levels now. Also the bill 
would establish efficiency 


standards for automobiles, 
create a national petrole- 
um'reser've and take other 
steps to conserve 
fuel. 


Ford has not said whether 
he will sign the bill. 


A separate measure to 


remove some of the price 
controls on natural gas 
was passed by the Senate, 
but put off by the House 
until next year. . 


The House failed to 


override Ford's veto oj a 
bill establishing minimum 
federal standards for the 
regulation of the strip 
mining of coal. • Another 
measure providing aid to 
states willing to set land- 
use standards was killed 
in a House committee. 


Early next year both 


houses are 
expected to 


consider amendments - to 
the Clean Air Act of 1970, 
which could change some 
deadlines for meeting auto 
emission standards and 
other requirements. 


—Social legislation. 


Ford recommended a five- 
year extension of the Vot- 
ing Rights Act of 1965, but 
he signed legislation ex- 
tending the law for seven 
years and broadening its 
coverage to language 
minorities. 


Congress overrode a 


presidential veto and 
enacted a $7.9-billion 
appropriations bill for a 
variety of federal educa- 
tion programs. By .wide 
margins both houses also 


—General

After a lengthy battle that 
dominated, the closing 
weeks of the session, the 
President proposed 
and 


Congress approved legisla- 
tion permitting federal 
loans of up to $2.3 billion a 
year through mid-1978 to 
help New York City meet 
its seasonal cash needs 
and avert a default. 


Over the objections of 


many Republicans, both 
houses hi the closing days 
of the session approved a 
bill expanding the picket- 
ing rights of construction

overrode Ford's veto of a 
bill extending school-lunch 
and other child-nutrition 
programs. Both measures 
had been vetoed because 
of (heir cost. 


In a continuing fight 


over the politically sensi- 
tive school busing issue, 
the Senate approved and 
the House accepted lan- 
guage barring the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education 
'.and Welfare from ordering 
the busing of pupils be- 
yond the school nearest 
their homes. The provi- 
sion, which was attached 
lo a $36-billion appropria- 
tions bill, would not affect 
court-ordered 
busing. 


Ford vetoed the bill 
Friday and .the House will 
try to override the veto 
Jan. 27.

workers by permitting 
striking workers to picket 
an entire construction site, 
although their grievance 
was with only one subcon- 
tractor. Labor Secretary 
John Dunlop endorsed the 
measure, but other presi- 
dential economic and po- 
litical advisers 
have 


recommended a veto. 


Congress approved and. 


Ford signed a bill repeal- 
ing the so-called "fair 
trade" laws that for near- 
ly 40 years had permitted 
price fixing on many con- 
sumer products. 


A major bill long sought 


by consumer groups lo 
creote an agency to repre- 
sent the consumer interest 
before federal depart- 
ments and agencies was 
passed by both the Senate 
and House. However, dif- 
ferences still have to be 
reconciled by a Senate- 
House conference and the 
surprisingly slim margin 
by which the bill passed 
the House indicated that 
an expected veto by Ford 
could not be overriden. 


Both houses passed bills 


providing federal grants 


and loans for the reorgan- 
ization of bankrupt North- 
east and Midwest rail- 
roads. That bill faces a 
possible veto. 


Congress approved a 


bill encouraging the devel- 
opment of a .nationwide 
system for buying and 
selling securities. 


The House passed .a 


measure modifying the 
Hatch Act to permit feder- 
al workers lo lake part in 
partisan election cam- 
paigns and run for office,

- 


Somewhere in the 
hot 


sandy wastes of Yemen 
this Christmas, a Roman 
Catholic priest will cele- 
brate Mass alone. Dinner 
will be something cold 
from a can, Last time it 
was tuna fish. 


And when his celebra- 


tion is over, he will go 
back to work, ferreting out 
inscriptions of a language 
and people long dead, of a 
largely unknown civiliza- 
tion that flourished 15 cen- 
turies before Christ was 
born. 


And perhaps he will 


ponder (he will of God, 
and the sadness of all lost 
things. 


Only a few weeks ago — 


before this, his seventh 
trip to the southern Ara- 
bian peninsula — Father 
Albert Jamme sat in a 
borrowed Catholic Univer- 


sity office, his voice rising 
and falling in frustration, 
his torn T-shirt smudged 
with char, his fingers gray 
with ash, the ah- still taint- 
ed with smoke. 


Around him was all that 


remained of 35 years of 
work, lifetime of seven- 
day weeks, charred and in 
disarray. 


Fire struck his small; 


cluttered office on Oct. 26, 
and this 59-year-old ser- 
vant of God wonders why, 
in (he manner of Job. He 
said in his French-Belgian 
accent: 


"I know there is a great 


lesson in this. But I don't 
know what it is. What He 
wanted me to learn, I do 
not know. For many years 
f work all day long here, 
every day. That He had a 
good reason, there is no 
doubt. It is not even up to 
me to ask why."

call him on campus, is a 
balding, excitable m a n .

He speaks with.his hands 
and many clicks of his 
tongue when words fail. 


He is one of only four 


scholars in the world who 
have reached back cen- 
turies before Christ to 
recover Semitic languages 
and 
history, collected 


from desert ruins, of an 
ancient people who pre- 
ceded the Phoenicians, 
Greeks, Romans, Hebrews 
and Arabs with a'civiliza- 
tion of their own. His li- 
brary, stored in his office, 
was to yield a still unwrit- 
ten dictionary of those 
languages. 


THEY lived in a verd- 


ant realm that is now 
desert. They built a huge 
reservoir, holding millions 
and millions of gallons of 
water, irrigating the coun- 
tryside and altering the 
climate. The dam itself, in 
ruins at Marib, fascinates 
Pere Jamme: 


"That is a beauty of 


universe, to see 
that. 


Goodness sake. It's just 
fantastic." 


Greeks 
and Romans 


called it "the happy Ara- 
bia where it was so de- 
lightful to live." Even the 
early Hebrews traded with 
this lost kingdom. 


The people whom Pere 


Jamme records mastered 
language. But they could 
not master themselves. 


"YOU SEE, all those 


countries of south Arabia, 
how do you say, were 
completely dried out by 
constant wars between 
themselves. You cannot 
keep on making battles for 
centuries without weaken- 
ing your population so you 
cannot get up again. Men 
die, and there's less man- 
power to .keep up the 
dam." 


Arid so, their wealth and 


manhood spent, the tribes 
eventually moved north, 
probably whence they 
came, back to the cradle 
of the Semites, to be ab- 
sorbed by time. 


Until after World War 


11, little was known of 
these people and the four 
languages they fashioned. 
But for the efforts of a few 
like Pere Jamme, they 
would still be unknown. 


He happened on this 


subject matter by chance 
during World War II as a 
student searching for a 
Ph.D. thesis in the library 
at (he University of Lou- 
vain. There he stumbled 
across a book, written in 
German, of some begin- 
ning research 
info these 


then traceless people. 


SINCE TO this day 


there are no courses 
taught about them, even 
by Pere Jamme, these col- 
lected researches of his 
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a family store 


were, until the fire, one of 
the few reservoirs of their 
history. 


Which is why he is even 


more haunted by the fire, 
and why he returns now, 
his life's work in sham- 
bles, to try to replace 
what went up in smoke. 


Oct. 26 was a chilly Sun- 


day in Washington, and as 
was his habit every day, 
he said Mass at the home 
he shares with other Cath- 
olic brothers and was in 
his office by 7:15 a.m. 


It was a simple office, 


some of the shelves made 
from old doors, scavenged ' 
from around 
campus, 


loaded with boxes of index 
cards, (he key to his dic- 
tionary. There were larger 
boxes, 
too, containing 


latex impressions of stone 
inscriptions, albums of 
photographs of inscrip- 
tions and piles of squeezes 
of inscriptions. 


THE LATTER were 


made by pounding soaked 
blotting paper into the 
words cut in stone to mold 
the letter forms. 


Pere Jamme makes no 


salary. His only money 
comes 
from birthday, 


Christmas and Easter 
gifts, and 4hat goes into 
his work, save for a few 
self-indulgences like ciga- 
rettes and coffee. 


He brings the 
dinner 


leftovers from his church- 
supported 
house 
and 


usually eats them cold at 
lunchtime. But this pales, 
and on this chilly day he 
heated up some stew, then 
cleaned off the hot plate. 


(The fire department 


later said the hot plate 
caused the fire. Pere 
Jamme insists it was un- 
plugged and cold, else how 
could he have cleaned it.) 


His task this day was to 


bind the notes of his last 
trip to Yemen in 1973-74 in 
hopes a grant would come 
through allowing him to 
make another trip this 
year. 


ALONE IN the building, 


the elevators not running 
and other offices locked 
up, he left briefly fo bor- 
row the use of a machine 
to punch holes in the thick 
wad of notes. 


When he walked back 


up to his office, he found 
the fourth floor full of 
smoke. He opened his of- 
fice door and saw flames 3 
feet high. The fluorescent 
ceiling lights lay twisted 
on the floor. 


"I had exactly the same 


shock as during the war 
when I was arrested by 
the Germans and I was 
looking into the barrel of a 
revolver pointed at my 
head," he recalled. "I 
froze." 


Forgetting two fire 


extinguishers in his panic, 
he tried carrying water 
from a rest.room. He did 
turn in a fire alarm and 
the firemen were there in 
15 minutes. It took an hour 
to put out the blaze, and 
then they began throwing 
his smoldering papers out 
the window. 


STUDENTS and faculty 


flocked to the rescue, pick- 
ing up the scattered index 
cards, the blotting paper 
.squeezes like so much wet 
and 
rumpled 
laundry. 


They were packed in 
boxes and spread on the 
library basement floors to 
dry. 


Pere Jamme was driven 


home, still in a daze, his 
eyeglasses still up on his 
burned-out desk. 
, The volunteer 
crew 


worked until four.in the 
morning, picking up any- 
thing with writing on it. 


The next day he return- 


ed to find the entire Semit- 
ic language department, 
students, faculty and 
friends hard at work sal- 
vaging what they could. 
For 10 days (hey set aside 
classes and their own 
work to work for Pere 
Jamme. 


HE MARVELED at 


their kindness, these many 
people, most of whom he 
didn't even know. . 


When his real conscious- 


ness returned, so did his 
resolve. Pere Jamme was 
born in southern Belgium 
where the Walloon farm- 
ers are known for stub- 
bornness. The totem of his 
hometown was the wild 
boar, and the farmers 
used to say the only way. 
to stop a wild boar was to 
kill it. "And so," he says, 
"since I was not killed .... 


"Besides, I have no 


right from a Christian 
point of view to give up 
anyhow." 


More help came. A po- 


lice sergeant built new 
plywood filing boxes for 
what was left of his thou- 
sands and thousands of 
index cards. One man 
offered to help with ex 
penses. The university 
sought funds to help re- 
place rare and out-of-print 
dictionaries with photo- 
graphic copies from other 
institutions. The salvage 
crew saved 50 albums of 
pictures. 


How would he replace 


records from places as far 
away as Istanbul, Bom- 
bay, London, East Germa- 
ny, Saudi Arabia? He 
guesses it might cost up to 
$40,000 and eight to nine 
years of work just to reor- 
ganize what is left and re- 
place some of it. Much is 
irreplaceable.

Can someone help him? 


How can anyone help? he 
asks, showing the glyphs 
carefully inscribed on his 
index cards. "No, I must 
do it myself." He holds his 
charred notebooks in his 
hand and says, "Oh' my 
babies." 


He ponders what the 


Ixird wants him to do, and 
faces it with faith: 


"When 1 was ordained," 


he says, "He gave me the 
most beautiful grace of 
the priesthood. And there- 
fore I am his servant, and 
the servant is not above 
the master. And the Mas- 
ter ends up on a cross. 
What do-you expect me (o 
do? End up in a limou- 
sine?" 


He wanders through the 


simple channels of faith: 
"Tt breaks your heart, my 
dear," and his eyes show 
it. "But if you are loving 
and sincere in your faith, 
you have to practice it to 
the end." 


"If you don't," and his 


voice gets angry. "Then 
you are a liar — to your- 
self and your neighbor." 


"It is not easy," his 


voice rises. "But the way 
to Calvary was not easy 
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for the Good Lord either." 


What will his work 


mean? He doesn't know. 
No one studies it. No one 
teaches it. But he won't 
have it stored away in 
some 
basement 
room, 


unavailable to anyone. 


"It has been my philoso- 


phy that the Good Lord 
doesn't ask me for suc- 
cess. He only asks me to 
work. Work he is going to 
get.

The Viet- 
namese argument says 
that U.S. help in recon- 
struction — and more re- 
cently, in' not blocking 
North Vietnam's entry 
into the United Nations — 
would lead to normalized 
relations that- would then 
lead to the resolution of 
the MIA issue. 


The United States in 


turn argues that Hanoi 
violated a clause of the 
accords under which the' 
United States should be al- 
lowed to recover its dead 
and missing. But despite 
the apparent deadlock, 
Western experts here say 
better relations and the re- 
cent thaw in the MIA 
problem.may be a sign of 
a move toward bargain- 
ing. 


After his return from 


China and the Far East, 
Ford said, "Our policies 
towards, the new regimes 
of the (Ihdochinese) penin- 
sula will be.determined by 
their conduct toward us. 
We arc prepared to recip- 
rocate goodwill — particu- 
larly the return of the 
remains of Americans kill- 
ed, or missing in action, or 


information about them." 


At Camp Samae San in 


Thailand, the Joint Casu- 
alty Resolution Center 
(JCRC) — the U.S. mili- 
tary group Charged with 
the MIA search — is pre- 
pared to move • into Viet- 
nam with search teams. 


"The thrust of our effort 


is to be ready if the cir- 
cumstances permit ,us to 
continue recovery,"-Col. 
John.Vollmer, the com- 
manding officer of 
the 


JCRC said in a recent 
interview. 


Informed sources say 


enough data is now avail- 
able to find more than 10 
per cent of the remains of 
American dead in Indochi- 
na if American search 
parties are allowed into 
the Vietnams, Cambodia 
and Laos.- In the Paris 
meeting, however, the 


North Vietnamese ambas- 
sador, Vo .Van Sung, told 
members" of the U.S. 
House Committee on Miss- 
ing Persons that his gov- 
ernment had no knowledge 
of the whereabouts of the 
850 MIAs, almost two- 
thirds of whom are report- 
ed missing in North or 
South Vietnam. 


Vollmer, a West Pointer 


and 
combat veteran of 


Korea and Vietnam, said 
that, besides the. political 
considerations involved, 
the MIA search was also a 
battle against the forces of 
nature. It has been 14 
years since the first 
American was declared 
missing in action in Viet- 
nam, and the tropical 
heat, the rains and other 
elemenls daily reduce the 
chances of recovering and 
identifying the dead. 


For the JCRC, the task 


is, according to Vollmer,

.after the- signing of the 
Paris peace accords, it 
was from the start pre- 
vented from going into 
Com munisl-cont rolled 
zones of Vietnam, Cambo- 
dia and Laos/Last Decem- 
ber, one of its search 
teams was ambushed by

and a U.S. Army officer 
was killed. From then on, 
it confined most of its ef- 
forts to analyzing data and 
urging Vietnamese villag- 
ers to provide clues on 


MIAs. 


A plaque at the JCRC 


headquarters says that the 
bodies of 44 U.S. service- 
men have been "returned 
to their homeland through 
recovery and identifica- 
tion efforts" by its teams 
and the 20-man Central 
Identification Laboratory. 
The lab, also situated at 
Samae San, has the mis- 
sion of identifying the re- 
mains. Currently, Vollmer 
says, the laboratory is 
working on about 20 re-

and other data. 


In round figures, U.S. 


military sources currently 
list 250 MIAs and 300 
BNRs in Laos; 280 and 550 
in South Vietnam; 250 and 
330 in North Vietnam; 250 
and 40 in Cambodia and 25 
and 165 at sea off Indochi- 
na. A number of American 
civilians are also missing 
in Irtdochina, including 
four newsmen.

They have also dis- 
covered major flaws in the 
procedures used hy vari- 
ous scientists to test Gel- 
Icr. 


Only a year ago, the 


science journal, Nature, 
published a favorable re- 
port of tests on Geller con- 
ducted by the Stanford Re- 
search 
Institute 
in 


California. That article, 
widely reported by the 
press, lent strong support 
to the belief that the per- 
former truly possessed 
psychic powers. 


BUT NOW that suspi- 


cions of trickery have 
been raised by the magi- 
cians, as well as by two 
researchers from 
New 


Zealand, several of the

scientists who once pro- 
fessed belief in Geller's 
authenticity have changed 
their minds. 


The magicians believe 


that Geller is demeaning 
their craft by saying that 
his abilities are beamed to 
him from a space ship 
sent by a superior civiliza- 
tion in outer space.

charlatan," said Mil- 
bourne Christopher, chair- 
man of the Occult Investi- 
gations Committee of the 
Society of American Magi- 
tians. "A careful study of 
his career and observa- 
tions of his act by magi- 
cians have turned up 
numerous instances of 
cheating." 


Christopher in his new 


book, "Mediums, Mystics 
& the Occult," says:

Hope Classic in Palm 
Springs is one of the most 
popular stops on the PGA 
tour, carries the unofficial 
title of America's roving 
ambassador.

tates and maharajahs, but 
none was closer to him 
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than the late Eisenhower, 
for whom golf was a tonic. 


"I THINK golf saved 


Ike's life for years," Hope 
said on a weekend visit to 
New York during which he 
reminisced about some 'of 
his golfing experiences 
with world leaders. 


"I fear Ike would have ' 


gone much earlier — 
knowing his heart condi- 
tion — if it hadn't been for 
his interest in the game." 


Eisenhower was a golf- 


er after every weekend 
hacker's heart, Hope re- 
called.

At the Metropolitan 


Opera the main issue is 
money-. The musicians, 
whose, contract expired 
'Aug. 24, want a one-year 
contract guaranteeing 52 
paid weeks and a 12 per 
cent cost-of-living in- 
crease. 


The Metropolitan Opera 


Association, which runs 


tho opera company, has,N< 
asked the musicians to 
,sign a two-year contract 
that reduces guaranteed 
paid weeks from 51 16 44 
with no pay increase the 
first year, and in the sec- 
ond year provides 46 paid 
weeks and a 5 per cent 
increase. 


Currently, the opera or- 


chestra's 
100 musicians 


earn a minimum of $19,635 
a year, or $385 a week for 
a 51-week year.

Stores alert for6 annual shoplifting explosion9

' . S e c u r i t y officers, store em- 
ployes and police in Long Beach 
and across the country are prepar1- 
ing for "the annual shoplifting 
explosion." 
- 
Officials responsible for shop- 


lifting prevention and detection m 
Long Beach agree that while the 
Jime between Thanksgiving and the 
first week of January is bad, the 
last .two weeks of December are a 
nightmare. 


Despite mammoth increases in 


security, officials'at some major 
department stores expect shoplift- 
ing losses and arrests to double the 
annual average in the next two 
weeks.. . 
• . The stores are so crowded that 
security officers have a difficult 
time "even.keeping the honest cus- 
.toraers honest." A shoplifter who 
was .caught recently, at the down- 
town Buffum's department store 
said he got tired of waiting for a 
sales person to take his money and 
walked out with the merchandise. 


Long Beach Police Del. Bruce 


Hemme said 96 persons have been 
arrested on suspicion of shoplifting 
inithe first three weeks of Decem- 
ber. . 


. Hemme, who has been investi- 


gating all shoplifting, cases report- 
ed,to police since September, said 
the December arrest total already 
has surpassed this year's monthly 
average of 89, and "it gets worse 
the closer we gel to Christmas." 


Hemme said the merchandise 


stolen during the time he has han- 
dled shoplifting has been as differ- 
ent as the thieves who have taken 
it.' 


One man spent a weekend in 


jail recently,• Hemme said, be- 
cause he had eaten 16 cents worth 
of candy whjie standing around in a 
Long Beach store. 


Hemme said he still is investi- 


gating the biggest shoplifting case 
hi recent years. 
' Police are looking for a woman 
suspected of stealing five diamond 
rings valued at $4,180 from Craft's 
Jewelers & Loan, Inc., at 325 Pine 
Ave. 


A store employe told police the 


woman asked him to show her a 
piece of jewelry and, when he turn- 
ed his back, she picked up the rings 
and ran out. 


Hemme said most of the things 


taken by shoplifters are those that 
are easily hidden or not too-heavy 


to carry off. Television sets are 
about the biggest items stolen— 
"thieves just grab them and run." 


Police arrested one woman who 


was running her own meat delivery 
service, using steaks she had stolen 
from area markets, Kiemme said. 
The woman just stuffed the steaks 
into her purse and walked out of 
the store,, then called her regular 
customers to make the sales. 


Shoplifting is a-big problem at 


markets, Ktemme said, because 
"it's easier for poor people to steal 
food than to take something they 


have to hock or fence to buy food." 


The detective said the huge in- 


crease in shoplifting during the , 
holidays is especially discouraging 
because the stores are doing every- 
thing they can to prevent it.. 


"Every store has bolstered its 


security force. Some have doubled, 
and even tripled, their crews for 
the holidays." 


A spokesman for the J.C. Pen- 


ney Co. store at 500 Pine Ave., who 
asked not to be identified, said the 
worst period of the year began 
Saturday with the schools' Christ- 
mas holidays. He said security offi- 
cers may catch as many as six or 
seven youths shoplifting in one day. 


One reason for the expected in- 


crease in apprehensions is that the 
store has more than doubled its 
security staff, but the primary ' 
cause is the huge increase in cus- 
tomers. 


"Juveniles are our biggest 


problem," he said, "because for 
them, it's a game. 


"Part of the problem is that a 


lot of stores don't send juveniles 
down to the police department. We 
don't let anyone go." 


He said another big reason for 


juvenile shoplifting is that, in most 
cases, there are no penalties. The 
children are scolded by juvenile 
officers and sent home with their 
parents. 


He said the biggest attempted 


theft at the Long Beach Penney's 
this year occurred about three 
weeks ago, when a woman took two 
of the store's suitcases. 


Not satisfied with only the lug- 


gage, the woman then walked 
around the store, filling the suit- 
cases up until security 
officers 


stopped her. 


The woman had several items 


in her purse, including a sign which 
read "This Store Is Protected 
Against Shoplifting,"/ that she had 
taken earlier in the day from other 
downtown stores. 


Richard Jeans, chief of security 


for all 12 Buff urns' stores, blames 
California's "lack of prosecution" 
and "failing morality" for the in- 
crease in shoplifting. 


Shoplifting has a lower prosecu- 


tion priority in California than in 
any other state, Jeans said. 


"It's not a crime here," he 


complained. "It's like a traffic tick- 
et. Nine of 10 shoplifters are cited 
and released." 
. 


He added that "the 
failing

morality in California is worse than 
ever before. It (shoplifting) doesn't 
bother them because they know 
they won't have to go to jail." 


Stealing is the only thing shop- 


lifters have in common, Jeans said. 
"There is no typical shoplifter." 
His staff recently caught a 9-year- 
old girl shoplifting at one of the 
stores and an 86-year-old woman at 
another.

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Senior-citizen unit 
faulted by auditors \ 


A city audit of the Long Beach 


Department of Senior Citizens Af- 
fairs has disclosed $15,201 of "ques- 
tionable expenditures" in a $67,000 
contract, according to City Auditor 
Murray Courson. 


However, the problems that 


lead to the negative audit findings 
have already been corrected, ac- 
cording to Arthur Chapman, execu- 
tive assistant to the city manager 
and director of human resources. 


"The 
determination as to 


whether such costs will be allow- 
able or unallowable will be made 
by the county, state or the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare," said Courson. 


The audit was performed on the 


department's contract with the 
county to provide certain local 
services for senior citizens. 


Although "the recorded expen- 


ditures appear reasonable," Cour- 
son said, (he department failed to 
keep proper pay records for part- 
time help. He questioned $5,682 in 
payroll expenses that were not 
properly documented. 


Chapman said the department 


has begun keeping correct records. 
Department director Herbert Nali- 
bow deferred all comment to Chap- 
man. 


Another large expense that was 


mentioned was $4,354 for printing 
that has not yet been received, ac- 
cording to Courson. 


The period covered included the 


year ending in November 1975. The 
remaining questioned expenditures 
included smaller amounts for insur- 
ance coverage, office space rental, 
supplies and communications and 
utilities. 


Telephone bills and copying 


charges came under fire, and Cour- 
son said "it is recommended that 


the department establish appropri- 
ate controls to ensure that all reim- 
bursable costs are billed and that 
necessary. accounting entries are 
made..." 


Sick-leave time has been enter- 


ed improperly or not at all on nine 
occasions, the report said.

• his moufh, pushing through fumes of alcohol. His 


mother looks up from her yam, shakes her head and 
sniffs distastefully. Brian Parry, summoned to the

house by a letter from Easy's mother, is uncon- 
vinced; he knows Easy is' a loser, a failed salvage 
job, a sad piece of flotsam soon to be floating back (o 
San Quentin, Folsom, Soledad on the current of a 
failed parole. 


Life on the outside is no rose garden for a man 


who has done heavy time for child molesting. And it's 
no better in prison, where child molesters are held in 
contempt by other inmates. But maybe prison is the 
only place where Easy Roberts can hold at bay the 
demons that torment him and ride nightmare through 
the cobwebs of his mind. 


' Brian Parry is concerned about Easy's alcoho- 


lism, the thirst that could cause a replay of the sex 
crime that sent Easy to prison in 1962. Brian is 
resolved to keep a careful eye on Easy, to check up 
on him as often as his 63-case load permits. 


WHAT level of risk can society take with a 


parolee? This is the question Brian and agents as- 
signed to the Long Beach office of the Division of 
Parole and Community Services, State Department 
of Corrections, are faced with every working day. 
The agents' reports, investigations and observations 
tip the scale either to continued freedom or a return 
to lockup. 
It's a hard job, a gruelling job. Days can stretch 


into 12 to 15 hours, riding around, ringing doorbells, 
checking, interviewing, putting your judgment on the 
line and sifting through con promises to find (he 
truth. 


The parole agent is a mix of police officer and 


social worker. An agent has (o be tough, fair and 
realistic. Compassion and understanding and pa- 
tience are part of the job, but sentiment can't color 
judgments. Trust and skepticism coexist in a parole 
agent's work. 


Easy probably will go back inside. So will Clay 


Jordan (fictitious name), a 31-year-old armed robber, 
burglar, thief and assaulter. Clay Has failed parole 
four times in other jurisdictions, racking up on his 
apparently cureless weakness for booze, pills and 
trouble-making women. Clay is the juvenile delin- 
quent who never grew up, who seemingly can't 
handle the free world on an adult level and has a 
subconscious desire to return to the womb of prison 
life, to tuck a sentence and ordered existence around 
him like a security blanket. 


RIP GUILDERS (fictitious name) is making it. 


Brian Parry is banking on him. Rip's enrolled in an 
auto mechanics course and soon to graduate. His 
head's on straight, his family Is straight arrow and 
supportive. Soledad won't see him again; it won't 
' 
' 


reclaim the black man whose spirit and resolve run 
through the pages of beautiful, sensitive poetry he 
wrote as an inmate. His big dream is a job, a 
typewriter, a chance to prove himself to society. 


Johnny Martin (fictitious name) is 22, fresh out of 


Soledad and curtailed sentence for attempted jail 
break in Los Angeles County. He's groping, this kid 
who was salvaged by prison authorities before the 
homosexual wolves could descend on him and shatter 
his mind and body. He's got a chance, a cha_nce • 
buttressed by Brian Parry's efforts in behalf of 
employment and social agency help. 


Brian Parry is a good man to have on your side 


—if you deal from the top of the deck. The criminal 
judging of his parolees has been done by courts; 
Brian is the key part of the reclamation project, the 
steady monitor of men and women who still owe time, 
to the State of California. He works hard in the • 
criminal justice system, with accent on justice—for 
the parolee and for society. 


Brian came to the Long Beach office Oct. 15 


from the jungle of East Los Angeles. He's a four-year 
professional out of the University of Dayton, battle 
wise, con wise. An outsider may think of his work in 
caseloads, but he sees each case as a human being. 
In the world of the parole agent, that counts more 
than we know. 


U.S. privacy law could hamper crime fight 


~. WASHINGTON, D.C. - Inquiry into 
;t|ic background of convicted New Jersey 
'labor racketeer Salvalorc Briguglio is ccr- 
.[ain to bring questioners face to face with 
,sipme disturbing aspects of the new Right 
of Privacy Act which could frustrate ef- 
forts against organized crime. 
•....Briguglio, often-co'nvided pal of New 
Jersey Teamster boss Anthony "Tony 
Pro" Provenzano, is a prime suspect in the ' 
"abduction of James R. Hoffa and has taken 
(he Fifth Amendment before a federal 
'grand jury on questions relating to Hoffa. 
.*y Although Detroit strike force boss Rob- 
jSrt Oz«r could say in open court that two 
"witnesses had identified Briguglio and two 
associates as having taken part in the 
•abduction of Hoffa, the Justice Department 
•reported that the Right of Privacy Act 
forbids it from stating whether Briguglio 
;or his associates have criminal records. 
'•'• The federal Right of Privacy Act for- 
•bids officials from disclosing the criminal 
record of anyone, unless a question deals 
'•with a specific charge and court at a 
"specific time. 
•i--Justice Department press officials feel 
;that the law "is absurd," but violations 
carry a $5,000 fine. 


"If there arc going to be any errors, 


those errors will be on the side of not 
divulging information from criminal jus- 
tice records," one usually cooperative 
press official said. 


The Justice Department is barred from

any comment or confirmation of Brigu- 
glio's conviction on grand larceny and 
conspiracy in New York in 1963 or his 
incarceration in the state penitentiary in 
Attica, N.Y., in July 1966 for a two- to four- 
year sentence. 


"If it is a state charge, we can't tell 


you anything about it," a Justice Depart- 
ment spokesman said. "You will have to 
go to the slate court for any records of 
convictions." 


Even on federal charges, the Justice 


Department is barred from making avail- 


able what is public record in federal 
courts, "unless it is a pending case." 


Thus, the Justice Department is barred 


from revealing that Briguglio, while work- 
ing for Teamster Local 560, was arrested 
on a charge of conspiracy to buy and 
sell counterfeit money, counterfeit food 
stamps and counterfeit postage stamps. 


While federal court records show that 


Briguglio seyed a 14-month federal prison 
term at Lewisburg and paid a $10,000 fine, 
the Justice Department cannot confirm it 
until provided with a specific crime, court 
jurisdiction and date. 


Private citizen crime commissions, 


which keep track of organized crime and 
their hit men, burglars and muscle men,' 
are frantically protesting the complicated 
procedures for obtaining or verifying 
records of arrests, convictions or other 
dispositions of cases.

One crime commission director ex- 


plained that the majoi problem in keeping 
on top of organized crime's activities has 
been tracing those in underworld fraterni- 
ties who move quickly, change their names 
often and are often identifiable only 
through fingerprints and oilier processes of 
government identification laboratories.

located at the customhouse in San 
Pedro, e.g., the Los Angeles Dis- 
trict Patrol office, the Office of 
Internal Affairs, and the Office of 
Investigations. . . . There appear- 
ed to be no justification for the 
move except that the regional 
commissioner felt that it was a 
good management practice to. 
have all of the operational entities 
under his control physically locat- 
ed at the federal building in down- 
town Los Angeles. 


"Both regional directors point-, 


ed out that there would not be a.ny 
users of the sector communica- 
tions located in the downtown 
area, and they both felt that noth- 
ing would be accomplished by the 
move except further expending of 
the taxpayers'money." 


That says it all. 


AND THE CURRENT financial . 


difficulties compounding the prob- 
lems of the move underline the 
message. 


There is no shame in backing 


away from a bad project. A man- 
ager who doesn't make a bad 
decision occasionally is a man- 
ager who doesn't make decisions 
at all. The real. embarrassment 
for the Customs Service would not 
be in reversing a bad decision but 
in insisting on carrying it out. 


• What the Customs Service 


should worry most about in this 
case is not congressional inquiries 
or adverse publicity. What it 
should worry most about is facts. 


The facts argue strongly for 


leaving the full customs operation 
at Terminal Island. 


Mary Lawton,'deputy; assistant attor-. 


ney general, Office of Legal Counsel, says 
the Privacy Act presents "enormous diffi- 
culties" in all government agencies, where 
there is "a sense of panic" created by the 
$5,000 fine and "the extreme difficulty" of 
being certain that release of infofmalion 
does not violate the law. 
, . 


Lawton speaks of the act's "onerous 


requirements" and. "the shoddy and con- 
fusing draftsmanship" which make it 
difficult to achieve the .basic objectives of 
the act. 


There are few quarrels with the basic 


purpose of the act, which is to assure that 
the government maintains no secret infor- 
mation systems on American citizens; that 
any systems that are maintained should 
contain only Information that is relevant 
and necessary to the functioning of -that 
agency; and that such information be com- 
plete, timely and accurate. 


While Lawton speaks of those objec- 


tives s? "laudable" and stresses, the need 
to achieve them, she concedes that the 
confusions and conflicts make it difficult to 
get interpretations that are in.a spirit of 
good faith and common sense.

Zaire (which backs the FLNA-Unita coali- 
tion) is almost landlocked, except for a

narrow strip to the Atlantic, and fears 
being caught between pro-Soviet Brazza- 
ville and a hostile, Angolan government. / 
Zambia is wholly Isolated from the-sea; 
and, if Angola gets a pro-Communist re- 
gime, will be in a sandwich between that 
country, Mozambique and an increasingly 
leftwing Tanzania. It would be hard put to 
export its copper without prior political 
concessions. 


The states with white-dominated re- 


gimes are passionately obsessed: Rhode- 
sia, South West Africa and South Africa, 
whose 4.5 million whites exceed the total 
on the rest of the continent (excluding 
northern Arabs). All have watched with 
fascination as Moscow installed (tempo- 
rarily) a pro-Soviet regime in Lisbon which 
then acted as broker between Russia and 
the MPLA organization in Angola. MPLA 
cadres trained in the U.S.S.R., Czcchoslo- 


• vakia and Bulgaria have been equipped, 
advised and even staffed by Moscow. 


No black government would openly op- 


pose moves directed against the white re- 
gimes of southern Africa. This presents so 
huge an embarrassment to the anti-MPLA 
cause that it could in the end prove a 
mortal Achilles heel. Moscow constantly 
stresses this point. A' pro-Soviet Angola 
would be developed into a case for armed 
subversions against white-governed areas. 


But this is not the entire story, as 


. Chinese policy has implied. Peking has 


been cultivating black Africa for years and 
invested much in economic projects. It has 
aided guerrilla movements from Mozam- 


. bique across to Angola. Apart from rivalry 
' for influence; there has been Sine-Soviet 


ideological competition. 


' All the great powers acknowledge that, 


whatever their prejudices on South Africa 
and Rhodesia (which are somewhat simi- 
lar), Southern Africa has a vast impor- 
tance in the world power balance. Angola 
alone, a very rich land, half of whose 


. petroleum goes to the United States, is a 


keystone in any strategic pattern. 


For a considerable time the Russians, 


aided by their Cuban allies, have been 
operating throughout Africa, with empha- 
sis on west Africa. Advisers, technicians 
and military missions from Moscow and 
Havana have been prominent. Soviet diplo- 


- macy has regained much if not all.of the 


influence weaned away at one time by 
Chinese cleverness. 


And Soviet authority increases with 


victories by its guerrilla clients — as in 
Mozambique and soon, perhaps, in Angola. 
Moreover, any decisive triumph in the lat- 
ter country will strongly heighten Russian 
prestige in uncertain lands like Zambia 
and Zaire. There is an even greater prob- 
lem involved: strategic geography. The 
ever-growing Soviet fleet is steadily gain- 
ing naval ascendency in the Indian Ocean 
and the eastern approaches to the vital 
Cape shipping route via the Mozambique 
Channel. 


Now if Moscow gains control of Angola, 


the western seaway will be subject to 
blockade. Air and naval installations avail- 
able to Russia could affect the South Atlan- 
tic balance as far down as Antarctica. 


This is a matter of geopolitical interest 


that no nation can permit to be obscured 
because of emotional prejudice against 
South Africa's unjust racial policies. Even 
China has managed to remember its own 
national interests when regarding southern 
Africa and has done its limited best to 
.offset a Soviet advance. 


In Angola's prolcy war, it is embarrass- 


ing for the United States that South Africa 
is involved. But South Africa is in no 
remote sense a threat to the West. Russia 
is.

For that matter, the Mexican gov- 
ernment has almost no control over 
some of the mountainous poppy- 
growing regions. 


THE NEWS from the Far East 


has been somewhat better. In confi- 
dential reports from Thailand, the 
Drug Enforcement Agency de- 
scribes the break-up of a dope ring 
that had shipped "over 1,000 
pounds of heroin from Thailand to 
the United States since 1967. 


"The organization has been 


seriously disrupted," the classified 
documents report, and the ring- 
leaders have been caught. They 
were "responsible for supplying. 
several East Co'ast locations in the 
United States, including North 
Carolina, Washington, D.C., Pitts- 
burgh and . . . New York City." 


An official, three-page sum- 


mary describes how an underworld 
alliance of U.S. servicemen, '.'c'ii- 
servicemen and Asian na'lipnais 
"used the APO mail system, mill- , 
tary aircraft, official military p'o'st, 
home baggage and couriers"" fo 
smuggle heroin 
info Ihe United 


States.

Tfye first break came with' (lie 


arrest of :a..former serviceman 
name'd William Henry Jackson 
who rah the Five Star Bar in Bang- 
kok. His protector, according to the 
'confidential reports, was a high 
Thai legislative figure.' 


. But the ring continued to oper- 


. afe after Jackson was shut up in 


the slammer. Earlier this year,--ex- 
DEA chief John Bartels set up-a 
special task force in Thailand. One 
of its agents managed lo infiltrate 
the smuggling ring. 


"An initial purchase of 1,000 


grams (about two pounds) of heroin 
by the agent last March in Bangkok 
established his bonafides," states 
the memo. This led to a "Sino-Thai 
resident of Bangkok named Luc ha i 
Ruviwat." 


THE UNDERCOVER agent, at 


the risk of his life, cultivatcd.Lu- 


. chai by purchasing heroin from 


him. Government funds were used 
to buy more than six pounds of 
almost pure heroin. 


Once in Luchai's confidence, 


the agent learned . that the dope 
dealer was planning a delivery of 
more lhan 100 pounds of heroin to 
the United States. This amount, 
after it was cut for street sales, 
would be worth a staggering $30 
million. 


The agent, holding out the bait 


of an extra $75,000 profit for Lu- 
chai,.persuaded him "to visit the 
U.S. and suggested he bring some 
more heroin with him." 


End of incident: "On Sept. 2, 


.Luchai and a Thai courier associ- 
ate were arrested in San Francisco 
with (a pound) of heroin and,charg- 
cd with importalion with intent 'to • 
sell narcotics."

Tapes ruling awaited in trial 
of suspect in women's deaths

has opened in Los Angeles 
Superior Court. 


Technically, it began 


more than a week ago 
when prosecutor Peter 
Bregman made his open- 
ing statement to Judge 
Jack Goe'rtzcn. 


Defense attorneys, how- 


ever, immediately chal- 
lenged the validity of the 
prosecution's first evi- 
dence—a series of tape- 
recorded statements the 
28-year-old Shill gave to 
investigators in October 
1974. 


THUS,'- the trial has 


betn suspended while the 
judge conducts, a. special 
bearing to decide if the 
tapes will be considered as 
evidence. 
1 


During the evidence 


hearing, 
.witnesses—in- 


cluding police officers 
and, on Friday, the de- 
fendant 
himself—have 


testified. And the court 
has listened to the tapes. 


Prosecutors Bregman 


and John Bax contend 
they're legally binding 
confessions to some of the 
crimes Shill is charged 
with committing. 


BESIDES the two mur- 


der counts, Shill 'faces 
charges that include two 
'sex crimes,' attempted 
murder and assault. They 
stem from a series of at- 
tacks on Southland women 
in the summer and fall of 
1974. 
. - 


Defense attorneys Ed- 


ward George and Anthony 
Murray contend the tapes 
hold illegally acquired 
statements, the involun- 
tary remarks of an unwit- 
ting prisoner to investiga- 
tors. 


Shill originally was 


arrested . in connection 
with a hatchet assault on a. 


' young woman in Signal 


Kill. But the-case mush- 
roomed when interviews 
with Shill and a continuing 
investigation linked him 
with other crimes, police 
said. 


In his testimony Friday 


—strictly limited to the 
.question of whether he 
talked with police volun- 


. tarily-^Shill gave his ac- 
' count of 'his arrest the 
'night of Oct. 11, 1974, and 
his first days as a prisoner 
in the Signal Hill jail. 


SKILL, testified simply 


and conversationally that 
Signal Hill investigators 
Jon Ohman and Frank 
McCoy advised him of his 
rights at the time of his 
arrest, but that they insist- 
ed on interviewing him be- 


fore he was allowed to see 
an attorney. 


Those officers have 


testified that. Shill ac- 
knowledged he understood 
his rights—including the 
right to sec an. attorney 
before talking—and w a 1 v-' 
ed them, allowing them to 
go ahead with the inter- 
views. 


On the first tape played 


in court, Shill acknowl- 
edges the hatchet assault 
on a Long Beach college 
coed—the climax to a 
night of heavy drinking, a 
desultory, fruitless search 
for a prostitute and a 
minor t r a f f i c - accident 
with the coed's car. 


Striking the young 


woman with the hatchet's 
blade was an accident, he 
tells 
investigators—he 


struck the blow in a mo- 
ment of apparent panic, 
but only intended to stun 
her with the hatchet's 
blunt butt. 


"IT HAS been eating 


me alive ever since it hap- 
pened," he states on the 
tape. 


The young woman sur- 


vived that incident! • 


On a subsequent tape of 


an intei-view with investi- 
gators from Irvine, Shill is 
asked about a Long Beach 
woman, identified as a 
prostitute, named Bonnie 
Faye Davis. 


In September,'1974 her; 


body was found in Irvine. 


On the tape, Shill initial- 


ly denies knowing about 
the woman's death. 


DET. STEPHEN Nash 


at that point showed the 
defendant a photo of the 
woman, he. has testified. 
And at that moment on the 
tape, he asks a point-blank 
question: "Is that the 
woman you shot in the 
head?" 


Shill answers: "I don't 


know." 


Nash seizes on that: 


"OK, djd you shoot a 
woman in the head? A 
prostitute?" •" 


"I believe I did," Shill 


responds. 
. Like the other prosecu- 
tion tapes, the validity of 
the one recording that ex- 
change remains to be de- 
cided by Goertzen. 


Attorneys in the case 


said Friday his rulings on 
the issue could come this

Selling home on contract is no riskier than renting 


What's involved in thai 


curious business known as 
a "sale"? Well, it can be 
as simple as walking into 
the drug store and slap- 
ping down a dollar for a 
girlie magazine — or as 
complex 
as 
wading 


through a 150-page legal 
document in the presence 
ot a dozen lawyers to buy 
control of a huge apart- 
ment complex. 


It boils down to the 


same thing: The transfer 
of ownership of and title (o 
property from one party to 
another, for a price. 


DEAR MR. CAMPBELL: 


I've owned, and rented 


out, a nice three-bedroom 
home for the past few 
years. The present tenants 
are a nice young couple 
who would like very much 
to buy it He's the son of 
an old friend, and I'd like 
lo oblige them — since the 
house hasn't been all that 
good as an investment, 
anyway — but the trouble 
is that, like most young 
couples today, they don't 
have a cent toward a 
downpayment. 


The boy's father has 


suggested that I sell the 
house to them on contract. 
As 1 understand this, the 
title would remain in my 
name until the equivalent 
of a good downpayment 
has been made in monthly 
installments, like rent, 
and that I could evict this 
couple if they don't make 
good on it. 


I was about to agree to 


this when another friend 
[old me that getting a con- 
tract buyer out 
of the 


property if he defaults can 
be a long, time-consuming 
business and that he can 
"squat" there without 
making any payments for 
many, many months. 


1 trust mis young cou- 


ple, but I really don't 
know much about them. Is 


my friend's warning justi- 
fied? Mr. W. F. P., Long 
Beach. 


A N S W E R : 
Your 


friend's warning has an 
element of validity in it 
since the person buying 
the home on contract has 
a bit more of a stake in 
the property than a mere 
renter does. But, how 
much of a slake will de- 
pend largely on how much 
equity he has in it. 


Normally, thai is, i/ he 


has 20 per cenl (or less) 
equity in the home, he can 
be evicted for defaulting 
on his obligations in about 
30 days — which, in most 
places, is just about as 
long as it takes to get a 
delinquent renter out, too. 


At the 20 per cenl mark, 


his sincerity in owning (he 
property is pretty w e l l 
established and, rightfully 
I think, he has a much 
greater stake in it. 


Between 20 and 39 per 


cent equity it will take 
about 60 days to get him 
out and, with an equity in 
the 39 to -19 per cent range, 
the eviction for default 
normally takes 120 days. 
If he has 50 per cent or 
more equity in the proper- 
ty, then it can take up to 
nine months. 


As you can see, the risk 


isn't really loo great. Unlil 
your young friend and his 
wife have pretfy well 
proved their ability lo han- 
dle this kind of responsi- 
bility, it wouldn't be any 
harder to gel them out of 
your house than it would 
be right now while they're 
still renting. They sound 
like a pretty fair bet to 
me. 


DEAR MR. CAMPBELL: 


We bought a house on a 


corner lot this past spring, 
and 1 never knew before 
how near-impossible it is 
to maintain a nice lawn on 


a corner lot — every kid in 
the neighborhood and a lot 
of adults, too, take a short- 
cut right across my poor 
lawn. 


We are thinking of put- 


ting up a picket fence but. 
since our lawn extends all 
the way out to the street 
(no sidewalk), how close to 
the street can we put it? Is 
there some sort of precise 
distance that we have to 
pay attention to? Mrs. V. 
B. A., San Diego. 


ANSWER: An alligator- 


filled moat doesn't sound 
like a bad idea, either. 


Actually, how far back 


from the street a fence 
must be set will vary 
widely from city to city, 
and there's no way 
of 


knowing what your own 
local regulation is without 
calling your street depart- 
ment. 


An implied easement — 


three feet is common — is 
practically universal and 
there are normally other 
considerations, too, such 
as those having to do with 
access to fire 
hydrants, 


storm sewers and so on. . 


In the average city, 


there usually isn't much 
quibbling over this sort of 
thing unless the homeown- 
er tries lo include Ihe 
street-guttering in his tit- 
tle domain. 


DEAR MR. CAMPBELL: 


My broker recently sold 


a piece of real estate for 
me and, as is usual, Ihe 
buyer gave me "earnest" 
money, 11,000, in the form 
of a personal check. Short- 
ly after this I had to turn 
down two additional offers 
on the property — one of 
them for more than my 
original agreement. Final- ! 
ly, my buyer backed out of 
the deal. 


I took it for granted, 


and so did my broker, that 
the $1,000 WDS mine and 
that the buyer forfeited it 


by dropping out 
of 
the 


deal. When 5 tried lo 
deposit the check, though, 
I found out that my 
"buyer" had stopped pay- 
ment on it. 


My broker says lhat he 


doesn'l think there's any- 
thing I can do about it, but

A "meaningless" game?

"I'm really proud of ray teammates," 


said Fred Dreyer,.keynoting the grit dis- 
played in Saturday night's 10-3 win over- 
the Pittsburgh Steelers. "We knew we 
were hurting but shucks..." 


So nobody will have a better record 


than the Rams' 12-2 when the National 
Football League playoffs open next week- 
end, and if some of those wins were 
achieved against paper opponents, they 
had to do it the hard way in the last one. 


THEY BEAT the Super Bowl cham- 


pions without eight players who were 
starters when the season opened, and if 
anybody in the national TV audience or 
in the crowd of 69,389 at the Coliseum 
thought the Steelers.weren't trying... 


"Bull!" Dryer retorted, dismissing 


the suggestion. "They're a professional 
team just like we are." 


Two of the Rams' strongest offensive 


weapons—quarterback James Harris and 
fullback Lawrence McCutcheoh—were in 
uniform but coach Chuck Knox had no 
intention of risking their minor injuries 
before Saturday's match against St. 
Louis. 


So he went with an infighting offense 


for three quarters. Then when he found 
his club in position to win it with the 
score tied 3-3 in the final quarter he 
turned Ron Jaworski Itiose on a 60-yard 
touchdown drive capped by the backup 
QB's own five-yard burst into the end 
zone. 


Until then, the clubs had lived up to 


their billings as the two stingiest defenses 
in the NFL. Roy Gerela kicked a 20-yard 
field goal for the Steelers in the first 
quarter and Torn Dempsey connected 
from 26 yards for the Rams in the second 
quarter. 


The only offensive performer of note

"I remember Bill Hartack used to say HE was the

"For Hartack to give praise, 
to another rider is INDEED praise. 


"Well, you must include Shoemaker when you're 


talking about top jockeys, but I'll tell you Hawley is up 
there,too. 


"Sandy rates his horses extremely well. He has a 


second sense. One thing is that Hawley never seems (o 
gc( trapped or boxed in, and I've seen a lot of jockeys. 


It seems incredible that no Hawley horse gets 


trapped, but I shall remember that "tip" the next time I 
have a' few extra shillings and Hawley has a mount. 


Hawley is just 25, but he led all jockeys in number 


of races won in both 1970, with an incredible -152, and in 
1972, with 3G7. He isn't known yet by the public like a 
Shoemaker, Longden or Arcaro, but the railbirds and 
backstretch folks sure know his name and regard him as 
the next"super jockey". 


Adams laughs a lot at life, except when it comes to 


horse racing. The comedian recalled thai he has owned 
two thoroughbreds. 


"Both were disappointments," sighed Adams. "One 


fine specimen I paid $66,000 for as a proven runner, and 
darned if the critter didn't break down in the very first 
event I had him entered. He never ran again and, to 
make it worse, he was a gelding." 


MOST TOUCHING M.OMENT of the awards 


evening was when Donna Pineda accepted a special 
plaque in behalf of her husband, Alvaro, who was killed 
in a racetrack accident earlier this year. 


"When he ended his bout with the bottle three years 


ago, my husband realized how many dear friends he had 
in racing," said Mrs. Pineda, hesitatingly and on the 
verge of tears. "When he received an award here last 
year, he came back and said to me, 'They really believe 
in me again.'

OWNER BRODY made a couple interesting conten-

"ALL horses in claiming races have something 


wrong with them, or else they wouldn't be in claiming 
races," claimed Brody. "Then, 90 per cent or more of 
all horses raced in California are on bute (pain-killing 
drug)." 


When butazolidin became lawful a few years ago in 


California, the idea was to ease the pain of aching 
horses, much in Ihe manner that cortisone helps people 
afflicted with arthiritis. It is used further, according to 
Brody. 


"Trainers not only use bute to ease their horses' 


pains, but also for the pounding their horses take during 
a race. Don't kid yourself, every horse takes a beating 
of some sort in a race and bute serves as a balm and a 
preventative." 


Brody cites one of his horses, Nearbrook, as a good 


case for continuing fo make bute lawful. 


"After every race Nearbrook's ankles are swollen, 


then we pack his ankles in ice. It's not cruel to run him 
because with bute he's not hurting. Besides, he loves to 
run in a race." 


Horse racing indeed is a sport of intrigue. I had 


figured only a handful of hurtin' horses were on bute 
and now it comes out that nine of 10 are addicts,

Always on Sunday 


The ladies and gentlemen who were 


around Orange County at the time 
remember the Sunday quarter horse rac- 
ing at Los Alamilos. 


There wasn't much there then...- 


rolling prairie and blue skies and sun- 
shine and air you couldn't see. You could 
miss the race track if you weren't careful 
because it was very small sitting there 
by the side of the railroad tracks with its 
dirt oval and a few picnic tables under 
the frees. 


It grew much larger on Sundays. The 


farmers and the cowboy guys and the 
country squires would come and bring 
their families and picnic baskets and 
fiddles and guitars. 


Mainly, they brought (heir quarter 


horses. Racing was informal and the 
entry fee was the opinion of one horse- 
man (hat his animal could run faster 
than the others. 


Betting was man-to-man which is a 


form of cerebral combat still in use today 


although not generally in connection with 
horse racing. The convenience of the pari 
mutuels has moved man-fo-man wager- 
ing off the tracks and into the stadiums. 


Anyway, man-to-man belting was sin- 


cere and furious at Los Alamitos on 
Sundays and everyone was kept honest 
by Frank Vessels Sr., who owned the 
grounds and ran the game. "The Old 
Man," 
as he is still called around the 


track, took note that (he men put up the 
same ante and the horses started with 
their dimpled noses behind the same line. 


THE MEN, indeed some of the boys, 


ran (he horses. The ladies looked after 
the children and spread (he checkered 
cloths on (he picnic tables under the 
sturdy oaks. 


Now, the cloths are spread over the 


fables on the dining terrace and the wait- 
ers wear tuxedos and some of the items 
on the menu have fancy French names. 
"The 
Old Man" was an individual of 


considerable vision but it is unlikely he 
ever figured it would come to this. 


They still race on Sundays, though. 


For the time being, the programs arc

CHRIST'S BIRTHDAY? 


"Christmos time" 
is alriiost 


here. A great deal of advertising 


. is being done about "Christmas," 


mostly by those who hove mer- 


chandise for sale; but nevertheless the "signs" ore . 
everywhere. There are two questions I want us to 
consider 
regarding 
"Christmas." (1) 
Where did 


Christmas originate? and (2) Who authorized it? 


The Bible does not give the date of Christ's birjh. 


In (act, it is the unanimous consensus of historians 
that December 25th is not the birthdate of Jes.us. 
Albert Barnes, a noted Presbyterian commentator 
says in his comments on this subject basically what 
every historian says. With reference to shepherds 
keeping their sheep in the field: "The climate was 
mild, and to keep their (locks from straying, they 
spent the night with them. It is also a fact that the 
Jews sent out their flocks into the mountainous and 
desert regions during the summer months, and took 
them up in the loiter port of October or the first part 
of November, when the cold weather commenced. It 
is probable from this that our Saviour was born 
before tta 25lh of December, or before what we coll 
Christmos. At that time it was cold, and especially in 
the high and mountainous regions about Bethlehem. 
But tho exact time of His birth is unknown; there is 
no way to ascertain it." 


Where did this, practice o) "Christmas" begin? 


Libenus, Bishop of Rome in 354 A.D. ordered thai 
December 25lh be adopted. The name is derived 
from the medieval Christes Masse, the Mass of 
Christ. The Catholics had a special "mass" (their 
corruption of the Lord's Supper) for Christ and so 
they called it "Christ-Mass." Later it was shortened 
to "Christmos." Thus the reaon for true Christians 
not celebrating "Christmas"- as a religious holy 
day. 
The Bible didn't authorize it — the Roman' 


Catholic Church did.

It was a chance to meet the press, to give them'a 


peek al the future and to send them home well-fed, 
better-informed (about computers, anyway) and full 
of good will for IBM. 


The setting was San Diego's Kona Kai Club on 


picturesque Shelter Island. 


The topic was computers — how they were 


developed, why they work and what they'll be doing 
in the future. 


Included in the day-long program, was a demon- 


stration oh the-use of IBM's computerized, checkout 
system which is now being introduced in supermar- 
kets throughout the nation. 


For many of those present, the mock-up of the 


computerized checkout stand was their first experi- 
ence with what supermarket spokesmen term "the 
wave of the future." 
. 
. 


"What happens if there's a slash through the 


code?" asked an inquiring reporter. (The reporter 
was then encouraged to cut through the paper label.) 
"Does it disturb the system?" 


'"What if you mark through it with a pen?" 


asked another. 


•"What if you rip it off?" 
The questions were in reference to the Univesal 


Product Code (UPC) which is affixed to nearly 60 per 
ce'nt of items now stocked on supermarket shelves. 
The code, 28 verticle black bars above a series of 10 
numbers, was developed several years ago at the 
request of the grocery and grocery product manufac- 
turing industries and is the cornerstone of the 
computerized checkout system. 


"THE COMPUTER WONT make a mistake be- 


cause the code has been damaged or because it isn't 
there," said Alicia Maxwell, a systems engineer with 
IBM. "Tha worst thing that can happen is (hat the 
computer won't do anything at all and the checker 
will have to look up the missing code and manually 
keyboard it into the computer." 


When the code is present — which is most of the 


time, Mrs. Maxwell patiently assured her skeptical 
audience — the system'works simply and is practi- 
cally error free. 


•"What the code tells the the computer is what 


the item is and who manufactures it. It doesn't give 
the price." 


(The price is programmed in by the store or 


chain itself. Usually new prices or price changes are 
made at the main office, though changes also can be 
made by a store manager.) 


"The scanner here," said Mrs. Maxwell, pointing 


to the window in the eheckstand, "reads the code as 
the item passes over it and then transmits it to a 
computer which matches the information with the 
store price. 


"Seconds later the price comes back to the 


checkstand where it is flashed through a light panel 
and printed on the shopper's receipt. 


"The computer also does the computation for 


taxable items and notes items that can be purchased 
with food stamps," Mrs. Maxwell added. 


"II computes specials — two for one sales, for 


example — and, as you can see, provides the shopper 
with a detailed receipt which lists both the item 
purchased and its price." 


The computer also makes possible compilation 


and storage of other information which may be useful 
to store managers, Mrs. Maxwell said. 


"Among other things, the computer can tell the 


manager how many customers were in the store at a 
Riven time and what the sales volume was so he can 


- belter schedule employes. 


"It can also tell the manager how well special 


promotions are working and can keep track of inven- 
tory." 


Besides the detailed receipt, which most 


shoppers would agree is an improvement over the 
tape produced by standard supermarket cash regis- 


ters, the computerized checkout system benefits 
shoppers by being faster — up to 25 per cent faster 
for the average customer who unloads on to the 
checkstand himself, Mrs. Maxwell said. 


THE SUBJECT OF INCREASED employe effi- 


ciency raised the question of manpower require- 
ments. Would fewer checkers be required with the 
new system? Would inventory clerks be eliminated? 


The supermarket industry is labor intensive (ac- 


cording to one report, labor represents 66 per cent of 
operating costs). What kind of labor savings could a 
supermarket expect by installing the computerized 
equipment? 


"It depends," Mrs. Maxwell said. "We can tell 


market managers that the time required per item or 
the time required for lax computation can be reduced 
by such and such and we can point out where the 
areas of potential savings are. 


"But the supermarket itself has to put the fig- 


ures together. The system is a highly personalized 
one for each chain." 


John Rankine, director of standards for IBM, 


said potential labor savings were certainly a factor in 
a customer's decision to purchase the computerized 
equipment. 


"We find that customers do not buy computers- 


for the fun of it. Usually .there must be a clear payoff 
in terms of the application of the machine. 


"But the economics vary from customer to cus- 


tomer and must be worked out with each customer 
individually." 


As it turned out, the IBM representatives were- 


n't being purposefully vague. Right now it seems that 
no one is sure what kind of labor savings markets 
can expect — and some are wondering if there will 
ever be any at all. 


"We have more employes now than we did \vhcn 


we installed the equipment in September of 197-1," 
said Ron Coltrell. systems manager for Ralphs, one 


of two chains in California which is cxperimenting- 
wilh the computerized equipment. 


In a newspaper story last summer, Reggie Hill, 


manager of the Ralphs store which is equipped with 
the system, said that he doubted that reduced person- 
nel would be possible. Nothing he said recently indi- 
cated that he had changed his assessment. He noted 
that additional employes had been required initially 
to put the system into operation and while some of 
those were no longer with the store (none were laid 
off, however; the reduction was accomplished by 
attrition), there had been no nel decrease in the 
number of employes. 


THE SUGGESTION THAT computerization in 


the grocery industry may not necessarily lead to a 
reduction in personnel brings up another question: . 
how do supermarkets plan to pay for the system? 


That's the question Ron Cottrell of Ralphs is . 


grappling wilh right now. After 15. months of testing - 
the system at Ralphs Lakewood, the &3-store chain 
still doesn't have an answer — and Cottrell wasn't 
sure when it would. 


"The system has to pay for itself," Cottrell said. 


"We're not going to raise the price of groceries to 
install the equipment. 


"We believe our experience has proven that 


scanning is a viable means of handling our front end 
operation. The final question is can we cost-justify 
the purchase." 


A report prepared by the California Grocers 


Association points out that electronic front ends — as 
the computerized equipment is known in the industry 
— are not intended to reduce manpower require- 
ments. Rather, the report says, they are intended to 
make more efficient use of labor and reduce other 
operating costs, including cash register under-rings 
and olher human errors which cost the market 
money.

Glenda Jackson longs for a modern role 


LONDON — Glenda Jackson is a savage when 


she's working. If her star dressing room at the 
Finewood Studios near London looks like an army 
barracks latrine, she doesn't notice. 


She's too busy pacing the cold floor in her bare 


feet, chain-smoking from boxes of foul-smelling Eng- 
lish cigarettes and scratching the black roots of her 
dyed red hair, which looks badly in need of a sham- 
poo. Her scalp itches with perspiration from wearing 
too many wigs, her face has erupted with zits from 
the nervous strain of filmmaking and the private 
trauma of a rather nasty front-page divorce in her 
personal life, and her hands flutter desperately in the 
air like dying birds. It is not a good day for an 
interview. 


She is currently completing the gargantuan job 


of playing the legendary Sarah Bernhardf, a role 
once planned for Greta Garbo, in a multimillion- 
dollar epic called "Sarah." The film begins in 1923, 
when the French actress is dying at the age of 79, 
flashes back to age 18 and ends when she's 35, before 
she became an international success. It's a role 
worth playing. 


Bernhardt collected lovers and animals, nursed 


the soldiers onstage at the Comedie Francaise, which 
was converted into a field hospital during the Siege of 
Paris, slept in a coffin, attended public executions by 
hanging and guillotine, performed "Camille" 3,000 
times to sold-out audiences from Russia to the San 
Quentin prison without ever learning to speak Eng- 
lish and invented the unisex look by being the first 
woman to wear trousers. 


"You need a great actress to play a great 


actress," says director Richard Fleischer, "and in 
my opinion Glenda is the greatest actress of our 
day." 


She is also one of the most exhausted. "I've been 


' 
in every scene and on call from 7 a.m. until long 
after nightfall every day for 15 weeks," she sighs. 
"I'm certainly not tired of Sarah Bernhardt, but I am 
physically exhausted from the work and ready for a 
vacation." 


IN THE FILM she's worked with chimpanzees, 


French poodles, a pah- of lizards, a vicious puma and 
a fleece of white rats. She has 40 costume changes, 
stakes six hours to be made up ar.d plays 13 scenes 


onstage in various Bernhardt roles from Joan of Arc 
to Phaedra. 


"It seemed too good a chance to miss. It's an 


immense challenge, but not because she was an 
actress. I mean, we're not making a documentary 
about her. I'm not attempting to reproduce the way 
she acted, because I don't know how she acted. 
Greatness in acting is a very subjective thing. 


"What I think Sarah had was a charismatic 


appeal for an audience, and that's a very magical, 
mysterious thing. I mean, Christ, even Oscar Wilde 
was in love with her. It's an important woman's role. 


"I don't know much about her, really. She was 


probably the apocryphal actress. Ask anybody on any 


rex 
reed 


street corner in the world, and they've heard of 
Sarah Bernhardt even if they've never been to the 
theater. But the books about her are conflicting, and 
I don't think facts, in the sense of dates, times and 
places, are particularly of use when you're acting." 


THE DAY AFTER Glenda won her second Oscar 


for "A Touch of Class," she was invited to lunch at 
Claridge's by Helen Strauss, a respected literary 
agent for 35 years and the newly appointed head of 
production for Reader's Digest's film division, the 
group responsible for such family-oriented movies as 
"Tom Sawyer," "Huckleberry Finn" and "Mr. 
Quilp." Ms. Strauss asked her if she would be inter- 
ested in playing Sarah Bernhardt on the screen. 
Without a blink, Glenda said yes. 


Seven scripts and several million dollars later, 


they were ready to go. Glenda wanted John Schles- 
inger, George Cukor or Billy Wilder to direct. They 
were busy. So they ended up with Richard ("Dr. 
Doolittle") Fleischer and a film so vast in its magni- 
tude it required 134 speaking parts and 500 extras per 
day. 


"1 won't say it's the hardest thing I've ever done 


because everything you do is the hardest thing you've 
ever done while you're doing it," she said, stabbing 
the air with her cigarette butt. "Acting isn't easy. 
But this is certainly the most lavish film I've ever 
done. The sets and costumes are immensely impres- 
sive. The theater sets especially. They don't feel like 
sets; they feel like theaters. 


"One of my first scenes was an audition, and the 


set was so real I got as nervous as I did when I really 
did my first audition in a live theater. I hasten to 
add, I never got the job." 


DESPITE HER protests that Bernhardt was 


"quite different emotionally," there are interesting 
comparisons between Glenda and the woman she's 
playing. Both have been called eccentric, both had an 
extraordinary energy that drove them like demons 
and both had unhappy marriages. Sarah married a 
Greek actor with no talent who resented her success. 


Glenda married Roy Hodges, whom she met 


when he was a director in Bristol in her struggling 
days. She blazed to stardom early in the Royal 
Shakespeare Company's "MaraVSade" when she was 
making only $50 a week. Now she has two Oscars and 
her first accumulated million, which her husband is 
suing her for. 


During her recent American tour in "Hedda 


Gabler," she fell in love with Andy Phfllips, an 
electrician who did the lights for the show. Bernhardt 
had a child by a man she refused to marry. Glenda 
now faces the responsibility of raising her 7-year-old 
son, Danny, and remaining a working mother at the 
same time. When she talks of Sarah's marriage, it's 
almost as though she's talking about her own. 


"I don't think marriage is a redundant institu- 


tion, but I don't think it should be a sentence to 
solitary confinement in which you must stay forever 
and ever, either. And that's what most marriages 
turn into. 


"There is some weakness in some people that 


. requires them to constantly fail. In thar kind of 
relationship, I dor.'t think you can blame one person 
more than the other. People are what they are. I 
think Sarah Bernhardt's husband would have .been a 
failure no matter who he married. What increased 
his tragedy was that he married such a flamboyant 


person, a publicly marked success, which must have 
made his own failure seem even greater."' 


Here the resemblance ends. Glenda has never 


been flamboyant. The day after she won her first 
Oscar for "Women in Love," she was photographed 
in the backyard hanging out the wash. "No'b&fy 
would ever hire me for my beauty," she says^find 
there are no arguments. She has bad teeth that 
require removable caps in front of the camera, sp%fy 
skin and eyes that disapper "like tiny raisins in 
unbaked dough."

YET A LOVE affair with the camera occurs 


when she's on the screen that nobody can expl^ft.

. George Kuwayama, senior curator of Far East- 


ern Art,, says that the two almost life-size T'ang 
officials, which are among the largest in the country, 
are unique for their fine modeling, strong character- • 
ization and monumental size. Attired- in long robes 
and rhitered hats, the ascetic, dignified appearing - 
•pair are richly covered with green, brown and straw- 
colored glazes over white'pottery bodies. 


From -'antiquity, the Chinese buried their dead 


with lavish tomb furnishings so that the deceased 
could enjoy all the pleasures of this world in afterlife. 
Replicas of horses, favorite dogs, companions and 
servants were frequent objects. The funerary art of 
(he ceramic sculptor reached its height .during the 
late seventh and the first half of the eighth centuries 
with work of dazzling polychrome glazes. After the 
rebellion of An Lu-shan in 756 A.D. and the effect of 
sumptuary laws to regulate spending, there was less 
creative vitality. By the mid-eighth century, the 
glazed tomb figurines were scarce except in remote 
provinces, 


TWO NEW TOURS also are being offered at the 


Los Angeles County Museum. They are for the blind 
and partially sighted, and for the deaf and hard-of- 
hearing. Both are conducted free of charge by the 
museum's Docent Council. 


Talks for small groups of children or adults are 


included for the blind and partially sighted. Approxi- 
mately 20 sculptures from Africa, China, Egypt, 
Latin America and Europe in such materials as 
wood, marble, bronze and baked clay are provided 
for four participants to handle. In this way, they can 
learn about form and texture. The tours, which last 
about an hour, are in the museum workshop. Al- 
though special exhibitions for the blind have been 
held in the past, this new tour is-designed to give the 
blind and partially sighted continuing opportunity to 
visit the'museum. 


'Tours for the deaf are accompanied by typed 


scripts of recorded gallery talks for special exhibi- 
tions. This allows the deaf to follow the same tour as 
that given on the tape recording. A refundable depos- 
it of $1 is requested for the script. No reservations 
are required. Docent tours in sign language, featur- 
ing highlights of the Ahmanson Gallery, also may bo 
scheduled on request. To arrange one of these special 
tours, contact the museum's doccnt office.

the second Sunday of each month at 2 p.m. at Bowers 
Museum, 2002 N. Main St., Santa Ana. Members of 
the Docent Guild conduct tours entirely in Spanish. 
Mrs;-Leonor Alaniz, a teacher of bilingual studies in 
the Costa Mesa school district, heads the program. 


On permanent display is the museum's collection 


of African, Ocea'nia and pre-Columbian artifacts, plus 
two rooms devoted to Orange County History and the 
Indii'n ancestory of the Southwest United States.

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Christmas customs 
differ around world 


Christmas began nearly two thousand years ago 


when Christ was born in a stable. It was a happening 
so inconspicuous that hardly anyone knew it had 
taken place. 


Today, the Star of Bethlehem is a worldwide 


symbol of Christmas. On perhaps no other day is the 
family of man so close, one to another. In every 
corner of the earth where Christmas is celebrated, it 
has come (o be the most universal and joyous of all 
Christian observances. 


Many of (he cherished traditions of Christmas, 


religious and otherwise, are buried in the pagan past. 
When Christmas was first officially established, in 
"fact, the date coincided with the ancient celebration 
•of the sun's rebirth at the winter solstice. 
', 
The church saw no reason to destroy time- 


•honored customs, so they were adapted to fit the 
^celebration of the birth of Christ, and each country 
•has added its own lore to the melting pot of Christ- 
;mas tradition. 


Travelers around the world can now see many 


different symbols and customs used to celebrate 


Christmas. The travel experts of Trans World Air-

.CHRISTMAS IN FRANCE, as here in the United 


/States, is essentially a family holiday. Gifts are given 
••primarily to children. Custom calls for the young- 
i^ters to leave their shoes by the fireside for Pere 
•JrJoel to fill. The French custom is to exchange gifts 
.on New Year's Day. 
v 
French families traditionally have a festive sup- 


,'pcr on that day called the "Reveillon." The meal 
•,varies according to the section of France. In Paris, 
'•for example, oysters, foie gras and champagne are a 
^'special feature, but everywhere in France it is tradi- 
. tional to serve a cake called Buche de Noel. 
•J 
That means yule log and derives from the cus- 


Vora of leaving a log burning oh the hearth while the 
..'family attended midnight Mass. In some of the prov- 
inces this custom still exists, but in Paris and other 


large cities a delicious log-shaped cake is served to 
symbolize it. 


CHRISTMAS TIME in England. still has a 


Charles Dickens flavor. The celebration starts with 
carols and services on Christmas Eve and continues 
right through Boxing Day, Dec. 26. 


The tradition ,o( serving goose during the holi- 


days is still observed. A traveler may well be stopped 
by children with the cry, "Christmas is coming, the 
goose is getting fat, please put a penny in the old 
man's hat." 


On Boxing Day, the day on which the well-to-do 


once gave out boxes of gifts to the poor, many people 
work off the Christmas meal with a brisk walk at a 
customary Boxing Day hunt. While the riders chase 
after the hounds, everyone else strides long, taking 
short cuts and catching up with the riders all across 
the fields. 


THE CELEBRATION in Italy, too, is primarily a 


religious one and centers around the crib with all its 
figures. In Rome pipers stroll the streets, adding a 
colorful and tuneful note to the festivities. 


In Italy, La Befana makes her rounds on Jan. 6, 


feast of the Epiphany. According to legend, she is an 
old woman who refused to help the Wise Men find 
their way to Bethlehem. She quickly repented and set 
out after them. Failing to find them, she still wan- 
ders, bringing gifts to good children, ashes to bad 
ones. 


Christmas is primarly a religious observance in 


Ireland as well. Here, too, the celebration centers 
around the family. And throughout that lovely land 
during the holiday season the sound of music is heard 
— from the soft strains of the harp to the lively skirls 
of bagpipes. 


Traditional Christmas dinner in Ireland is turkey 


and baked ham, with a plum pudding filled with 
fruits, whiskey and stout for dessert. 


As in England, the day after Christmas is a 


holiday in Ireland. That is St. Stephen's Day and 
children dress up in costumes, much like Halloween 


. in America, and go from house to house, singing and 
dancing to the music of fiddles and concertinas. 


IN MADRID where pageantry and piety combine 


for a unique celebration of the season, the feast of the 
Three Kings is observed on the night of Jan. 5. 
Camels,.horses, bands, floats — an impressive array 
of lights, color and music — comprise the cavalcade 
which promenades through the city. 


. The Three Kings, not Santa Claus, symbolize

Q. Isn't playwright Tennessee Williams capitalizing 
on his homosexuality now that it's become so fash- 
ionable to be gay?—Elaine Rich, New Orleans.

Q. lusticc William Douglas, who retired from the 
U.S. Supreme Court—didn't he for years engage in 
a violent feud with the late lustice Felix Frankfurter? 
Some background, please.—David Welherley, Syra- 
cuse, N.V. 
A. Douglas and Frankfurter feuded, but there was 
nothing violent about it. They simply stopped talking 
to each other. Frankfurter believed deeply in the 
supremacy of the stale, Douglas in the supremacy 
of the individual. To Douglas nothing ideologically 
has been more important than the American heritage 
of individual freedom. 'The First Amendment," he 
wrote in one of his opinions, "is couched in absolute 
terms—-freedom of speech shall not be abridged." 


Q. For years, officials and lobbyists of the Gulf Oil 
Corp. made illegal campaign gifts or delivered 
money to such .federal politicians as Lyndon lohn- 
son, Richard Nixon, Hugh Scott, Hubert Humphrey, 
William Rmck, Howard Cannon and others.

He 
fell in love with Edmonde Charles-Roux in 1966 when 
he held a reception in her honor. She, too, is from 
Marseilles. Defferre was married at the time. It took 
him six years to arrange a divorce from his wife, a 
Dutch woman. Paly Swaters, he had married in 1946. 

He is 
still the Protestant mayor of Marseilles. Edmonde 
Charles-Roux is Catholic.

During the past five 
years, 35 residency pro- 
grams have sprung up in 
hospitals across the coun- 
try to train physicians 
for full-time work in the 
emergency room. Nearly 100 
doctors have been gradu- 
ated from these three-year 
postgraduate programs and 
240 currently are enrolled 
in them. 


Traditionally, physi- 


cians have performed 
emergency room duty on a 
rotational basis. In re- 
cent years, however, there 
has been a trend toward 
physicians working exclu- 
sively in the emergency 
arena. 


Most of the 15,000 doc- 


tors who man the nation's 
emergency rooms havo been 
trained as specialists in 
fields ranging from 
cardiology to surgery. 
But the new breed of emer- 
gency physician is receiv- 
ing a multidiscipline 
education which emphasizes 
the emergency aspects of 
such fields as surgery, 
psychiatry, pediatrics, 
gyneeology and internal 
medicine. 


"These men and women 


need to know how to handle 
acute care problems until 
the specialist comes," 
says Dr. John H. Stone, di- 
rector of the new emer- 


gency medicine residency 
program at Emory Univer- 
sity School of Medicine 
and Grady Memorial Hospi- 
tal in Atlanta. 


Changes in emergency 


care have spurred the move 
to specialization. The 
need for speedy treatment 
has gone beyond the walls 
of the hospital. "Over 
half the patients who have 
heart attacks die before 
they make it to the hospi- 
tal," says Stone. "And 
50,000 people die of 
trauma [injuries] every 
year." As he sees it, the 
emergency physician must 
help organize community- • 
wide emergency systems, 
where .teams of roving 
paramedics can provide on- 
the-spot care for accident 
and heart attack victims. 


The emergency room phy- 


sician has become the 
family doctor for many 
poor and middle-class 
families who turn to the 
hospital for help because 
they have nowhero olse to 
go. The doctor in the 
emergency room is often a 
patient's first contact 
with the medical system.

Sadat, leader of Egypt, a 
•slim, darkly handsome man 
of medium height who 
learned English and German 
in prison and lived for 
years in the shadow of the 
late Gamal Abdel Nasser. 


Sadat was born in a vil- 


lage in the Nile Delta on 
Christmas Day, 1918. His 
father was a lowly civil- 
ian clerk in a military 
hospital. His mother was 
Sudanese, which is why 
Sadat is of coffee com- 
plexion. 


The family was poor and 


devoutly Moslem. Sadat at- 
tended school in Cairo, 
and in 1936, when the 
Abbassis Military Academy 
was opened to the lower 
classes, he enrolled. One 
of his classmates was 
Gamal Abdel Nasser, 11 
months his senior. 


In 1938, following their 


graduation from the mili- 
tary academy, Sadat, Nas- 
ser and 10 other officers 
formed what, Sadat de- 
scribes in his autobiog- 
raphy, "Revolt on the 
Nile," as "a secret revo- 
lutionary society dedi- 
cated to the task of 
liberation." . 


During World War II, 


Sadat collaborated with 
Nazi spies in Cairo. He 
was arrested; court-mar- 
tialed, dismissed from the 
Egyptian army and impris- 
oned for two years. In

that period Sadat's family 
was supported by a $200- 
per-month contribution 
from Nassor and Sadat's 
fellow conspirators. 


Sadat aseaped_from do-, 


tention camp in"1944, went 
into hiding, got a job in 
Cairo as a cab driver. On 
one occasion he planned to 
blow up the British Em- 
bassy, but Nasser dis- 
suaded him. In 1946, 
however, when tho war was 
over, Sadat engineered a 
series .of terrorist at- 
tacks against pro-British 
officials. He was caught 
and sentenced to three 
years' imprisonment. Freed 
in 1949, he wont to work as 


a reporter for "Al Mussa- 
war," Egypt's version of 
"Life" magazine. 


He had friends in high 


places and subsequently 
got himself reinstated in 
the Egyptian army. There 
he conspired with Nasser 
and other officers to 
ovorthrow King Farouk. 


On July 22, 1952, when 


Nasser staged a coup 
d'etat, Sadat got the sig- 
nals crossed and took his 
children to a Cairo cin- 
ema instead. Furious that 
he had missed this great, 
bloodless event, ho raced 
to military headquarters 
where Nasser assigned him 
the job of announcing over 


the radio that the Free 
Officers Committee had 
taken control of Egypt. 
Sadat was also assigned 
the task of overseeing the 
departure of Farouk from 
Alexandria. 


In 1969, when Nasser 


knew that he was dying, ho 
named Sadat to the Vice 
Presidency, mainly he- 
cause S-adat was the only 
army officer he felt he 
could trust. Nine months 
later Nasser suffered a 
fatal heart attack, and 
Sadat took over as Presi- 
dent of the United Arab 
Republic. 


Ho has remained in of- 


fice since, because he is 
clever, because he engi- 
neered tho Yom Kippur War 
of Oct. 6, 1973, restoring 
some self-respect to the 
impoverished Egyptians. 


Sadat, has been married 


twice. By his first wife, 
of whom no one speaks, he 
has three married daugh- 
ters -and a flock of grand- 
children. By his current 
and second wife, Gehan, 
who is half English and 
heftily attractive, ho has 
another three daughters- 
and a son named Gamal. 


In addition to his auto- 


biography, Sadat is the 
author of a novel, "The 
Prince of the Island." It 
remains unpublished. By 
nature Sadat is a gambler. 
He is gambling that his 
friendship with the U.S. 
will keep him in office 
indefinitely. If the U.S. 
lets him down, he is out.

he four children of Gerald and Betty 
Ford have always looked forward (o 
Christmas as the one time in the year 
when they could be sure of seeing 


their peripatetic politician of a father. 


During the quarter of a century Ford 


served as a Congressman from Michi- 
gan's 5th District he became so ad- 
dicted 
to the chicken-and-mashed- 


potato circuit that he spent more than 
half his nights out of town. Thus, when 
he managed to make it home for Christ- 


mas, 
his sons used to joke following 


the Christmas dessert: "It's been nice 
seeing you. Dad. Hope you'll drop by 
again next year." 


For countless years Gerald Ford's role 


of Father Christmas was played by his 
mother, Dorothy. 


Christmas was her favorite holiday. 


She delighted in having her four sons, 
their wives, and her 14 grandchildren 
visit her in Grand Rapids, Mich. She 
was an expert knitter, and her Christmas 
gifts to the family invariably consisted 
of sweaters or doll clothes for the 
young girl grandchildren. 


"My grandmother," recalls the Presi- 


dent's son Jack, "also knitted Christmas 
stockings for everyone in the family. 
They were' ornately decorated with 
sequins and bells and our names 
stitched on. One year she even knitted 
a stocking for my sister Susan's Tiny 
Tears doll. 


"For my Dad she made an incredibly 


beautiful cloth which circles the base 
of our tree. It's decorated with old Ford 
and Ike buttons and other mementos 
which trace my Dad's political career." 


Of her mother-in-law, who died in 


1967, Betty Ford says, "She was so fond

of Christmas that on the first of January 
she began planning for the next Christ- 


mas. 
If she had one present for us, she

they have since spent their Christmases, 
the Ford family has continued many of 
the traditions begun by Dorothy Ford. 


Before he was moved into the White 


House, Gerald Ford was responsible for 
selecting the family Christmas tree. 


Touch the ceiling 


"The Boss," which is what the three 


Ford boys call their father, always made 
certain that the tree was "tall enough 
to touch the ceiling." Ford and his 
sons were responsible for stringing the 
Christmas lights on the tree branches 
and around their house in Alexandria, 
Va. Betty Ford and daughter Susan un- 
packed the boxes of ornaments, includ- 


ing the star that sits atop the tree. "I 
bought that during World War II," Mrs. 
Ford recalls, "when ornaments were 
scarce." 


In the old pre-Presidenttal days, 


Susan used to bake cookies and give 
them as gifts to the Ford neighbors in 
Alexandria. The boys used to decorate 
the windows of their house with spray 
snow and hang homemade 
paper 


wreaths, no matter how poorly done, 
on the front door. And as children they 
would always leave a glass of milk and 
cookies in front of the fireplace for 
Santa Claus. "When we'd get up in the 
morning," Jack Ford remembers, "the 
milk and cookies would have been 
eaten by our dog." 


Some other Christmas memories of 


the Fords: "One year 1 got a doll," 
Susan recalls, "that had real blond hair. 
My brother Steve talked me into cutting 
it all off. The doll was bald. I was ter- 
ribly upset. I tried to glue the hair back

on. It wouldn't take. The boys howled." 


Jack recalls a Christmas mishap of his

When time came to 
return to Washington we were having 
so much fun at Grandma's house that 
we were late in leaving for the airport. 


"We had to catch that plane because

car for my brother Mike, who'd gotten 
carsick. To keep Mike from throwing 
up all over the car, my mother made 
me give him my gladiator's helmet.

ana Burbara is a "wise man" from

towns up in the Galilee—some 75 miles 
away. We hardly ever had any pilgrims 
from abroad, though when they did 
come, we treated them as honored 
guests. 


"Christmas was something you 


looked forward to for weeks," recalled 
Hana. "The women would go to the 
market and get special holiday goods: 
flour and nuts to make the sweet pas- 
tries, and a small lamb which we would 
slaughter for the Christmas Day feast. 
If you happened to have a good year, 
you would contribute something to 
those who had nothing—maybe a few 
silver or gold coins, not paper money, 
because in those days there simply 
wasn't such a thing. But in any case-, you 
tried to make sure that everyone had at 
least a little bit of a feast for Christmas. 


The way if was 


'The Christmas Mass was celebrated, 


of course, up in the same Church of the 
Nativity—the place where Cod chose 
to have His Son born. The main clergy 
who conducted the mass, however, 
came from the hojy city of Jerusalem, 
eight miles away, and it would take 
them half a day to gel here by horse- 
drawn carriage. Those of us men who 
happened to own a horse or donkey 
would go out to meet them, wearing 
our best robes and sandals; we had no 
shoes back then in the time of the 
Turks. We'd have our swords strapped 
on one side, our pistols on the other, 
and when we saw the holy carriage 
approaching, we'd start firing shots into 
the air as a kind of salute. Then we'd 
escort the carriage to the Church." 


Hana stood up briefly, plucked a cou- 


ple of pomegranates from the tree, and 
cut them into sections for his guest. 
Then, with a smile that made the sun- 
shine-lines at the comers of his eyes 
light up, he continued: "Once in a 
while, we were even lucky enough to 
get some snow. It was like a godsend— 
you see, it only snows in Bethlehem 
, maybe once or twice a year—and then 
we'd shovel a path from the Jerusalem 
road up to the Church, so that the holy 
carriage could pass. All the young boys 
would be running around throwing 
snowballs at each other, jumping in and 
out of the snow; it was a wonderful 
thing to see. 


'Something of a party' 


"As for the religious mass itself, it 


was pretty much the same back then, 
though we didn't have the TV screen, 
or the piped-in music, or all the choirs 
from abroad. And, oh yes, we didn't 
have women going about in—how 
should 1 put it?—well, the latest 're- 
vealing' fashions. Still, it was a merry 
occasion, and after the religious cere- 
mony there was something of a party." 


Immersed in sweet recollection, he 


continued. "First, everyone would have 
a snack outside the Church. There was

selling special items lor the holidays. 


a huge pot, big enough for four people 
to stand in, and it was filled with tea; 
we would have a large glass or two just 
to warm up. Then the women would 
go home with the children, and the men 
would get together with the clergy and 
all the monks, and we'd go and 'toast' 
the Christmas. . .." Hana patted his 
stomach. "Yes, we'd 'toast' for several 
hours, telling stories about this Turkish 
governor, or that British general, enjoy- 
ing ourselves on through the night. 


'The nicest part' 


"Eventually, we'd make our way 


home, sleep a little, and then feast with 
our families—which, in many ways, 
was the nicest part of all. My wife, son, 
and I would join the rest of our rela- 
tives. We didn't give a lot of presents 
back then, nor did we have Christmas 
trees in the house either; those are more 
modern customs. But we did give a few 
small things, like candies and cakes, to 
the children. And at the end of the 
feast, everyone would turn to me, be- 
cause I'm something of a storyteller, and 
1 would tell the story of Christ's birth, 
and everyone would listen." 


Hana stopped and closed his eyes for 


several minutes, rubbing them with his 
long, knotted fingers. "Yes, those were 
wonderful times," he went on, "but I 
tell you, if a man has Christmas in his 
heart, these are still wonderful times. I'll 
tell you a wonderful thing that is going 
to happen for me this Christmas. Just 
the other day 1 got a letter from my only 
son, who lives in Abu Dhabi, on the 
Persian Gulf. And what do you know? 
For the first time in many years he is 
coming to Bethlehem to spend Christ- 
mas with old Hana. That's right, this 
Wednesday night, my son and i will" go 
up to the Church and the Midnight 
Mass, just like we used to, and then 
we'll come back to the house and 
feast...." 


Then, chuckling softly, as if he had 


just told himself a' small joke, Hana 
added: "Yes, my friend, this year I feel 
very lucky. Can you imagine, like God 
Himself I have had only one son, and 
this year he is coming to Bethlehem for 
Christmas!"

tree planted by George Washington has be- 
come the living symbol of the Bicentennial 
to thousands of Americans. They have wril- 
ten to PARADE in unprecedented numbers 


in approval of its suggestion that the spirit of the 
Revolution is best symbolized not by souvenir 
T-shirts and ashtrays, but by the 200-year-oid 
native tulip poplar which Washington trans- 
planted as a young sapling to the west side of his 
home in Mount Vernon, where it still casts its 
friendly shade. 


Many readers have written requesting seeds 


from (he Iree—which now are available—to plant 
in their own gardens. 


The tree, probably germinated or "born" in 


1776, was identified by Mount Vernon's chief 
horlicullurist, Robert B. Fisher, from Washington's 
diaries as one of a group of "very fine poplars," 
nine or 10 years old, which he transplanted from 
nearby woodlands during 1785. The tree today 
overlooks the carriage drive to Mount Vernon and 
has become a tourist attraction since PARADE'S 
article about il appeared last July 6. 


Letters have poured in from every state but 


Alaska requesting seeds from the "Independence 
Tree." 


Mrs. Veronica Morris of Somerville, Mass., writ- 


ing on behalf of a blind woman for whom she 
works, says: "I would like her to 'feel' the new 
seedling growing. She is a beautiful American 
lady, and I'm sure she would write herself if she 
could see to do so." 


Paula A. Greene, president of the American 


Women's Ciub in Brasilia, the capital of Brazil, 
wants a seed for the new American Embassy Ihere 
so that "we could share a little of home." And 
Col. W. E. Y. Paxton, commander of the Head- 
quarters 15th Air Base Wing in Hawaii, asft for 
three seedlings lo he planted as part of the Bi- 
centennial observance at Hickam Air Force Base, 
Wheeler Air Force Base and Bellows Air Force 
Station. 


All who want seeds from the Independence 


Tree may eventually receive them, for in the 
golden sunshine of Virginia's October the old 
poplar put out its annual clusters of winged seeds. 
These have been gathered by volunteers from the 
Davey Tree Co., dried, and are now ready.

Seeds, five or six to a package, will now be sent 


on request (enclose 50 cents to cover packaging 
and mailing). Horticulturist Fisher predicts that 
one or two seeds will germinate successfully. 
Planting instructions will be mailed with the seeds 
together with a certificate of authenticity. 


For those whose letters arrive when the present 


supply of seeds is exhausted, seedlings grown in 
Mount Vernon's nursery lo a height of five or six 
inches will be available next year—their price yet 
to be determined. There also will be ano!hec.crop 
of seeds next year.
